Holy APOSTLES. 
T E former treatiſe I compoſed, O The- 


ophilus, concerning all things, which IE- 
sus began both to do, and to teach, even 
to the day, in which he was taken up, after he 
had by the Holy Spirit, given charge to the apoſ- 
tles, whom he had choſen. To whom alſo he 
preſented himſelf alive after his ſufferings, with 
many evident teſtimonials ; being ſeen * them 
for forty days, and ſpeaking of the things con. 
cerning the kingdom of God. And having aſ- 
ſembled them together, he charged them not ts 
depart from 22 but to wait for the pro- 
miſe of the Father, Which, * ſaid he,“ you 
have heard from me. For John“ indeed bap- 5 
tized with water, but you ſhall be baptized with 
the Holy Spirit within theſe few days.” They 
therefore being come together, aſked him, ſay- 
ing, Lord, wilt thou, at this time, reſtore the 
kingdom to Iſrael?“ But he ſaid to them, “ It 
is not for you to know thoſe times, or ſeaſons, 
which the Father hath reſerved in his own power. 
But you ſhall receive power of the Holy 1 * 
coming upen you, and _ be my witneſſes both 
In 


® Or, from me, that John, &c. 
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in Jeruſalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and even to the remoteſt parts of the earth.“ 
And having ſaid theſe things; while they beheld, 
he was lifted up, and doo received him out 
xoof their fight. And while they were ſtedfaſtly 
looking up to heaven, as he aſcended, behold 
two men in white raiment ſtood near them, who 
alſo ſaid, Ve men of Galilee, why do ye ſtand 
gazing up to heaven? This jesvs, who is taken 
up from you into heaven, ſhall ſo come in the 
ſame manner, as you have beheld him going into 
| heaven.” Then they returned to Jeruſalem from 
the mount called Olivet, which is a ſabbath-day's 
journey from Jeruſalem. 

Now. when they were entered“ into the city,” 
they went up into an up pper room, where abode both 
Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew, Phi- 
lip. and Thomas, Bartholomew and Matthew, 

ames * the ſon of Alphens, and Simon the zea- 

t, and Judas the brother ” of James. Theſe: 
all unanimouſly perſevered in prayer, and ſuppli- 
cation, with the women, and Mary the mother- 
u and with his brethren, 


IG » Andi in thoſe days Peter riſing up in the midd 
af the diſciples, ſpake, (now the number of per- 
ſons together was about an hundred and twenty) 
„% Men“ and? brethren, it was neceſlary this ſcrip- 
ture ſhould. be fulfilled, which the Holy Spirit 
ſpake before, by the mouth of David, with re- 
gard to Judas, who became the guide of thoſe 
that ſeized jESsUs: for he was numbered with us, 

and had obtained part of this miniſtry ; this man 
therefore purchaſed a field with the reward of ini- 
uity, and falling down on his face he burſt aſun- 

5 er in the middle, and all his bowels were poured 
out; and it was known to all the inhabitants of 

- Jerofalem, fo. that that field is called in their lan- 
Zuage, 


# About two miles. 
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nage, Aceldama, that is, the field of blood. 

or it is written in the book of Pſalms *, ©** Letzo 
* his habitation be deſolate, and let no man in- 
% habitit:” and Let another take his office .“ 
It is neceſſary therefore, that of the men, who 
have converſed with us during all the time, in 
which the LoRDIESus was going in, and 828 
out among us, wy. can, from the baptiſm o 
John, even to the day in whichche was taken u 
from us, one of theſe ſhould be made a whack 
with us of his reſurre&ion.” And they ſet up 
two men, Joſeph called Barſabas, who was ſur- 
named Juſtus, and Matthias. And they prayed, 
yg, Thou, Lord, who knoweſt the hearts 
of all, ſhew which of theſe two thou haſt choſen, 
that he may take part of this miniſtry and apoſtle- 25 
ſhip, from which Judas is fallen by © his? tranſ- 
greſſion, that he might go to his own place x. 
And they gave out their lots, and the lot fell 
_—_ Matthias, and he was numbered with the 
eleven apoſtles. | 


And when the day of Pentecoſt was completely - 
arrived, they were all with unanimous affection 
in the ſame place: and on a ſudden there was a 
ſound from heaven, as of a ruſhing violent wind; 
and it filled all the houſe where they were ſitting. 
And there appeared to them divided tongues, as 
it were of fire; and it reſted upon each of them. 
And they were all filled with the Holy Spirit, 
and began to ſpeak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them a power of expreſling themſelves, 
Now there were ſojourning in Jeruſalem pious || 5 
men, that were * Jews from every nation under 
heaven : and when this report came abroad, the - 
multitude gathered together, and were confound- /

apoſtleſhip, that he may go to his proper ſtation, from 
Which Judas, &. or, cautious, or ſenſibly, 
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ed; for every one heard them ſpeaking in his . 
con dialect. And they were all aſtoniſhed, and 

wondered, ſaying one to another, ** Behold, are 
not all theſe that ſpeak, Galileans ? and how do 
we, every one hear in his own native language ? 
Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, 2 thoſe 
that inhabit Meſopotamia, and Judea *, and 

10 Cappadocia, Pontus and Atla, Phrygia and Pam- 
phylia, Egypt, and the parts of Africa, which 
are about Cyrene, and the ſojourners who are 
Romans, jews, and proſelytes, thoſe of Crete, 
and Arabians ; we hear them ſpeaking in our own 
tongues the wonderful works of God.” And they 
were all in amazement and perplexity, and ſaid 
one to another, What can this mean?“ But 
others mocking, ſaid, . Surely theſe men are 
filled with ſweet wine.” 

But Peter ſtanding up with the eleven, raiſed 
his voice, and ſaid to them, O ye men of Ju- 
dea, and all you that inhabit Jeruſalem ! let this 

15 be known unto you, and liſten to my words: for 
theſe men are not drunk, as you ſuppoſe ; ſince it 
is but the third hour of the day +: but this is 
that, which was ſpoken of by the prophet Joel, 
And it ſhall come to paſs in the laſt days, ſaith 
« God, I will pour out of my fpirit upon all 
« fleſh; and your ſons and your daughters ſhall 
« propheſy ; and your young men ſhall fee vi- 
4 ſions, and your old men ſhall dream dreams. 
« Yea in thoſe days I will pour out of mynſpirit 
« upon my ſervants, and upon my handmaids; 
and they ſhall propheſy: and I will give pro- 
% digies in heaven above, and figns upon the 
«© earth beneath; blood, and fire, and a cloud 

20 of ſmoke; the ſun ſhall be turned into dark- 
« neſs, and the moon into blood, before that 

: c« preat

Ye men of Ifrael, hear theſe words: jesvus the 
Nazarene, a man recommended to you by God 
by powerful operations, and wonders, and ſigns, 
which God wrought by him in the midſt of you, 
as ye yourſelves alſo Know; him + you have 
ſeized, being given up by the determinate coun- 
ſe], and preſcience of God, and by the hands of ſin- 
ners have faſtened * to the croſs” and ſlain: whom 
God hath raiſed up, having looſed the pains of 
death, as it was impoſũble that he ſhould be held

have regarded the Lord, as always be fore me; 
A becauſe he is at my right-hand, that I might 
% not be moved: for this reaſon my heart is glad, 

and my tongue exulteth, moreover too my ficth 
« fhalt reſt in hope, that thou wilt not leave my

«« ſoul in the unſeen world, neither wilt thou per- 


mit thine holy one to ſee corruption. Thou 
„ haſt made me to know the ways of life, thou 
« wilt make me full of joy with thy counte- 


© nance t.“ Men © and” brethren, permit me to 


ſpeak freely to you concerning the patriarch Da- 
vid; that he is both dead and buried, and his ſe- 


pulchre is among us unto this day : therefore be- 30 
ing a prophet, and knowing that God had ſworn 


to him with an oath, that of the fruit of his loins 
he would, according to the fleſh, raiſe up the 
Meſſiah || to fit on his throne; he foreſeeing 
this,“ ſpake of the reſurrection of the Meſſiah, 
that his r ſhould not be left in the unſden 
world, nor his fleſh ſee corruption. This IRSUs 
God hath raiſed up, of which all we are witnel(- 
B 3 ſes: 

* Joe! it. 28—32. + Or, him, who by the deter- 
minate counſel, and forek n uledge of God, was given (to 


you as a favivur} ye have taken, and by, &c, 3 Vial. 
xvi: $—11, | Or, Chriſt, 
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ſes: being exalted therefore to the right-hand of 
God, and having received the promiſe of the Holy 
Spirit from the Father, he hath ſhed forth this, 
which you now ſee, and hear. For David is not 
aſcended into heaven, but he ſaith, © The Lord 
| « ſaid unto my Lord, Sit thou at my right-hand, 
35 until I make thine enemies thy footſtool “.“ 
Let therefore all the houſe of Iſrael aſſuredly 
know, that God hath made this jesuvs, whom 
you crucified, Lord and Meſſiah.“ 

Now when they heard * theſe things,“ they 

were pierced to the heart, and ſaid to Peter, and 
the reſt of the apoſtles, © Men © ang ” brethren, 
what ſhall we do?” And Peter ſaid unto them, 
« Repent, and be each of you baptized in the 
name of jESUS CHRIST, in order to the forgive- 
nefs of your fins, and you ſhall receive the gift 
of the Holy Spirit. For the promiſe is to you,, 
and to four children, and to all that are afar off, 
40 as many, as the Lord our God ſhall call.” And 
with many other words he bore his teſtimony, 
and exhorted, ſaying, ** Be ye ſaved from this 
_perverſe generation,” They therefore, who re- 
ceived his word with readineſs, were baptized 1 
and there were added to the diſciples * that very 
day about three thouſand fouls. 

And they continued ſtedfaſt in the apoſtles doc.. 
trine, and fellowſhip, and in breaking of bread, 
and in prayer. And fear fell upon every ſoul ;. 
and many miracles, and ſigns were wrought by 
the apoſtles. And all that believed were in the 
ſame place; and they had all things in common: 

45 and — ſold their poſſeſſions, and effects, and 
divided them to all, as every one had neceſſity. 
And they continued unanimouſly in the temple 
Gery day; and breaking bread from houſe to. 
houſe, they partook of their refreſhment with. 
joy and fimplicity of heart; praiſing God, and 
N : having.

Now about that time Peter and John went up 
to the temple, at the hour of prayer, being + 
the ninth *hour *.* And a certain man, who | 
had been lame from his mother's womb, was car- 
ried,, whom they daily laid at the gate of the 
temple, which 1s called Beautiful, to aſk alms of 
thoſe that entered into the temple; who ſeeing 
Peter and John about to go into the temple, beg- 
ed to receive an alms. But Peter, with John, 
ooking ſtedfaſtly upon him, ſaid, Look up- 
en us.” And he fixed his eyes upon them, ex- - 
petting to receive ſomething from them. But 
Peter faid, ** Silver and gold I have none; but 
what I have, I give thee: In the name of jesvus 
CHRIST of Nazareth, riſe up, and walk.” And 
taking him by the right-hand, he raiſed him up; 
and immediately his feet, and ancle-bones were 
ſtrengthened. And leaping up, he ſtood, and 
walked about, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and praifing God. 
And all the people ſaw him walking, and praifing 
God, and they knew him, that this was N 10 
had ſate at the beautiful gate of the temple for 
alms; and they were filled with aſtoniſhment, 

and extaſy at that which had befallen him. 
And while the lame man, who was healed, kept 
his hold of Peter and John, all the people ran to- 
gether to them in amazement to the portico called 
Solomon's. And Peter ſeeing “ this,“ anſwered 
the people, Ye men of Iſrael, why do ye won- 
der at this? or why do ye fix your eyes on us, as 
if by our own power, or piety, we had made this 
man to walk? The God of Abraham, and of 
Iſaac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers hath 
B 4 glorified

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glorified his ſon js us, whom you delivered up, 
and renounced him in the preſence of Pilate, 
when he was determined to releaſe him ; but you 
renounced the holy and righteous one, and de- 
I; fired a murderer might be granted unto you, and 
killed the prince of life; whom God hath raiſed 
from the dead, of which we are witneſſes: and 
now by faith in his name, he hath ſtrengthened 
this man, whom you ſee, and know: * yea * his 
name, and the faith, which is in him, hath given 
him * this perfect ſoundneſs before you all. And 
now, brethren, I know, that thro' ignorance you 
did “ it,“ as * did ? alſo your rulers; but God 
hath thus fulfilled thoſe things, which he foretold 
by the mouth of all his prophets, that carisr 
ſhould ſuffer. Repent, therefore, and turn * to 
God, that ſo your fins may be blotted out; that 
ſeaſons of refreſhment may come from the pre- 
2oſence of the Lord, and that he may ſend unto you 
jesus CHRIST, who was before appointed : 
whom indeed heaven muſt receive till the times 

of the regulation of all things, which God hath 
- ſpoken of f by the mouth of all his holy prophets 
from the beginning of time. For Moſes ſaid to 
the fathers, ©* Surely a prophet ſhall the Lord 
* vour God raiſe up unto you of your brethren, . 
% like unto me; him ſhall ye hear, in all things 
% whatſoever he ſhall ſay unto you: and it ſhall 
« come to paſs, © that every ſoul, who will not 
„ hearken to that prophet, ſhall be cut off from 
% among the people ||.” Vea and all the pro- 
pets from Samuel, and thoſe that follow after, 
as many as ſpoke 4, have alſo foretold theſe days.

To 
pu firſt, God having raiſed up his child jesvs, 

ath ſent him to bleſs you; every one of you 
turning from your iniquities.“ 


And while they were ſpeaking to the people, 1 
the prieſts came upon them, and the captain of 
the temple, and the Sadducees, being grieved 
that they taught the people, and preached the re- 
ſurrection from the dead in * the perſon of E- 
sus. And they laid hands upon them, and com- 
mitted them into cuſtody unto the next day; for 

it was now evening. But many of thoſe, who 
had heard the word, believed; and the number 
of the men became. about five thouſand. And 5 
the next day their rulers, and elders, and ſcribes 
gathered together at Jeruſalem : and Annas the 
high-prieſt, and Caiaphas, and John, and Alex- 
ander, and as many as were of the high-pneſt's 
kindred. And having ſet them in the midſt, 
they enquired, ** By what power, or in what 
name have you done this?” Then Peter full of 

the Holy Spirit, ſaid unto them, O ye rulers 
of the people, and elders of Iſrael, if we are this 
day examined about the benefit conferred upon 
the impotent man, by what means he is healed ; 
be it known to you all, and to all the people of 10 
Iſracl, that by the name of jzsus CRRIST of Na- 
zarcth, whom you crucified, whem God hath 
raiſed from the dead, yea ?* by nin this man 
ſtands before you ſound. This is the ſtone, 
which was ſet at nought by you, builders, that is 
become the head of the corner +: And there is 
ſalvation in no other; neither is there any other 


name under heaven given among men, in whach 
Ve muſt be ſaved,”

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Now when they ſaw the boldneſs of Peter and 
John, and underſtood that they were illiterate - 
men, and in private ſtations of life, they were 
aſtoniſhed : and they knew them, that they had 
been with jEsus. And ſeeing the man that was 
cured ſtandin with them, . they had nothing to 

15 ſay againſt it.“ But . ordered them to 
withdraw out of the counci they conferred 
among themſelves, ſaying, What ſhall we do 
with theſe men? for that indeed a ſignal miracle 
hath been wrought by them, is manifeſt to all 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem ; and we cannot de- 

ny it. Nevertheleſs that it may not any farther 
them: — the people, let us ſeverely threaten 
them, that they ſpeak no more to any man in this - 
name.” And having called them, they charged 
them that they mould not ſpeak any more, or teach 
in the name of jrsus. But Peter and John an- 
ſwering them, ſaid, MWhether it be righteous in 
the ſi ok of God, to obey you rather than God, 

1 ye: for we cannot but ſpeak the things, 

N which we have ſeen, and heard.“ And having 
threatened them again, they diſmiſſed them; find- 
ing nothin ng for which they might 3 them, on 
account of the people; 2 they all glorified 
God for that which was done: for the man, on 
whom this miracle of healing was wrought, was 
more than forty years old. | 
And being diſmiſſed, they came to their own - 
company, and related all that the chief prieſts 
and elders had faid to them. And when they 
heard it,“ they lift up their voice with one ac- 
cord to God, and ſaid, Lord, thou art the 
God, who didſt make heaven, and earth, and the 

25, ſea, and all things, that are in them: who didſt 
ſay by the mouth of thy ſerrant David. Why did 

the heathen rage, and the people imagine vain. 
„things? The kings of the earth ſet themſelves “, 
«6 _ 


— 


i. e. in battle array, 
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© and the rulers combined together againſt the 
Lord, and againſt his Meſſiah *.'” For of a 
truth, againſt thine holy child js us, whom thou 
haſt anointed +, both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, 
with the heathen, and the people of Iſrael, have 
combined, to do what thine hand, and thy coun- 
{el had before determined to be done. And now, 

O Lord, regard their ak thy whe and give un- 

to thy ſervants to ſpeak thy wprd with all free- 
dom; whilſt thou art ſtretching out thine hand 30 
for healing; and ſigns and wonders are done by 
the name of thy holy child jesus.” And while 
they were praying, the place in which they were 
aſſembled was ſhaken; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Spirit, and they ſpake the word 
of God with frecdom. 


Now the heart and ſoul of the multitude of 
behevers was one: nor did any one © of them ? 
call any of his poſſeſſions his own; bur all things 
were common amongſt them. And with great 
power did the apoſtles give forth their teſtimony 
of the reſurrection of the LoD IESUSs; and great 
grace was upon them all. Neither was there any 
one indigent perſon among them; for as many, 
as were proprietors of — or houſes, ſold them, 
and brought the price of the things they ſold, and 35 
laid © it ? down at the feet of the apoſtles; and 
diftribution was made to every one according as 
any had need. 

And Joſes, who by the apoſtles was firnamed 
Barnabas (which being interpreted, ſignifies, A 
ſon of conſolation) a . © and * by birth a 
Cyprian, having an eſtate, ſold it, and brought 
the money and laid it down at the feet of the 
apoſtles. But a certain man, named Ananias, | 


with Sapphira his wife, fold an eſtate, and ſe-

ereted part of the price, his wife alſo being privy 
to it; and bringing a certain part, he laid it 
down at the feet of the apoſtles. But Peter ſaid, 
% O Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine heart, 
© that thou ſhouldeſt attompt' to impoſe on the 
- Holy Spirit, and to ſecrete part of the price of 
the land? While it remained, did it not continue 
thine ? and when it was ſold, was it not in thine 
own power? why haſt thou admitted this thing 
into thine heart? Thou haft not lyed to men, but 
5to God.” And Ananias hearing theſe words, fell 
down, and expired: and great fear came on all, 
that heard theſe things. Then the young men 
aroſe, and bound him up, and carrying him out, 
they buried him. And after the interval of about 
three hours, his wife alſo, not knowing what was 
done, came in. And Peter ſaid to her, Tell 
me whether you ſold the land for ſo much.” And 
ſhe ſaid, Yes, for ſo much.” Then Peter ſaid 
unto her, How is it, that you have conſpired 
together to tempt the Spirit of. the Lord. Behold 
the feet of thoſe, who have been burying thy huſ- 
band, are at the door, and they ſhall carry 
10 thee out.” And immediately ſhe fell down at his 
feet, and expired: and the young men coming 
in, found her dead, and carried her out, and bu- 
ried her by her huſband 1. And great fear came 
| | | upon 
Or, conſcions © of it.? + Some eminent critics

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upon all the aſſembly, and upon all that heard 
theſe things. | 
And many ſigns, and wonders were done amon 
the people by the hands of the apoſtles, (and they 
were all unanimouſly in Solomon's portico, and 
none of the reit preſumed to join himfelf to them; 
but the people magnified them : and multitudes 
both of men and women believing, were the more 
* willingly ? added to the Lord: ) inſomuch that 15 
along the ſtreets they brought out the fick, and 
laid them on beds, and couches, that at leaſt the 
ſhadow of Peter, coming by, might over{hadow 
ſome of them. And multitudes alſo out * of 
the cities round about, came together to Jeruſa- 
lem, bringing the ſick, and thoſe that were trou- 
bled with unclean ſpirits, who were all healed. 
But the high-prieſt ariſing, and all they that 
were with him, which was the fect of the Saddu- 
cees, were filled with zeal, and laid their hands 
on the apoſtles, and put them into the common 
priſon. But an angel of the Lord by night open- 
ed the doors of the priſon, and bringing them 
out, ſaid. Go, and, preſenting yourſelves in 20 
the temple, ſpeak to the people all the words of 
this life.” And hearing this,“ they went very 
early into the temple, and taught. Put the high- 
prieſt being come, and they that were with him, 
they called together the Sanhedrim *, even the 
whole ſenate of the children of Iſrael, and ſent to 
the priſon to have them brought. But when the 
officers came, they found them not in the priſon, 
Returning therefore, they made their report, ſay- 
ing, We found indeed the prifan ſhut with all 
ſafety, and the keeper ſtanding without before 
the doors; but having opened © them,“ we found 
no one within.” Now when the high'-prieſt, 
and the captain of the temple, and the chief 
| priefts

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_ prieſts heard theſe words, they doubted concern- 
25 ing them, what this could be. But one came, 
and told them, ſaying, Behold the men, whom 
ye put in priſon, are ſtanding in the temple, and 
teaching the people.” Then the captain went 
with the officers, and brought them (not by vio- 
lence; for they feared the people leſt they ſhould 
be ſtoned:) and when they had brought them, 
ſet them before the Sanhedrim. And the 
high-prieſt aſked them, ſaying, ©* Did we not 
ſtrictly charge you, that you ſhould not teach in 
this name? and, behold, you have filled Jeruſa- 
lem with your doctrine, . and would bring this 
man's blood upon us.” But Peter and * the reſt 
of the apoſtles anſwered, and ſaid, It is ne- 
zoceſſary to obey God, rather than men. The God 
of our fathers hath raiſed up jes vs, whom ye ſlew, , 
hanging him on a tree: Him hath God exalted 
at his right-hand * to be a prince, and ſaviour - 
to give repentance- unto Iſrael, and remiſſion of 
fins. And we are his witneſſes of theſe things, 
and the Holy Spirit alſo, whom God hath given 
to them who ſubmit to his government.” 

And when they heard this,“ they grinded 
their teeth at them, and conſulted how they might 
put them all to death. But a certain Phariſee in 
the Sanhedrim, whoſe name was Gamaliel, a doctor 
of the law, in great eſteem among all the people, 
roſe up, and commanded the apottles to be taken - 
out for a little while: and he ſaid unto them, 
«-Ye men of Iſrael, take heed to yourſelves 
what you are about to do to theſe men; ſome - 
time ago Theudas aroſe, pretending himſelf to 
be ſome extraordinary perſon; to whom a num 
ber of men, about four hundred, adhered : who - 
was flain; and all who hearkened to him were 
ſcattered, and came to nothing. After him Ju--- 
das the Galilean aroſe in the days of the enroll- - 
ment, and drew a.multitude of people after 2 , 
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and he was deſtroyed; and all, who had heark- 
ened to him, were diſperſed. And with regard 
to the preſent affair, I ſay unto you, refrain from 
theſe men, and let them alone: for if this coun- 
ſel, or this work be of men, it will moulder 
away: but, if it be of God, you cannot diſſolve 
it. And take heed leſt you be found even 
fighters againſt God.” And they yielded to 40 
him; and having called in the apoſtles, and 
ſcourged them, they charged them not to ſpeak 
in the name of jesvs, and diſmiſſed them. And 
they departed from the preſence of the. Sanhe-- 
drim, rejoicing, that they were counted worthy 
to be expoſed to infamy for the ſake of his name. 
And every day they ceaſed not in the temple, . 
and from houſe to houſe, to teach, and to preach.. 
JESUS the Meſliah *.. 


Now in thoſe days, the number of the diſciples -t 
being multiplied, there aroſe a murmuring of the 
Grecians + againſt the Hebrews, becauſe their 
widows were neglected in the daily miniſtration. 
And the twelve having called the multitude of 
the diſciples together, Neid, It is by no means 
agreeable, that we ſhould leave the word of God 
to attend tables; therefore, brethren, look out 
from among yourſelves ſeven men of an atteſted 
character, ful of the Holy Spirit and of wiſ- 
dom, whom we may ſet over this affair: and we 
will conſtantly attend to prayer, and to the mi- 
niſtry of the word.” And the ſpeech was pleaſing 5; 
to all the multitude, and they elected Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Ti- 
mon, and Parmenas, and Nicholas a proſelyte 
of Antioch ; whom they preſented before the apoſ- 
tles: and they having prayed, laid their * hands 

upon. 
Or, jn3Vvs CHRIST, + Or, Helleniſts; i. 4. 
Jews, who uſed the Greek language. 
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upon them. And the word of God grew; and 
the number of diſciples in Jeruſalem was greatly 
multiplied; and a great multitude of prieſts be- 
came obedient to the faith. 


And Stephen being full of grace and of power, 
wrought many miracles, and great ſigns among 
the people. But there aroſe ſome of the ſynagogue, 
which is called © that ? of the Libertines *, and 
* ſome of the Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and 
of them of Cilicia, and Aſia, diſputing with Ste- 
phen. And they were not able to ſtand againſt 
the wiſdom and ſpirit with which he ſpake. Then 
they ſuborned men to ſay, © We heard hum ſpeak 
blaſphemous words againſt Moſes, and againſt ? 


- God.” And they ſtirred up the people and the 


elders and the Scribes, and ſetting upon * him,” 
they dragged him away with them, and brought 
him ' to the Sanhedrim. And they ſet up falſe 
witneſſes, who ſaid, This man is inceſſantly 


ſpeaking blaſphemous words againſt this holy 


Place, and the law: for we have heard him ſay, 


that this Jeſus of Nazarcth ſhall defiroy this place,

and ſhall change its cuſtoms, which Moſes deli- 
vered to us.” And all that ſate in the Sanhe- 
drim, fixing their eyes upon him, ſaw his coun- 
tenance like the countenance of an angel. 

Then the high-prieſt ſaid, ©* Are theſe things 
indeed thus?“ And he ſaid, ** Men, brethren, 


and fathers, hearken, The God of glory appeared 


to our father Abraham, while he was in Meſopo- 
tamia, before he dwelt in Charran, and ſaid to 
him, . Depart from thy country, and from thy 
« kindred; and come into a land, which I will 
„ ſhew thee +.” Then departing from the land 
of the Chaldeans, he dwelt in Charran : and from 
thence, after his father died, he cauſed him to 

remove 


probably ſo called from their having been children of 
freed men, + Gea, xi, 31, 
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remove his habitation into this land, m which 
ou now dwell. - And he gave him no inheritance 5 

in it, not ſo much as the dimenſions of his foot: 
nevertheleſs he promiſed to give it for a poſſeſſion 
to him, even to his {ved after him, when “ as 
yet * he had no child. And God ſpake to him 
thus, —that his ſeed ſhould “ ſojourn in a foreign 
„land, and they ſhall inſlave and abuſe them 
« four hundred years. And the nation to which 
„ they ſhall be inſlaved, ſaid God, I will judge; 
„ and afterwards they ſhall come out, and ſerve 
« me in this place *.” And he gave him the 
covenant of circumciſion ; and ſo he begat Iſaac, 
and circumciſed him on the eighth day: And 
Iſaac * begat * Jacob; and jacob begat ?* the 
twelve patriarchs. And the patriarchs, moved 
with envy, ſold Joſeph into Egypt: nevertheleſs 
God was with him, and delivered him out of all 10 
his afflictions, and gave him favour and wiſdom 

in the fight of Pharoah king of Egypt; and he 

. conſtituted him ruler over Egypt, and all his 
houſe. And a famine came upon all the land of 
Egypt and Canaan, and great affliction; and our 
fathers did not find ſuſtenance. But Jacob hear- 
ing that there was corn in Egypt, ſent our fa- 
thers firſt; and the ſecond time Joſeph was made 
known to his brethren ; and the family of Joſeph 
was diſcovered to Pharoah. And Joſeph ſent, and 
invited his father Jacob, and all his kindred to 
him, amounting to ſeventy F1ve ſouls +. 

„ So Jacob. went down into Egypt, and died, 15 
he and our fathers: and they were carried over 
ta Sychem, and were laid in the ſepulchre, which 
Abraham 7 purchaſed for a ſum of money *

And' 
as the time of the promiſe drew near, which God 
had ſworn to Abraham, the people grew, and 
0 in Egypt; till another king aroſe, 
who knew not Joſeph. He forming crafty de- 


' figns againſt our kindred, treated our fathers in- 


juriouſly, by cauſing their infants to be expoſed, 


zc that their race might periſh. In which time Mo- 


ſes was born; and was exceeding beautiful * ; 
and he was bred up for three months in his fa- 
ther's houſe : and being expoſed, the daughter of 
Pharoah took him up, and nouriſhed him for her 
own ſon : and Moſes was educated in all the wiſ- 
dom of the Egyptians; and he was mighty in. 


diſcourſes, and in actions. But when he was ar-

rived at the full age of forty years, it came into 
his heart to viſit his brethren, the children of Iſ- 
rael. And beholding © one of them ? injured, he 


defended him; and ſmiting the Egyptian, he 


avenged him that was oppreited. And he fup- 
poſed, that his brethren would. have underſtood, 


that God would e ſalvation + by his 
1 


hand: but they did not underſtand. And the 


next day he ſhewed himſelf to them, as they were 
quarreling,. and would have perſuaded them to 


eace, ſaying, * Men, you are brethren, why 
o ye injure one another?” But he, that injured 


| his neighbour,. thruſt him away, ſaying, © Who 
hath made thee a ruler, and a judge over us? 


wilt thou kill me, as thou didſt yeſterday ſlay the 
Egyptian?“ Then Moſes fied at this ſaying, and 
became a ſojourner in the land of Midian; where 


zo he begat two ſons. . And when forty years were 
fulfilled, the angel of the Lord appeared to him 


in a flame of fire in a buſh, in the wilderneſs of 
mount Sinai. And Moſes ſeeing * it, admired 
the viſion : and as he drew near to behold * it,” 
the voice of. the Lord came unto him, * ſaying,” 
16 1 

9 Or, of 2 divine beauty, +. Or, deliverance, 
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I am the God of thy fathers, the God of Abra- 
« ham, and the God of Iſaac, and the God of 
Jacob *.” And Moſes trembled, and did not 
dare to behold © it.” And the Lord faid unto him, 
«« Logſe thy ſhoes from thy feet; for the place 
« in which thou ſtandeſt is holy ground. I have 
< ſurely ſeen the evil treatment of my people, 
« which are in Egypt, and I have heard their 
„ groaning, and 1 am come down to deliver 
« them: and now come, I will ſend thee into 
% Egypt +.” This Moſes, whom they re- 35; 
nounced, ſaying, © Who hath conſtituted thee 
a ruler, and a judge?” this very perſon did God 
by the hand of the angel, who appeared to him 
in the buſh, ſend © to be ? a xuler, and a redeemer. 
He led them forth, doing wonders and figns in. 
the land of Egypt, and in the Red Sea, and in 
the wilderneſs for forty years. 

© This is that Moſes, who ſaid to the children: 
of Iſrael, A prophet ſhall the Lord your God, 
« raiſe up unto you from amongſt your bre-. 
„ thren, like unto me; him ſhall you hear t.“ 
This is he, who was in the aſſembly in the wil- 
derneſs, with the angel, that ſpake to him on 
mount Sinai, and with our fathers, who received 
the lively oracles, to give unto us. To whom 
our fathers would not be obedient, hut thruſt him 
from them, and returned back again to Egypt in. 


their hearts, ſaying to Aaron, Make us Gods, 40 


who may march before us; for as for? this Mo- 
ſes, who brought us up out of the land of Egypt, 
we know not: what is become of him.” And 
they made a calf in thoſe days, and brought a 
ſacrifice to the idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own hands, So God turned, and gave them 
up to worſhip the hoſt of heaven; as it is written 
in the book of the prophets, *©-Q ye houſe of Iſ-

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rael, did ye offer victims and ſacrifices to me 
« for forty years in the wilderneſs? And you 
have ſince taken up the tabernacle of Moloch, 
„ and the ſtar of your god Remphan, even? 
« the figures, which you have made to worſhip 
* them: and therefore I will carry you -away 
« beyond Babylon *.” The tabernacle of wit- 
neſs was with our fathers in the wilderneſs, as he 
had appointed, who ſpake unto Moſes to make 
it according to the mode! which he had ſeen : 
45 which alſo our fathers receiving, brought in with 
"Joſhua into the poſſem̃on of the heathen, whom 
God drove out from before the face of our ſa- 
thers, + until the days of David, who found ſa- 
vour before God, and made it his petition to find 
a dwelling for the God of Jacob, But Solomon 
built him an houſe: yet the Moſt High dwellcth 
not in temples made with hands; as faith the pro- 
phet, Heaven is * my throne, and the earth 
« + is? my footſtool : what houſe will you build 
« for me, ſaith the Lord? or what * is? the place 
50“ of my reſt? Hath not my hand made all theſe 
46 things N | . a 
Oh ye ſtiff-necked, and uncircumciſed in heart 
and ears, ye always do reſiſt the Holy Spirit: As 

your fathers * did,“ ſo do ye. Which of the pro- 
phets did not your fathers perſecute? yea, they 
flew thoſe, who ſpake before of the coming of 
that righteons one; of whom you have now be- 
come the betrayers, and murecrers. Who have 
received the law thro? ranks of angels |}, and have 
not kept it.” And hearing theſe things, they 
were cut to the heart 5, and they nale © their ? 
55 teeth upon him. But he, being full of the Holy 
Spirit,

with a loud voice, they ſtopped their ears, and 
ruſhed upon him with one accord. And caſtin 
him ' out of the city, they ſtoned him“: and 
the witneſſes laid down their garments at the rect 
ef a young man, whoſe name was Saul. And 
they {toned Stephen invoking and ſaying. LORD 
Jesv3, receive my fpirit.? 
knees, he cried out with a loud voice, O Lord, 
charge not this fin to their account.” And when 
he had ſaid this, he fell aſleep. And Saul was 
well pleaſed with his ſlaughter. 

And in that very day there was a great per- 
ſecution againſt the church in Jeruſalem ; and 
they were all diſperſed thro? the regions of Judea, 
and Samaria, except the apoſtles. And devout 
men carried Stephen forth © to his burial,” and made 
great lamentation for him. But Saul made havoc 
of the church, entring into houſes, and dragging 
men and women, whom he committed to pri- 
ſon. Nevertheleſs they who were diſperſed, went 
about preaching the word, 


Then came Philip to the city of Samaria, and 5 
preached CHR1sT unto them. And the people 
unanimouſly attended to the things, that were 
ſpoken by Philip; as they heard and faw the mi- 
racles which he performed, For unclean ſpirits, 
which had poſſeſſed many, crying with a loud 
voice, came out of them; anc many, who were 
paralytic and lane, were kealed. And there was 
great joy in that city. But there was a certain 
man, named Simon, who had before in th» {ame 
city uſed magic, and aftonithed the nation of

And bending his 68 
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Samaria ; pretending himſelf to be ſome extraor- 
zodinary perſon: to whom they all paid regard 
from the leaſt to the greateſt, ſaying, ** This man 
1s the great power of God.” And they paid re- 
gard to him, becauſe he had for a long time aſto- 
niſhed them with his enchantments. But 
when they gave credit to Philip, preaching ths 
things concerning the kingdom of God and the 
name of jEsUs CHRIST, they were baptized both 
men and women. And Simon himſelf alſo be- 
lieved; and being baptized, he kept near to Phi- 
lip, beholding with amazement the great and 
powerful miracles, which were wrought. 
Now when the apoſtles, who were at Jeruſa- 
lem, heard that Samaria had received the word 
15 of God, they ſent to them Peter and John; who 
going down, prayed for them, that they might 
receive the Holy Spirit: (for he was not yet fallen 
on any of them; only they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord JEsvs.) Then they laid 
© their hands on them, and they received the 
Holy Spirit. Now when Simon ſaw, that the 
_ Holy Spirit was given by the impoſition of the 
apoſtles hands, he offered them money, ſaying, 
« Give ME alſo this power, that on whomſoever 
I lay hands, he may receive the Holy Spirit.“ 
20 But Peter ſaid to him, Let thy money go with 
thee to deſtruction, ſince thou haſt thought the 
ift of God might be purchaſed with money. 
Thou haſt no part, nor lot in this matter; for 
thine heart is not upright in the ſight of God. 
- Repent therefore of this thy wickedneſs; and beg 
of God, if perhaps the thought of thy heart may 
be forgiven thee: for I perceive, that thou art in 
the ' gall of bitterneſs, and bond of iniquity.” 
And Simon anſwered, and ſaid, Make your 
fupplications to the Lord on my behalf, that none 
of theſe things, which ye have ſpoken, may come 


upon me.“ 
* „ When 
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When therefore they had borne their teſtimo- 25 
ny *, and had ſpoken the word of the Lord, they 
turned back for Jeruſalem; and preached the 
goſpel in many villages of the Samaritans, | 
And an angel of the Lord ſpake to Philip, ſay- 
ing, Ariſe,, and go towards: the ſouth by the 
way that goeth down from Jeruſalem to Gaza, 
which is deſart.” And he aroſe, and took his 
journey : and behold a certain Ethiopian eunuch, 
a grandee of Candace, the queen of the Ethio- 
pians, that was over all her treaſure, who had 
come to worſhip at Jeruſalem, was returning, and; 
ſate in his chariot reading the prophet Iſaiah. 
And the Spirit ſaid to Philip, Approach, and 
join thyſelf. to this chariot.” And Philip running 30 
up, heard him read in the prophet Iſaiah, — 
ſaid, ** Doſt thou underſtand thoſe things, which 
thou art reading?“ And he ſaid, © How can I, 
unleſs ſome, one ſhould guide me?” And he re- 
queſted Philip, that he would come up, and fit. 
with him. Now the period of ſcripture, which 
he was reading was this; He was brought to 
the ſlaughter, as a ſheep,, and as a lamb before 
« its ſhearers is' dumb, ſo he opened not his 
«« mouth. In his humiliation his judgment was 
„taken away; and who ſhall declare his gene- 
« ration? for his life is cut off from the earth +,” 
And the eunuch anſwering Philip, ſaid, I be- 
ſeech thee, of whom — the prophet ſay this? 
of himſelf, or ſome other perſon?” Then Philip 35 
opened his mouth, and beginning from this ſcrip- 
tuce, preached to him jEsus. And, as they 
went along the way, they came to a certain wa- 
ter, and the eunuch ſaid, Behold here is 
water; what ſhould hinder my being baptized?“ 
And Philip ſaid, „If thou believeſt with all thy 
ach | heart, 
Sc. to the truth of the goſpel, f i, e. his humble. 


ſtation expoſed him to, injuſtice : and Who can deſcribe the 
wickednels of the age in which heappearcd, Iſa. lili, 2, 8. 
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heart, it may lawfully be done.” And he an- 

ſwering, ſaid, I believe that jesus cyrisT is 
the ſon of God.” And he ordered the chariot to 
ſtop, and they both went down to“ the water, 
both Philip and the eunuch; and he baptized. 
him. And-when they were come up out of the 
water, 'the Spirit of the Lord ſnatched away Phi- 
lip, and the eunuch ſaw him no more: for he 

40 went on his way rejoicing. But Philip was found 
at Azotus ; and going on from thence, he 
preached the goſpel in all the cities, till ho came 
to Ceſarea. | x 


„ Bur Saul ſtill breathing out threatenings and 
laughter againſt the diſciples of the Lord, came 
to the 9 and petitioned for letters from 
him to the ſynagogues at Damaſcus, that if he 
found any 2 that way t, whether they were men, 
or women, he might bring them bound to Jeru- 
falem. And as he was proceeding on his jour- 
ney, and was come near to — on a ſud- 
den a light from heaven ſhone around him, and 
he fell to the ground, and heard a voice ſaying. 
unto him, Saul, Saul, why doſt thou perſecute 
5 me?” And he ſaid, Who art thou, Lord?” 
And the Lord ſaid, I am jezvus f, whom thou 
perſecuteſt. It is hard for thee to kick againſt 
the goads.” And trembling, and amazed, he 
ſaid, ** Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?“ 
And the Lord ſaid unto him, „ Ariſe, and go 
into the city, and it ſhall be told thee what 
thou muſt do 6.“ And the men, who traveled 
with him, ſtood aſtoniſhed, hearing indeed the 
voice 4, but ſeeing no one, Then Saul aroſe

ſaw no man: but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him to Damaſcus. And he was three 
days without ſight, and neither eat, nor drank, 
Now there was a certain diſciple at Damaſcus, 10: 
whoſe name was Ananias, and the Lord ſaid to 
him in a viſion, © Ananias.” And he ſaid, 
„% Behold I am here, Lord.” And the Lord 
( ſaid ' to him, Ariſe, and go to that which is 
called the Straight Street, and enquire in the 
houſe of Judas, . a man of Tarſus, whoſe name 
is Saul; for behold he 1s praying ; and he hath 
ſeen in a viſion, a man whoſe name is Ananias 
coming in, and laying ©his * hand upon him, 
that he might recover his ſight.” And Ananias 
anſwered, ** Lord, I have heard by many con- 
cerning this man, how much evil he hath done 
to thy ſaints at Jeruſalem ; and here he hath au- 
thority from the citief-priefts to bind all that in- 
voke thy name.” But the Lord ſaid unto him, 15 
Go thy way; for this man is to me a choſen 
veſſel, to Arg my name before nations, and kings, 
and the children of Iſrael: for I will ſhew him 
how many things he muſt ſuffer for my name.“ 
Then went Ananias, and entered into the 
houſe ; and laying his hands upon him, he ſaid, 
„Brother Saul, the Lord, even * jesvs, who 
appeared to thee on the way, as thou cameſt, hath 
ſent me, that thou mighteſt receive thy fight, and 
be filled with the Holy Spirit.” And 1mmedi- 
ately there fell from his eyes ſomething * like 
ſcales ; and he preſently recovered his ſight, and 
aroſe, and was baptized ;.-and having received 
food, he was ſtrengthened. And Saul was for 
ſeveral days with the diſciples at Damaſcus. And 20 
immediately he preached Chriſt in the ſyna- 
ogues, that he is the ſon of God. And all that 
eard him were aſtoniſhed, and ſaid, „Is not 
this he, who in jeraſalem ſpread deſolation 
C among 
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among them, who called on this name; and 
came hither to this end, that he might carry them 
bound to the chief prieſts?” But Saul was ſtrength- 
ened ſo much the more; and confounded the Jews, 
that dwelt at Damaſcus, evincing that this is the 
Meſhah *. And when many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews conſpired to kill him: but their deſign 
was made known to Saul ; and they watched the 
25 gates day and * to murder him. But the diſ- 
ciples took him by night, and let him * down 
by the wall in a baſket, And when Saul was 
come to Jeruſalem, he attempted to aſlociate with 
the diſciples; but they all feared him, not be- 
lieving that he was a diſciple. But Barnabas 
taking him, brought © him to the apoſtles, and 
related to them, how he had ſeen the Lord in the 
way, and that he had ſpoken to him, and how 
Hchad preached boldly at Damaſcus in the name 
<:JESUS. And he was with them coming in, 
and going out at Jeruſalem, and preaching boldly 
in the name of the Lord jzsus. And he ſpake, 
and diſputed with the Helleniſts, but they at- 
zotempted to kill him; and the brethren being in- 
formed of it,” conducted him to Caeſarea, and 
ſent him away to Tarſus. Then the churches 
thro? all Judea, and Gahlee, and Samaria, be- 
Ing edified, had reſt ; and walking in the fear of 
the Lord, and in the conſolation of the Holy 
Spirit, were multiplied. | 


Now it came to paſs, that Peter making a pro- 

{s thro? all © parts 4,” came alſo to the ſaints 
dwelt at Lydda. And he found there a cer- 

tain man, whoſe name was Aeneas, who had a 
alſy, and had kept his bed eight years.

And there was at Joppa a certain female diſci- 
ple, named Tabitha, who by interprgtation is 
called Dorcas, * and ? ſhe was full of good works, 
and alms-deeds, which ſhe did. And it came to 
paſs in thoſe days, that ſhe was ſick, and died, 
And when they had waſhed her, they laid her in 
an upper chamber. And as Lydda was near Jop- 
pa, the diſciples hearing that Peter was there, 
ſent two men to him, intreating him that he 
would not delay to come to them. And Peter 
aroſe, and went with them. And when he was 
come, they brought him into the upper chamber 
and all the widows ſtood by him weeping, and 
ſhewing the coats, and mantles, which Dorcas 
made, while ſhe was with them. And Peter put- 40 
ting them all out, kneeled down and prayed ; 
an turning to the body, he ſaid, ©* Tabitha, 
ariſe.” And ſhe opened her eyes, and ſeeing Pe- 
ter, ſat up. And giving her his hand, he raiſed 
her up; and having called the ſaints and widows, 
he preſented her alive. And this was known 
throughout all Joppa; and many believed in ths 
Lord. And he continued many days at Joppa, 
in the houſe of one Simon a tanner. | 


Now there was a certain man in Caeſarea, named + ., , 


Cornelius, a centurion, of that, which is“ 
called the Italian band +, a man of piety, and 
one that feared God, with all his houſe ; giving 
alſo much alms to the people, and praying ta 
God continually. He evidently ſaw in a viſion 
about the ninth hour g of the day, an angel of 
God coming in to him, and ſaying to bim, 
Cornelius.“ And having fixed his eyes upon

lodgetn with one Simon a tanner, whoſe houſe is 
by the ſea fide: he ſhall tell thee what thou muſt 
do.” As ſoon then as the angel, who ſpake to 
Cornelius, was gone, he called two of his domeſ- 
tics, and a pious ſoldier of them that waited 
upon him; and having related to them all © theſe? 
things, he ſent them to Joppa. On the next day, 
while they were on their journey, and drew near 
the city, Peter went up to the top of the houſe 
ic to pray about the fixth hour *. And he was very 
hungry, and would have taken a little refreſh- 
ment; but while they were preparing, he fell 
into an extaſy ; and he ſaw heaven opened, and 
ſomething deſcending to him, like a great ſheer, 
faſtened at the four corners, and let down to the 
earth: in which there were all © forts of * things, 
even four-footed animals of the earth, and wild 
deaſts, and reptiles 4, and fowls of the air. And 
there came a voice to him, Riſe, Peter, kill, 
and eat. But Peter ſaid, By no means, Lord, 
for I have never eaten any thing, which is com- 
15 mon, or unclean.” And the voice faid * to 
him again the ſecond time, Thoſe things, 
which God hath cleanſed, do not thou call com- 
mon“ And this was done three times, and the 
Meet {| was taken up into heaven again. | 
While Peter was doubting in himſelf what the 
Wiſion which he had ſeen might import, behold 
the men, who were ſent from Cornelius, having 
enquired out the houſe of Simon, ftood at the 
door ; and calling, they aſked, if Simon, whoſe 
Firname was Peter, lodged there. Now, as Pe-

men who were ſent to him from Cornelius; and 
faid, “ Behold, I am the man whom you enquire 
for: what is the cauſe for which you are come 
hither ?” And they ſaid, ©* Cornelius the centu- 
rion, a righteous man, who feareth God, and 
hath a character atteſted by all the Jewaſh people, 
hath been'divinely inſtructed by an holy angel to 
fend for thee to his houſe, and to hear words from 
thee.” Having therefore called them in, he en- 
fertained * them,” and the next day Peter ſet out 
with them: and ſome of the brethren, who were 
of Joppa, went with him. And the next day 
they entered into Caeſarea; and Cornelius was 
waiting for them, having called together his re- 
lations and intimate friends. 


And, as Peter was entering, Cornelius met 29 


him, and falling down at his feet, worſhipped 
him“. But Peter raiſed him up, ſaying, ** Ariſe, 
F alfo myſelf am a man.“ And diſcourſing with 
him, he went in, and found many gathered to- 
gether. And he ſaid to them, You know 
that it is unlawful for a wan, that is a Jew, to 
join with, or to come into the houſe of one of 
another nation: nevertheleſs God hath ſhewn 
me, that I am to cal! no man common, or un- 
clean, Wherefore when I was ſent for I came 
without debate: I aſk therefore on what account 


you have ſent for me?” And Cornelius ſaid, 30 


* Four days ago I was faſting till this hour, and 
at the ninth hour I prayed in my houſe, and be- 
hold a man ſtood before me in bright raiment, 
and ſaid, ©* Cornelius, thy prayer is heard, and 
thine alms are remembered before God : ſend

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. therefore to Joppa, and call hither Simon, whoſe 
ame is Peter; he lodgeth in the houſe of © one? 
Simon a tanner, by the fea fide; who when he 
is come, ſhall ſpeak unto thee.” Immediately 
therefore I ſent to thee, and thou haſt done well 
in coming. Now therefore we are all here pre- 
ſent before God, to hear all things which God 
hath given thee in charge.” 
Then Peter opening his mouth, ſaid, ** Of a 
truth I perceive, that God is no reſpecter of per- 
35 ſons; but in every nation, he that feareth him, 
and worketh righteouſneſs, is acceptable to him. 
This is' that meſſage, which he ſent to the 
children of Iſrael, proclaiming the glad tidings 
of peace by jzsvs CHRIST, who is Lord of all. 
You know the report, there was thro? all Judea, 
which began from Galilee, after the baptiſm 
which John preached, * concerning * jesvs of 
Nazareth ; how God anointed him with the Holy 
Spirit, and with power; who went about doing 
, and healing all, who were oppreſſed by 
the devil; for God was with him. And we are 
_ witneſſes of all things, which he did, both in the 
region of the Jews, and in Jeruſalem : whom they 
40 flew, hanging him upon a tree. This very per- 
fon hath God raiſed up on the third day, and hath 
given him to become manifeſt, not to all the peo- 
ple, but to witneſſes before appointed by God, 
* even to us, who have eaten and drunk with 
him after he roſe from the dead. And he hath 
given in charge to us to proclaim to the people, 
and to teſhfy, that it is he who is appointed by 
God to be ” the judge of the living, and the 
dead. To him bear all the prophets witneſs, that 
every one, who believeth on him, ſhall receive 
the forgiveneſs of fins by his name,” While 
Peter was yet ſpeaking 2.8 words, the Holy 
Spirit fell apon all that were hearing che * : 
| an

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and they of the circumciſion, who believed, as 45 
many as came with Peter, were aſtoniſhed, that 
the gift of the Holy Spirit was poured out upon 
the Gentiles alſo : for they heard them ſpeaking 
in * diverſe * languages, and glorifying God. 
Then Peter anſwered, ** Can any one forbid 
water, that theſe perſons ſhould not be baptized, 
who have received the Holy Spirit, as well as 
we?” And he ordered them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord. And they intreated him to 
continue with them ſeveral days. 


Now the apoſtles, and brethren, who were in · 
Judea, heard that the Gentiles alfo had received 
the word of God. And when Peter was come up 
to Jeruſalem, they, who were of the circumcifion, 
contended * with him, ſaying; * Thou didft go 
in to men, who were uncircumciſed, and didft 
eat * with them.” And Peter beginning, opened 
to them the matter in order, ſaying, * I wasg 

raying in the city of Joppa, and, 1n a trance, 
ſaw a viſion, ſomething like a great ſheer de- 
ſcending from heaven, let down by the four cor- 
ners, and it came cloſe to me: and looking at- 
tentively upon it, I obſerved and ſaw four-footed 
creatures of the earth, and wild beaſts, and rep- 
tiles, and fowls of the air: and I heard a yoice 
ſaying to me, Ariſe, Peter, kill, and eat:“ 
But I ſaid, By no means, Lord, for nothing 
common, or unclean, hath ever entered into my 
mouth.” And the voice anſwered me the ſecond 
time from heaven, Thoſe things, which God 
hath cleanſed, do not thou call common.” And1o 
this was done three times. And all the things 
were drawn up again into heaven. And behold 
at that inſtant three men were come to the houſe, - 
in which I was, ſent from Caeſarea to me. And 
the Spirit commanded me to go with them with- 
| ; C2 out 
* Or, expoſtulated. 
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out any ſcruple ; and theſe ſix brethren alſo went 
along with me. And we entered into the man's 
houſe : and he told us, how he had ſeen an angel 
ſtanding in his houſe, and ſaying to him, Send 
men to Joppa, and fetch hither Simon, whoſe ſir- 
name is Peter; who ſhall ſpeak words to thee, by 
which thou and all thy family ſhall be faved.”” 
And as J began to ſpeak, the Holy Spirit fell 
upon them, even as upon us at the beginning, 
And I remembercd the word of the Lord, how 
he ſaid, John indeed baptized with water, but 
vou ſhall be baptized with the Holy Spirit “.“ 
Since therefore God gave to them the ſame gift, 
as © he did? to us who had believed on the Lord 
JESUS CHRIST, What was I, that I ſhould be able 
to prohibit God?“ And when they heard theſe 
things, they acquieſced, and glonfed God, ſay- 
ing, God hath then given to the Gentiles alſo

Now therefore they, who were diſperſed by 
the diſtreſs which aroſe about Stephen, travelled 
as far as Phoenicia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 

ing the word to none but the Jews only, 


20 But ſome of them were men of Cyprus, and Cy- 


rene, who having entered into Antioch, ſpake to 
the Greeks, preaching the Lord jzsus, And 
the hand of the Lord was wath them, and a great 
number believed, and turned unto the Lord, 
And the report concerning them came to the ears 


of the church that was at Jeruſalem; and they 


ſent forth Barnabas 'to go as far as Antioch, 
Who when he was come, and beheld the grace 
of God, rejoiced, and exhorted them all to ad- 
here to the Lord with full determinatien of heart.; 
for he was a good man, and full of the Holy Spi- 


Tit, and of faith: and a conſiderable number were

added unto the Lord. Then Barnabas went to 
Tar ſus, 


* Acts * So ; + Or, forbid, 
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Tarſus to ſeek Saul; and finding him, he brought 
him to Antioch. And it came to paſs that they 
aſſembled in the church for a whole year, and 
taught conſiderable numbers; and the diſciples 
were by divine appointment firſt named cxRrIsT- 
I1aNs at Antioch. And in theſe days prophets 
came from Jeruſalem to Antioch. And one of 
them, whoſe name was Agabus, ſtood up, and 
ſignified by the Spirit, that there ſhould ſhortly 


be a gront famine over all the land: which came 


to paſs in the days of Claudius Caeſar. And the 
diſciples determined, that according to the re- 
ſpective abilities of each, they ſhould ſend to the 
aſſiſtance of the brethren, who dwelt in-Judea. 


And this they did, ſending © it ? to the elders by 30 | 


the hands of Barnabas and Saul. 


Now about that time Herod the king laid hands . _ , 


on ſome of the church, to afflit them. And he 
ſlew James the brother of John with the ſword. 
And as he ſaw that this * was acceptable to the 

ews, he went on to ſeize Peter alſo: and it was 
in the days of unleavened bread. And having 
ſcized him, he put him in priſon, delivering him 
to the cuſtody of four quaternions of ſoldiers , 
intending after the paſſover to bring him out to 


the people. In the mean time, therefore, Peter 8 


was kept in the priſon; but earneſt and continued 
prayer was made to God on his account by the 
church. | 

And when Herod was ready to have brought 
him out +, even that very night, Peter was 
ſleeping between two ſoldiers, bound with. two 


chains; and the guards before the door were 


keeping the priſon, And behold an angel of the 


Lord preſented himſelf, and a light ſhone in the 


houſe ; and giving Peter a blow on the fide, he

® Sixtcen ſoldiers, who were to guard him by turns, ſour-

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awoke him, ſaying, © Ariſe quickly :” and his 
Chains fell off from his hands. And the angel 
ſaid to him, Gird thyſelf, and bind on thy 
ſandals,” and he did fo. And he ſaith to him, 
1% Throw thy mantle round thee, and follow 
me.“ And going out, he followed him, and he 
did not know that what was done by the angel 
was true and real,“ but ſuppoſed that he had 


To ſeen a viſion. And paſling thro? the firſt and ſe- 


cond watch, they came to the jron gate, that 
leads into the city ; which opened to them of its 
own accord. And going out, they went thro? one 
ſtreet, and immediately the angel departed from 
him. And Peter being come to himſelf, ſaid, 


„ Now I know truly that the Lord hath ſent his 


angel, and hath delivered me from the hand of 
Herod, and from all the expeQatians of the Jewiſh 
people.“ And recolle&ing, he came to the houſe 
of Mary, the mother of John, who was ſirnamed 
Mark; where many were gathered together, 
praying. 

And as Peter knocked at the door of the outer 
gate, a maiden, whoſe name was Roſe *, went 
to enquire, who was there. And knowing Pe- 
ter's voice, tranſported with joy, ſhe did not open 
the gate, but running in, told * them ? that Pe- 


I; ter was ſtanding at the gate. And they faid to 


her, Thou art diftrated?® but ſhe confidently 
affirmed that it was ſo. Then they ſaid, ** It is 
his angel f. But Peter continued knocking ; and 


When they had opened the door, they ſaw him, 


and were aſtoniſhed. And he beckoned to them 
with his hand to be filent, and related to them 
how the Lord had conducted him out of priſon. 
And he ſaid, Inform James and the brethren 
of theſe things :” and departing, he went to ano- 
ther place. And as ſoon as it was day, there 
was no ſmall tumult among the ſoldiers, what

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wg become of Peter. And Herod ſearching for 
him, and not finding him, examined the keepers, 
and ordered them to be led away to execution. And 
paſſing from Judea to Caeſarea he abode * there.“ 
And Herod was highly incenſed againſt the Ty- 20 
rians and Sidonians; but they unanimouſly came 
before him; and gaining Blaſtus the oh 
chamberlain to their intereſt, they begged for 
peace, becauſe their country was nouriſhed by 
that of the king. 
And upon aq day, Herod, being arayed in 
a royal habit and ſeated upon the throne, made 
an oration to them. And the people cried out, 
It is the voice of a god, and not of a man.” 
But immediately an angel of the Lord ſmote him, 
becauſe he gave not God the glory: and being 
eaten with worms, he expired. And the word of 
God grew, and was multiplied. AnD Barna- 25 
bas and Saul having fulklled their miniſtry, re- 
turned from Jeruſalem, bringing along with them 
John, whoſe ſirname was Mark. : 


Now there were in the church that was at An- © _ 


tioch, certain prophets and teachers ; particularly 
Barnabas, = Simeon, who was called Niger, 
and Lucius the Cyrenean, and Manaen who 
was educated with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 
And as they were miniſtering to the Lord, and 
faſting, the Holy Spirit ſaid, Separate to me 
Barnabas and Sam for the work to which I have 
called them.” And having faſted and prayed, 
and laid their hands upon them, they diſmiſſed 
them. They therefore being ſent out by the 
Holy Spirit, eparted to Seleucia, and from thence 
they ſailed to Cyprus, and being arrived at Sa- 5 
lamis, they preached the word of God in the ſy- 
nagogue of the Jews; and they had alſo John for 
their attendant. And having traverſed the iſland, 
as far as Paphos, ne found à certain Jew, -a 

. 6 | magician 
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magician and falſe prophet, whoſe name was 
Bar-jeſus, that was with the proconſul Sergius 
Paulus, a prudent man ; who calling for Barna- 
bas and Saul, deſired to hear the word of God. 
But Elymas, the magician (for that was his name 
when tranſlated) withſtood them, endeavouring 
to turn away the proconſul from the faith. 'Then 
Saul (who is alfo © called * Paul) being filled with 
the Holy Spirit, and looking ſtedfaitly upon him, 


to ſaid, O thou, who art full of all deceit and 


of all wickedneſs, thou ſon of the devil, thou 
cnemy of all righteouſneſs! wilt thou not ceaſe 
to pervert the right ways of the Lord ? and be- 
hold now the hand of the Lord 1s upon thee, and 
thou ſhalt be blind and not ſee the ſun for a 


time.“ And immediately a miſt and darkneſs 


fell upon him; and going about, he ſought ſome 
to lead him by the hand. Then the proconſul, 
ſeeing what was done, believed, being ſtruck 
with the doctrine of the Lord. | 
And looſing from Paphos, they who were with 
Paul; came to Perga in Pamphylia, but John * 
withdrew himſelf from them, and returned to je- 
ruſalem. Nevertheleſs they going on from Perga, 
came to Antioch in Pifidia, and entering into the 
ſynagogue on the ſabbath-day, they fat down. 


* 15 And after the reading of the law and the pro- 


phets, the rulers of the ſynagogue ſent to them, 
ſaying, Men, * and * brethren, if you have 
any word of exhortation to the people, ſpeak it.“ 
Then Paul ftood up, and waving his hand, ſaid, 
«« Ye men of Iſrael, and ye that fear God, heark- 
en! The God of this people of Iſrael choſe our 
fathers, and raiſed + the people while ſojournin 

in the land of Egypt, and led them out'of it wit 

an uplifted arm. And for the ſpace of about forty 


_ years he endured their behaviour in the wilder- 


neſs, 
E Sirnamed Mark, + From their proſtrate con- 


<ition, 
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neſs. And having caſt out ſeven nations in the- 
land of Canaan, he diſtributed their country to- 
them for an inheritance, And after theſe tran.- 20 
actions, which laſted about four hundred and fifty 
years, he gave them judges, till Samuel the 
rophet. And from that time they deſired # 
ing: and God gave them Saul the ſon of Kiſh, 
a man of the tribe of Benjamin, for the term of 
| forty years. And having removed him, he raiſed 
up to them David for d blew - to whom alſo he: 
gave teſtimony, and ſaid, ** I have found David, 
the ſon of Jefſe, a man according to mine own - 
heart, who ſhall do all my will“.“ Of this 
man's ſeed, according to the promiſe, God hath 
raiſed up unto Iſrael ISS the Saviour; John 
having, to introduce his appearance, before 
preached the baptiſm of repentance unto all the 
people of Iſrael. And when John was fulfilling his 25 
courſe, he ſaid, Whom do you imagine me to 
++ be? I am not © he; ' but behold there cometh 
one after me, the ſhoes of whoſe feet I am not 
_ «. worthy to unlooſe.” Men and”? brethren, chil- 
dren of the family of Abraham, and thoſe among. 
you that fear God, unto vou. is the word of: this 
ſalvation fent : For the inhabitants of Ferufalem; 
and their rulers +, not knowing him, nor the 
ſayings of the prophets, which are read every 
ſabbath-day, have fulfilled them in condemn- 
ing him.

periſh ſuddenly, & Ifa, xxix, 14. 
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And on the following ſabbath almoſt the whole 
city was gathered together to hear the word of 
God. But the Jews ſeeing the multitudes, were 45 
filled with zeal, and oppoſed the things which 
were ſpoken by Paul, contradicting and blaſ- 
pheming. Then Paul and Barnabas, with great 
freedom of ſpeech, ſaid, It was neceſſary that 
the word of God ſhould firſt be ſpoken to you; 
but fince you thruſt it away from you, and ad- 

judge yourſelves unworthy of eternal life, behold 
we turn to the Gentiles. For ſo the Lord hath 
charged us, ſaying,” 1 have ſet thee for a 
„light of the Gentiles, that thou ſhouldeſt be 
« for ſalvation to the ends of the carth *.” And 
the Gentiles hearing theſe things,“ rejoiced, 
and glorified the word of the Lord: and as many 
as were determined for eternal life believed +. 
And the word of the Lord was borne on x through- 
out all that region. But the Jews ſtirred up 550 
© ſome * devout women of conſiderable rank, and © 
the magiſtrates of the city, and raiſed a perſecu- 
tion againſt Paul and Barnabas, and drove them 
out of their territories. But they ſhook off the 
duſt of their feet againſt them, and came to Tco- 
nium. But the diſciples || were filled with joy 

and with the Holy Spirit. ” 


And it came to paſs at Iconium, that they went 
both together into the ſynagogue of the Jews, and 
ſpake in ſuch a manner, that a great multitude 
both of the Jews and of the Greeks believed: 
(but the unbelieving Jews ſtirred up the minds 
of the Gentiles $, and filled them with malignity 
againſt the brethren :) for a conſiderable time 
— they continued ſpeaking freely in the 

| cauſe ?

Who were left at 
Antioch, & The heathen inhabitants, 
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cauſe of the Lord, who bare witneſs to the word 
of his grace, and gave ſigns and wonders-to be 
done by their hands. But the multitude of the 
city was divided; and ſome were with the Jews, 
c and others with the apoſtles. But as a violent 
attempt was made both of the Gentiles and of the 
Jews, with their rulers, to injure and to ſtone 
them ; they having received intelligence of it, 
fled to Lyfira, and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, 
and to the adjacent country : and there. they 
preached the goſpel. 1 
And there ſate a certain man at Lyſtra, who 
was diſabled in his feet, being ſo lame from his 
mother's womb, that he never had walked. This 
man heard Paul ſpeaking; who fixing his eyes 
upon him, and ſeeing that he had faith to be 
healed, ſaid with a loud voice, Stand upright 
on thy feet.” And he leaped up, and walked. 
And the multitude ſeeing what Paul had done, 
lifted up their voices, Grin in the Lycaonian 
language, The gods are deſcended to us in 
the likeneſs of men. And Barnabas they called 
Jupiter, and Paul Mercury, becauſe he was the 
leader of the diſcourſe. And the prieſt of Jupi- 
ter, whoſe image was before their city “, 
brought oxen with garlands to the gates +, and 
would, with the multitude, have ofered ſacrifice 
*to them.” But the apoſtles Barnabas and Paul 
hearing of it, rent their mantles, and ran in 
1; among the multitude, crying out, and. ſay- 
ing, Sirs, . why. do ye theſe things? we · alfo 
are men obnoxious to the ſame infirmities with 
yourſelves, and are preaching the goſpel to you, 
that you may turn from theſe vanities to the liv- 
ing God, who made the heaven, and the earth, 
and the ſea, and all things which are in them: 
who in former generations permitted all the na- 
tions 
* As being their tutelar deity. + or doors, of 
the houſe where the apoſtles, were, B. | 
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tions to walk in their own ways: though he did 

not leave himſelf without witneſs, doing good, 
am giving us ſhowers of rain from — 
and fruitful ſeaſons, filling our hearts with food, 
and gladneſs.” And ſaying theſe things, they 
hardly reſtrained the people from ſacrificing to 
them. | : 

But ſome ? Fews came thather from Antioch 
and Iconium, and perſuaded the multitude; and 
having ſtoned Paul, they dragged * him out of 
the city, ſuppoſing him to be 4 
diſciples were gathered about him, he roſe up, 
and entered into the city; and the next day . 
departed with Barnabas to Derbe. And havi 
g to that city, and made a con» 
iderable number of diſciples, they returned to 
Lyſtra, and to Iconium, and Antioch, confirm- 
ing the ſouls of the diſciples, exhorting them to 
continue in the faith, — « teſtifying ? that it 18 
neceſſary we ſhould enter into the kingdom of 
God through many tribulations. And Wy, they 
had conſtituted preſbyters for them in every: 
church, having prayed to God with faſting; they 
committed them to the Lord, in whom they had 
believed. And paſſing through Piſidia, they came 
to Pamphylia. And having ſpoken the word 125; 
Perga, they went down to Attalia. And they 
failed from thence to Antioch ; from whence they 
had been recommended to the grace of God, for 
that work which they had accompliſhed. And 
when they were come thither,. and had gathered 
the church together, they related what God had 
done with them, and how he had opened a door: 
of faith to the Gentiles. And they reſided there 
a conſiderable time with the diſciples, | 


And ſome, who came from Judea, taught-the-i

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God firſt: looked down on the Gentiles to take 


There being therefore a contention, and no ſmall 
debate on the part? of Paul and Barnabas againft 
them, they rcſolved that Paul and Barnabas, and 
ſome others of their number, ſhould go up to the 
ſtles and elders at Jeruialem about this queſ- 
tion. They therefore being brought forward on 
their journey by the church, went through Phoe- 
nicia and Samaria, relating the converſion of the 
Gentiles; and they occaſioned great joy to al} 
the brethren.” And being arrived at Jeruſalem, 
they were received by the church, and by the 
apoſtles, and elders ; and they related what things 
had done with them. But ſome of the ſect 
of the Phariſees that believed, roſe up, and faid, 


it was neceſſary to circumciſe and to 
them to keep the law of Moſes. 


And the apoſtles and elders were gathered to- 
to conſult upon this affair. And after 


much debate, Peter roſe up, and ſaid to them, 


% Men, and ” brethren, you know, that ſome 
conſiderable time ſince God among us choſe that 
the Gentiles by my mouth ſhould hear the word 
of the goſpel, and believe. And God, who 
knoweth the heart, bare witneſs to them, giving 
them the Holy Spirit, even as he did to us: 
and made no diſtinction between us and them, 


10 having purified their hearts by faith. Now there- 


fore why do you tempt God, by impoſing. on the 
neck of the diſciples a yoke, which neither our 


_ fathers, nor we have been able to bear? But we 
believe, that we are ſaved by the grace of the 


Lord jessUus CHRIST, in the ſame manner as 
they.“ And the whole multitude kept filence, 
and attended to Barnabas and Paul, relating what 


ſigns and wonders God had done among the heathen 


by them. Then after they had done ſpeaking, 
James anſwered, ſaying, ©* Men and ” brethren, 
hearken unto me. Simon hath been relating how 


from 
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from among them a people for his name. And 1; 
the words of the prophets harmonize with this; 
as it is written, ©* After this I will return, and 
„will build up the tabernacle of David, which 
is fallen down; yea, I will rebuild its ruins, 
« and ſet it upright again: that the remainder 
of men may ſeek the Lord, even all the hea- 
then upon whom my name is called, faith the 
„Lord who doth-all theſe things “.“ Now 
all his works are from eternity known unto God. 
Wherefore I determine + not to diſquiet thoſe, 
who from among the Gentiles are converted to 
God: but to write to them, that they abſtain 20 
from the pollutions of idols, and fornication, 
and from * that which is ſtrangled, and from? 
blood. For Moſes hath from ancient generations 
thoſe, who preach him in every city, being read: 
in the ſynagogues every ſabbath-duy.” 
Now then 1t ſeemed good to the apoſtles and 
elders, and all the church, to ſend to Antioch 
with Paul and Barnabas choſen men from amon 
themſelves, namely Judas ſirnamed Barſabas, 324 
Silas, men of principal account among the bre- 
thren ; writing by choir hand theſe things: 


« Tae apoftles, and elders, and brethren ſend . 
„ greeting to the brethren from among the Gen- 
„tiles in Antioch, and Syria, and Cilicia. 

* FoRASMUCH as we have been informed, that 
** ſome going out from among us, to whom we 
6 gave no commiſſion, have troubled you with 
% diſcourſes, unſettling your minds, ſaying, 
% that © you muſt * be circumciſed, and keep the 
% law:: we, being unanimouſly aſſembled, have 2g 
* thought proper to ſend you choſen men with 
© our beloved Barnabas and Paul; men that have 
© expoſed their lives for. the name of our Lord 
« JESUS CHRIST, We have therefore ſent pre

the brethren. And having made ſome ſtay, they 
were diſmiſſed with peace from the brethren to 
the apoſtles. | But Silas thought proper to con: 


35 tinue there. Paul alſo and Barnabas continued

| commended to the grace of God by the brethren. 


at Antioch, teaching, and preaching the good 
word of the Lord; with many others alſo. _ 


And after ſome days Paul ſaid to Barnabas, 
Let us return and viſit our brethren in all the 
cities, to which we have preached the word of 
the Lord, that we may enquire how they do.” 

And Barnabas adviſed to take along with them 
John firnamed Mark. But Paul- did not think 
proper to take with them that n, who had 
withdrawn himſelf from them from Pamphylia, 
and went not with them to the work. There was 
therefore a ſharp fit of anger, ſo that they ſepa- 
rated from each other; and Barnabas, takin f 


Paul made choice of Silas, and departed; being

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And he went through Syria, and Cilicia, con- 


firming the church. And he came to Derbe, 4. 


and Lyſtra: and, behold, a certain diſciple was 
there, whoſe name. was 'Timothy, the ſon of a 
believing Jeweſs, but of a-Grecian father ; who 
had an honourable character given by the bre- 
thren in Lyſtra and Iconium. Him Paul would 
have to go forth with him; and took, and cir- 
cumciſed him, on account of the Jews who were 
in thoſe places: for they all knew his father, that 
he was a Greek. And as they paſſed through the 
Cities, they delivered to their cuſtody the decrees, 
which were determined by the 2 and elders, 
that were at Jeruſalem. The churches therefore 5 
were confirmed in the faith, and encreaſed in 
number daily. 5 
And they went through e ion 
of Galatia, and * being forbidden by the Holy 
Spirit to preach the word in Aſia “, when they 
were come to Myſia, they attempted to go to 
Bithynia; but the Spirit [of qs us +] did not 
permit them. And paſſing by Myſia, they went 
down to Troas. And a viſion appeared to Paul 
in the night: There ſtood a certain Macedonian, 
intreating him, and ſaying, ** Come over.to.Ma- 
cedonia, and help us.” 1 
ſeen this viſion, we I immediately endeavoured 
to go to Macedonia, aſſuredly inferring, that the 
Lord called us to preach the goſpel to them. 
Setting ſail therefore from Troas, we ran directly 
to Samothracia, and the next day to Neapolis ||, 
and © came from thence to Philippi, which is a 
city of the firſt part of Macedonia, and a co-

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lony * : and we continued in this city for. ſome 


s. | 
And on the ſabbath-day we went out of the 
city to the fide of the river, where, according to 
* the Jewiſh cuſtom,* there was an oratory +; 
and fitting down, we ſpoke to the women that 
were aſſembled there. And a certain woman, 
named Lydia, a ſeller of purple, of the city of 
Thyatira, a worſhipper of God, heard * the dif- 
courſe :* whoſe heart the Lord opened to attend 
15 to the things, which were ſpoken by Paul. And 
when ſhe was baptized with her family, ſhe in- 
treated us, ſaying, ** If you have judged me to 
be faithful to the Lord, enter into my houſe, and 
continue © there.” And ſhe compelled us. Now 
it came to paſs, that as we were going to the ora- 
tory, we were met by a certain girl that had a 
Pythonic ſpirit t, who brought her owners much 
gain by her propheſying: the ſame following 
after Paul, and us, cried out, Theſe men are 
the ſervants of the moſt high God, who declare 
unto you the way of ſalvation.” And this ſhe 
did for ſeveral days. But Paul being prieved, 
turned and ſaid to the ſpirit, ©* I charge thee in 
the name of jesus cnrisT, to go out of her.” 
And it went out that very hour. But when her 
owners ſaw that the hope of their gain was gone, 
laying hold of Paul and Silas, they dragged them 
20 to the market-place to the magiſtrates ; and havin 
brought them to the officers, they ſaid, ** Theſe 
“ men, being Jews, diſturb our city © in an un- 
ſufferable manner,* and teach cuſtoms, which it 
1s not lawful for us, as we are Romans, to re- 
ceive, and obſerve.” And the populace roſe up 
que againſt them; and the officers tearing 
their garments, commanded them to be beaten 
wich rods. And when they had laid many ſtripes 
: % + 4 | upon | 
Of Romans. 1 or, place of public prayers 
t Or, ſpirit of divination, She was alſo a flare, 
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upon them, they caſt them into priſon, charging 
the jailor to keep them ſafely. Who having re- 
ceived ſuch a ſtrict charge, threw them into the in- 
ner priſon, and ſecured their feet faſt in the ſtocks. 
But at midnight Paul and Silas having prayed, 25 
ſung an hymn to God: and the priſoners heard 
them. And on a ſudden there was a great earth- 
quake, ſo that the foundations of the priſon 
were ſhaken: and immediately all the doors were 
opened, and the bonds of all © the priſoners * 
were looſed. And the jailor awaking out of 
his ſleep, and ſeeing the doors of the priſon 
opened, drew his ſword, and was going to kill 
himſelf, ſuppoſing that the priſoners were fled. 
But Paul cried out with a loud voice, ſaying, 
«© Do thyſelf no harm, for we are all here.“ And 
he called for lights, and ſprung in; and being in 

a tremor, fell down before Paul and Silas; and 30 
bringing them out, he ſaid, O firs, what muſt” 

I do that I may be ſaved?” And they ſaid, Be- 
lieve in the Lord zesus cnrisT, and thou ſhalt 
be faved, and thine houſe. And they ſpake to 
him, and to all that were in his houſe, the word 
of the Lord. And taking them that very hour 
of the night, he waſhed their ſtripes; and was 
immediately baptized, himſelf and all his. And 
having brought them into his houſe, he ſpread 
the table before them ; and believing in God 
with all his houſe, he was tranſported with joy. 

And when it was day, the magiſtrates ſent the 35 
beadles *, ſaying, © Diſmiſs thoſe men.” And 
the keeper of the priſon told theſe things to Paul, 
„The magiſtrates have ſent that you may be diſ- 
miſſed ; now therefore go out and purſue your 
journey in peace.” But Paul ſaid to them, 

* They have beaten us, who are Romans, pub. . _ 
licly © and uncondemned, and have caſt us into 

— 2 and do they now thruſt us out * 

* 


- 


9 Or, litors, 
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By no means: but let them come themſelves and 
conduct us out.“ And the beadles reported theſe 
words to the magiſtrates. And when they heard 
that they were Romans, they were afraid: and 
they came, and comforted them, and conducting 
them out, requeſted that they would depart from 

40 the city. And coming out of the priſon, they 
entered into the houſe of Lydia: and when 
they had ſeen the brethren, they comforted them, 
— departed. 


* And taking their journey through Amphipolis 
" and Apollonia, they came to Theſſalonica, where 
there was a ſynagogue of the Jews. And accord- 
ing to Paul's cuſtom, he entered in among them, 
and diſcourſed to them for three ſabbaths, from 
the ſcriptures ; opening them, ' and evidently 
ſhewing, that the Meſſiah ought to ſuffer, and 
to riſe from the dead; and that This is the 
Meſſiah, even IBs us, whom I declare unto you.“ 
And ſome of them believed, and adhered to Paul 
and Silas; and a conſiderable number of the de- 
vout Greeks, and not a few of the principal wo- 
8 men. But the unbelieving Jews, filled with zeal, 
gathered together ſome mean and profligate fel- 
— and making a mob, threw the city into a 
cumult; and aſſaulting the houſe of Jaſon, en- 
deayoured to bring them out to the people. But 
not finding them, they dragged Jaſon, and ſome 

of the brethren to the rulers of the city, cryin 

out, Theſe men, that have turned the worl 
upſide down, are come hither alſo: and Jaſon 
has privately received them. And all theſe men 
Act contrary to the decrees of Cæſar, ſaying, 
that there is another king, one zzsus.” And 
they alarmed the multitude, and the magiſtrates 
af the city, when they heard theſe things. And 
having taken ſecurity of Jaſon; and the reſt, they 

if | diſmiſſed 

*- Or, opening and evincing from the ſcriptures, ' 
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diſmiſſed them. But the brethren immediately 10 
ſent away Paul and Silas by night to Berea: and 
- when they came thither they went into the ſy- 
nagogue of 2322 And theſe were of a more 
nerous diſpofition than thoſe of Theſſalonica: 
For they received the word with all readineſs of 
mind, daily examining the ſcriptures whether 
thoſe things were ſo. Many of them therefore 
believed; and of the Grecian women of con- 
ſiderable rank, and of the men not a few. But 
as * ſoon as ſome of the Jews of Theſlalonica 
underſtood that the word of God was preached 
by Paul at Berea, they came thither alſo; raifing 
* a ſtorm among the populace. And then im- 
mediately the brethren ſent away Paul, as if he 
were to go by ſea. But Silas and Timothy con- 
tinued there. And they that conducted Paul, 15 
brought him as far as Athens: and having re- 
ceived an order from him to Silas and Timo- 
thy, that they ſhould come to him as ſoon as 
might be, they went away. 
w while Paul was waiting for them at A- 
thens, his ſpirit within him was ſtrongly moved 
when he beheld the city enſlaved to 1 
He therefore diſcourſed in the ſynagogue to the 
Jews, and to the pious perſons © that 8 
with them: and every day in the market- 
to thoſe whom he met with. But ſome of the 
Epicurean and Stoic philoſophers oppoſed them- 
ſelves to him : and ſome fail, ce at will this 
retailer of ſcraps ſay? And others, He ſeems 
to be a proclaimer of foreign deities : ** becauſe 
he preached to them sus and the RESURREC- . 
rio. And they took him, and conducted him 
to the Areopagus *, ſaying, © May we know 
what this new doQrine is, which is ſpoken by 
thee? For thou bringeſt ſome ſtrange things to 20 
our ears: we would therefore know what theſe 
ö D | things 


„ Or, Mars hill, the ſupreme court of Athens. 
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- things mean? For all the Athenians, and the 
2 that ſojourn among them, delight to 
ſpend their leiſure time in nothing elſe but tell- 
ing or hearing ſomewhat new. . 

Paul therefore ſtanding up in the middle of the 
Areopagus, ſaid, © Ye men of Athens, I per- 
ceive you are exceedingly addicted to the worſhip 
of inviſible powers. For as I paſſed along, and 
beheld the objects of your worſhip, I found an 
altar on which there was this inſcription, To 
TE UNKNOWN GOD: him therefore, whom ye 
worſhip without knowing him, do I declare unto 
- you. The God, who made the world, and all 
things that are therein, being the Lord of hea- 
ven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made 

25 with hands: neither is he ſerved human, 
hands, as if he ſtood in need of any thing; he 
- himſelf giving to all life, and breath, and all 
things. And he hath made of one blood the 
Whole nation of men to inhabit all the face of the 
carth, having marked out the times fore-alloted 
to each, and the boundaries of their habita- 
tions : that they might ſeek after the Lord, if 
poſſibly they might feel after him, and find him; 
though he be not far from every one of us : for 
in him we live, and age moved, and do exiſt ; 
as ſome of your own poets + have ſaid, —<* For 
- WE HIS OFFSPRING ARE.” We therefore be- 
ing the offspring of God, ought not to imagine 

_ the . to be like gold, or ſilver, or ſtone 
zowrought by the art and contrivance of man. For 
though God overlooked the times of ignorance, 
- he now chargeth all men every where to repent, 
becauſe he hath appointed a day, in which he 
will judge the world in righteouſneſs by that 


e 
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. nation of men to dwell on the face of the 

earth, and * on the boundaries of their reſpective ha- 

* bitations (having ordered the determined periods of 
each.) B. f "Aratus and Cleanthes, 
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man, whom he hath ordained; of which he hath 

given aſſurance to all men by raiſing him from 
the dead.“ And when they heard of the reſur- 

rection of the dead, ſome made a jeſt of it, and 
others ſaid, We will hear thee again upon this 
ſubject. And thus Paul went out of the midſt 
of them. Nevertheleſs ſome men adhered to him, 
and believed: among whom was Dionyſius the 
Areopagite, and a woman, whoſe name was Da 
maris, and others with them. 


After theſe things, Paul departing from A- π＋π . , \, 
thens, came to Corinth ; and finding a certain 
Jew, named Aquila, a native of Pontus, lately 
come from Italy, with Priſcilla his wife (becauſe 
Claudius Caeſar had commanded all the Jews:to 
depart from Rome) he went to them. And as 
he was of the ſame trade, he continued with them, 
and wrought at it; for they were tent- makers 
by trade. But he diſputed in the ſynagogue 
every ſabbath-day, and perſuaded the Jews and 
the Greeks. And as ſoon as Silas and Timothy 5 
came from Macedonia, Paul was borne awayzin 
© his ? ſpirit, and teſtified to the Jews, that Ixus 
was the Meſſiah. But when they ſet: themſelves - 
in oppofition, and blaſphemed, he ſhook his 
garment, and ſaid to them, Let your: blood 
be? upon your on head ! I'* am * pure from 
it.“ From heneefarth I will go to the Gentiles.” 
And going out from thence, he went into the 
houſe of one called Juſtus, a worſhipper of God, 
whoſe houſe was adjoining to the ſynagogue. -But 
Criſpus, the ruler of the ſynagague; believed in 
the with all his houſe: and many of the 
Corinthians hearing, believed, and were bap- 
tized. ; But the Lord ſaid to Paul by a viſion-1n 
the night, Fear not, but ſpeak, and do not 
3 berg: lence :. for I am with,, thee, and no man 10 
ſhall fall upon thee to injure thee ; for I have 
i „ much 
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much people in this city.” And he fate down 
there ear and ſix months, teaching the 
word of God among them. 
But when Calis was proconſul of Achaia, 
. the. Jews made an aſſault upon Paul with one 
conſent, and brought him before the tribunal, 
ſaying, ©* This fellow perſuadeth men to worſhip 
| God contrary to the law.” And when Paul 
would have opened his mouth, Gallio ſaid to 
the Jews, “ If it were an act of injuſtice, or 
miſchievous licentiouſneſs, O ye Jews, it were 
115 reaſonable I ſhould bear with you. But if it be 
a queſtion concerning words, and names, and 
the law, which is among you, ſee © to it your- 
ſelves ; for I will be no judge of theſe matters.“ 
And he drove them away from the tribunal. And 
all the Greeks laid hold on Soſthenes the ruler of 
the ſynagogue, and beat him before the tribu- 
nal; but Gallio did not concern himfelf at all 
about the matter. 

And Paul ſtill continued there the a confider- 
able time, and * then ? taking leave of the bre- 
thren, ſailed * thence for Syria, and with him 
Priſcilla and Aquila ; having ſhaved his head at 

_ - .Cenchrea, for he had a vow. And he arrived at 

| Epheſus, and there he left them; but he himſelf 
entered into the ſynagogue, and reaſoned with 
20 the Jews. And though they intreated him to 
have ftaid longer with them, he did not conſent : 
but took his 15 eave of them, laying, It is ne- 
ceflary for me by all means to celebrate the ap- 
proaching feaſt at Jeruſalem ; but I will turn my 
courſe to you again, God willing. And he ſet 
fail from Epheſus. And landing at Ceſarea, he 
went up +; 1 —— having ſaluted the church, he 
went down to Antioch. And having ſpent fore 
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time there, he departed, going through the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia in a regular 
manner, confirming all the diſciples. 

Now a certain Jew, whoſe name was Apollos, 
a native of Alexandria, an eloquent man, and ? 
„ in the ſcriptures, came to Epheſus. 

his perſon was inſtructed in the way of the 25 
Lord, and being fervent in ſpirit, he ſpake and 
taught the things of the Lord with great accu- 
racy *, being only acquainted with the baptiſm 
of John. And he began to ſpeak boldly in the 
ſynagogue. And Aquila and Priſcilla hearing 
him, took him to their houſe, and explained to 
him the way of God in a more perfect manner. 
And when he intended to go over to Achaia, the 
brethren + wrote to the diſciples, exhorting them 
to receive him. And being arrived there, he 
greatly helped thofe, who had believed through 

race f. For he ſtrenuouſly debated with the 
4 in public, ſhewing by the ſcriptures, that 
JESUS is the Meſhah.. 


Now it came to paſs, that while Apollos was A . 
at- Corinth, Paul having paſſed through the up- : 
per parts ||, came to Epheſus; and finding 
© there * ſome diſciples, he ſaid unto them, 
Have ye as yet on your believing, received 
5 the Holy Spirit?“ And they replied to him, 
\ || © Nay, we have not ſo much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Spirit.” And he ſaid to 
them, Into what then were "ou baptized ? ?? 


i And they ſaid, © Into John's baptiſm.” And 

Paul faid, .** John indeed adminiſtred the bap- 
0 tiſm of repentance, telling the people, that they 
ſhould believe in him that was to come after 
E D 3 him, 
e ® Perhaps “ with [no] great accu being, c.“ ſon 
Cc Cc. B. 2 1 Or, Ml or 
4 by his powerful grace thoſe who bad believed, B. Of 
e Leſſer Phrygia, 
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5 him, that is, in ns us Chriſt.” And hearing 


this,“ they were baptized into the name of the 
Lord sus. And Paul laying * his hands 
on them, the Holy Spirit came upon them ; and 
they ſpake with tongues, and propheſied. And 
they were in all about twelve men. And he went 
into the ſynagogue, and diſcourſed with bold- 
neſs, diſputing for the ſpace of three months, 
and evincing the things, which related to the 
kingdom of God. But as fome were hardened, 
and would not believe, ſpeaking reproachfully 
of the way * before the multitude, he departed 
from them, and ſeparated the diſciples, diſput- 


| 10ing daily in the ſchool of one Tyrannus. And 


this was done for the ſpace of two years, fo that 
all the inhabitants of Aſia, both Jews and Greeks, 
heard the word of the Lord jzsus. And God 
wrought extraordinary miracles by the hands of 
Paul ; ſo that handkerchiefs or aprons were car- 
ried from his body to thoſe that were ſick, and 
the diſeaſes removed from them, and the evil ſpi- 


rits came out of them. And ſome of the vaga- 
bond Jews, * who were exorciſts , undertook 


. 


to name the name of the Lord jesvs over thoſe, 
who had evil ſpirits, ſaying, We adjure you 
by jssus, whom Paul preacheth.” And there 
were ſeven ſons of one ? Sceva a Jewiſh chicf- 
prieſt, who did this. But the evil ſpirit anſwering, 


ſaid, *©** jesus I know, and Paul I know, but 


who are ye?” And the man in whom the evil 
ſpirit was, ſprung upon them, and getting maſ- 
ter of them, prevailed againſt them, ſo that they 
fled, out of the hou a and wounded. And 
this was known to all the Jews, and Greeks alſo, 
dwelling at Epheſus ; and fear fell upon them 
all, and the name of the Lord jesus was mag- 
nified. And many of them, who believed, ous 
Of ſalvation, '- © © + Pretenders to a power of er. 
pelling demons, | 1 #43 { 9 
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and confeſſed, and made a declaration of their 

deeds. - And a conſiderable number of thoſe, 
who had practiſed curious arts, bringing their 
books together, burnt them before all: and they 
cn the value of them, and found it fifty 
thouſand * pieces ? of filver * : ſo powerfully did 20 
the word v the Lord grow, and prevail. | 


Now when theſe things were fulfilled, Paul 
purpoſed in ſpirit, that paſſing through Macedo- 
nia and Achaia, he would $0 to Jeruſalem, ſay- 
ing, After I have been there, it is neceſſary 
for me alſo to ſee Rome.” And ſending two of 
thoſe that miniſtred to him, namely * Timothy 
and Eraſtus, into Macedonia, he himſelf ſtaid 
ſome time in Afia. - And there happened about 
that time no ſmall tumult concerning that way. 
For a man, whoſe name was Demetrius, a workin 
ſilverſmith, by ? making filver ſhrines of Diana 
rocured no ſmall gain to the artificers : whom 25 
e gathered together, with the workmen employed 
about the buſineſs, and ſaid, © Men, you know, 
that our maintenance ariſes from this manufac- 
ture; and you ſee, and hear, that this Paul hath 
ren great numbers of people, not only of 
pheſus, but almoſt of all Aſia, and hath turned 
them aſide, ſaying, that they are not deities, 
which are made with hands; ſo that there is dan- 
ger not only that this occupation of ours ſhould 
depreciated, but alſo that the temple of the 
great goddeſs Diana ſhould be deſpiſed, and her 
grandeur deſtroyed ; whom all Afia, and the 
world worſhippeth.” And hearing © this,” they were 
filled with rage; and cried out, ſaying, © Great 
is Diana of the Epheſians.” And the whole ci 
was 'filled with confuſion, and they ruſhed with 
one accord into the theatre, dragging thither 
Gaius, and Ariftarchus, men of Macedonia,

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o“ who were Paul's fellow-travellers. And when 
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Paul would have gone in to the people, the diſ- 
eiples would not permit him. And ſome too, 
the principal officers of Aſia, as they had a friend- 
fhip for him, ſent to him, and deſired that he 
would not venture himſelf into the theatre. Some 
therefore were crying one thing, and ſome ano- 
ther; for the aſſembly was confuſed, and the 
greater part did not know for what they were 
come together. And they thruſt forward Alex- 
ander from _— the multitude *, the Jews 
urging him on. And Alexander beckoning with 
his hand, would have made a defence to the peo- 
ple. But when they knew that he was a — 


one voice aroſe from them all, crying out for 


about the ſpace of two hours, Great is Diana 
of the Epheſians !” But the chancellor + having 
pacified the people, ſaid, ** Ye men of Epheſus, 
what man is there, that doth not know, that the 
city of the Epheſians is devoted to the great god- 
gel Diana, and to the image that fell down from 
Jupiter? Since then theſe things are inconteſt- 
able, it is neceſſary for you to be quiet, and to 
do nothing in a precipitate manner; for you have 
brought theſe men, who are neither robbers of 
temples, nor blaſphemers of your goddeſs. If 
therefore Demetrius, and the artificers that are 
with him, have a charge againſt any one, courts 
are held, and there are the proconſuls ; let them 
implead one another. But if you are enquiring 
any _ concerning other matters, it ſhall be de- 
termined in a legal aſſembly. And indeed we 
are in danger of being called in queſtion for the 
inſurrection, which hath happened this day, as 
there is no cauſe by which we can account for 


this concourſe.” And when he had ſaid theſe 


things, he diſmiſſed the aſſembly. 
Now 


That he might ſpeak unto the people. + Or, re- 
corder of the city, or, town=-clerk : Gr. ſcribe, or ſecretary, 
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Now after the tumult was ceaſed, Paul calling + - , 


the diſciples to him, and embracing them, de- 
parted to go into Macedonia, And going through 
thoſe parts, and having exhorted them with much 
diſcourſe, he came into Greece. And when he 
had continued there * three months, as an am- 
buſh was laid for him by the Jews when he was 
about to embark for Syria, he thought it adviſe- 
able to return by Macedonia. And Sopater the 
Berean accompanied him as far as Afia *®; and 
of the Theſſalonians Ariſtarchus, and Secundus; 
and Gaius of Derbe, and Timothy +: and of 
the Afiatics Tychicus and Trophimus. Theſe 5 

ing before, ſaid for us at Troas. And we ſet 

] Os Philippi, after the days of unleavened 
bread, and came to them at Troas in five days, 
where we continued feven days. And on the 
firſt day of the week, when the diſciples met to- 
ether to break bread ft, Paul being about to 
Jepare on the morrow, preached to them and 
continued his diſcourſe until midnight. And 
there were many lamps in the upper room in 
which they were aſſembled, and a certain young 
man, whoſe name was Eutychus, fitting in an 
open window, fell into a profound fleep : and 
as Paul continued his diſcourſe a long time, he 
was ſo overpowered with fleep, that he fell 
down from the third ſtory, and was taken up 
dead. And Paul went down, and fell upon 10 
him, and taking him in his arms, ſaid, * Do 
not make any diſturbance, for his life is 
in him.” And going up again, and having 
broken bread, eaten, he converſed a confider- 
able time, even fill break of day, and fo de- 
parted. And they brought the youth alive, and 
were not a little comforted. But we went before

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into the ſhip, and ſailed to Aſſos, where we were 
to take up Paul; for ſo he had appointed, chuſin 
himſelf to go afoot. And as ſoon as he joined 

us at Aﬀos, we took him up, and came to Mity- 

15 lene. And failing from thence, we came the 
next day overagainſt Chios; and the day 
following we touched at Samos, and having ſtaid 
at Trogyllium, we came the day after to Miletus. 
For Paul had determined to ſail by Epheſus, that 
he might not ſpend any time in Aſia; for he ear- 
neſtly endeavoured, f it were poſſible for him, 
Fo be at Jeruſalem on the day of Pentecoſt. 

But ſending to Epheſus from Miletus, he called 
thither the elders of the church. And when they 
were come to him, he ſaid to them, You know 

how I have been converſant among you all the 

. time, from the firſt day in which i entered into 
Aſia, ſerving the Lord with all humility, and 

with many tears, and trials, which befel me by 

20 the ambuſhes of the ſews: and how I have 
ſuppreſſed nothing, that was advantageous, not 

— neglecting to preach to you, and to teach you 
blicly, and from houſe to houſe, teſtifying 

h to the Jews and Greeks, repentance towards 
God, and faith in our Lord jesvs Chriſt. 
And now, behold, I am going bound in the ſpi- 
rit to Jeruſalem, not knowing the things that ſhall 

. befall me in it: excepting that the Holy Spirit 
teſtiſeth in every city, ſaying that bonds and af- 
flictions await me. But I make no account of 
any of theſe things, nor do I eſteem my lite pre- 
cious to myſelf, ſo that I may but joyfully 
finiſh my courfe, and the miniſtry, which I have 
received of the Lord js us, even to teſtify the 
goſpel of the free grace of God. And now, be- 
d, I know that ye all, among whom I have 
conyerſed preaching the kingdom of God, ſhall 
not ſee my face any more. Wherefore I teſtify 
to you this day, that I am clear from the ge 
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of all men. For I have not declined to declare 
to you all the counſel of God. Therefore take 
heed to yourſelves, and to the whole flock, over 
which the Holy Spirit hath conſtituted you bi- 
ſhops “, to feed the church of God, which he 
hath redeemed with his own blood. For I know 
this, that after my. departure grievous wolves 
will enter in among you, having no mercy on 


the flock. Yea, from among your own ſelves men 30 


ſhall ariſe, ſpeaking perverſe things, to draw 
away diſciples after them. Watch therefore, 
remembering that for the ſpace of three years 1 
ceaſed not to warn every one by night and by 
day with tears. And now, brethren, I recom- 
mend you to God, and to the word of his grace, 
even to him, that is able to edify + you, and 


to pive you an inheritance among all that are 
ane 


hed. I have coveted no man's ſilver, or 
gold, or raiment. Yea, you yourſelves: know, 
that theſe hands have miniſtred to my neceſſities, 
and to thoſe that were with me. I have ſhewed 
you all things, how that thus labouring you 
ought to aſſiſt the infirm, and to remember the 
words of the Lord jzsvs, that he himſelf ſaid, 


lt is much happier to give, than to receive.“ 


And having ſaid theſe things, he kneeled down 


and prayed with them all. And there was great 
lamentation among all * preſent: and falling 
upon Paul's neck, they kiſſed him; eſpecially 
grieving for that word, which he ſpake, that 
they ſhould ſee his face no more. And they 
conducted him to the ſhip. | 22

And as ſoon as we had withdrawn from them . 


and had ſet ſail, we came with a dire courſe to 

Coos, and the next day to Rhodes, and from 

thence to Patara.. And finding .a- ſhip paſſing

over to Phoenicia, we went aboard, and ſet ſail. 
And coming within fight of Cyprus, and leavin 
it on the left hand, we failed to Syria, and land 
at Tyre: for there the ſhip was to unload its 
freight. And we continued there ſeven days, 
finding diſciples, who told Paul by the fpirit, 
5 not to go up to Jeruſalem. But when we had 
fniſhed t « ſeven ? days, we departed, and 
went our way : and they all attended us out of 
the city, with their wives and children; and 
kneeling down on the ſea ſhore, we prayed. 
And having embraced each other, we went on 
board the ſhip ; and they returned back to their 
own houſes. And finiſhing our courſe, we came 
from Tyre to Ptolemais, and embracing the bre- 
thren, we continued with them one day. And 
on the morrow, Paul and his company departed, 
and came to Caeſarea; and entering into the 
houſe of Philip the evangeliſt, who was one 
of the ſeven *®, we lodged with him. Now he 
had four virgin daughters, who were propheteſſes. 
x0 And as we continued there many days, a cer- 
tain prophet, whoſe name was Agabus, came 
down from Judea: and coming to us, he took 
up Paul's girdle, and binding his own hands 
and feet, he ſaid, ©* Thus ſaith the Holy Spirit, 
ſo ſhall the Jews at Jeruſalem bind the man whoſe 
irdle this is, and ſhall deliver him into the 
ds of the Gentiles.” And when we heard 
theſe things, both we and the inhabitants of that 
lace intreated him, that he would not go up to 
eruſalem. But Paul anſwered, ** What mean 
e, thus weeping and breaking my heart? for 
am ready not only to be bound, but alſo to die 
at Jeruſalem for the name of the Lord jzsvs.” 
And when he would not be perſuaded, we 
ce ſaying, © Let the will of the Lord be 
done.”

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And after theſe days, making up our baggage, 15 
we went up to Jeruſalem. And * ſome of the 
_ diſciples alſo from Caeſarea went along with us, 
and brought us to one Mnaſon a Cyprian, an 
old diſciple, with whom we ſhould lodge. 


And when we were arrived at Jeruſalem, the 


brethren received us with pleaſure. And the 


next day Paul entered in with us to James ; and 
all the elders were preſent. And having em- 
braced them, he gave them a particular ac- 
count of thoſe things, which God had done 


among the Gentiles by his miniſtry. And when 20 


they heard it, they glorified the Lord, and 
ſaid to him, Brother, thou ſeeſt how many 
myriads + of believing Jews there are; and they 
are all zealous for the law. Now they have been 
informed of thee, that thou teacheſt all the Jews, 
which are among the Gentile nations, to apoſta- 
tize from Moſes, ſaying that they ought not to 
circumciſe their children, nor to walk according 
to the cuſtoms, What is it then? The multi- 
tude muſt by all means come ther, for they 
will hear that thou art come. Therefore do this 
that we ſay to thee : there are with us four men, 
Who have a vow upon them; take them, and 
purify thyſelf with them, and be at charges with 
them, that they may ſhave their heads: and all 
will know, that there is nothing in thoſe things, 
which they have heard of thee; but that thou 
thyſelf walkeſt regularly, keeping the law. And 25 
as for the believing Gentiles we have written, 
determining that they ſhould obſerve none of theſe 
things, except it be to keep themſelves from what 
15 - to idols, and from blood, and from 
that which is ſtrangled, and from fornication.”? 
Then Paul took the men, and the next day bein

purified with them, entered into the temple, de- 
claring the accompliſhment of the days of puri- 
fication,. till an offering ſhould be offered for 
every one of them ®. But as the ſeven days were 
about to be accompliſhed, the Jews that were 
from Aſia f, ſeeing him in the temple, threw all 
the populace into confuſion, and laid hands upon 
him, crying out, Ve men of Iſrael, help! 
this is the man, that every where teacheth all men 
contrary to the proplh and the law, and to this 
place; and hath even brought Greeks into the 
temple, and polluted” this holy place.” (For 
they had before ſeen Trophimus the Epheſian in 
the city with him, whom they imagined that 

30 Paul had brought into the temple.) And the 
whole city was moved, and there was a concourſe 
of nf ugh and laying hold of Paul, they 

dragged him out of the temple : and immediately 
the gates were ſhut. And when they went about 
to kill him, word was brought to the tribune of 
the cohort, that all Jeruſalem was in confuſion :- 
Who immediately took ſoldiers, and centurions, 
and ran in among them. And when they ſaw the 
tribune and the ſoldiers, they ceaſed from beat- 
ivg Paul. Then the tribune drew near, and took: 
him f, and commanded him to be bound with 
two chains; and enquired who he was, and what 
he had done. And ſome among the multitude 
cried out one thing, and ſome another.” And as 
he could not know the certainty by reaſon of the 
tumult, he commanded: him to be carried into 

IF the caſtle, But when he was upon the ſtairs, it 
came to paſs that he was borne || by the ſoldiers 
pr Hed JE violence of the 54 For the

*« Away with bim whe.

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But as Paul was going to be brought into. the 
eaſtle, he ſaid to the tribune, *© May I be al- 
lowed to ſpeak to thee ?*” And“ he ſaid, . Canft 
thou ſpeak Greek? art not thou that Egyptian, 
who didſt before theſe days ſtir up a ſedition, and 
lead out into the wilderneſs four thouſand mur- 
derers ? But Paul ſaid, I am indeed a Jew of 
Tarſus in Cilicia, a citizen of no inconſiderable 
city ; and I intreat thee, permit me to ſpeak to 
the people.“ 

And on his giving him permiſſion, Paul ſtand- 40 
ing on the ſtairs, beckoned with his hand to the 
people ; and when there was a great filence,. he 
addreſſed them in the Hebrew dialect, ſaying, 
«« Men, brethren, and fathers , hear my apo- .. 
logy, * which I make * now to you.“ And n= 
they heard that he addreſſed them in the Hebrew 
dialed, they the rather kept ſilence: and he faid,. 
] am indeed a Jew,. born at Tarſus in Cilicia, 
but educated in this city at the feet of Gamaliel, 
© and accurately inſtructed in the law of our fa- 
thers ;- being zealous for God, as you all are at. 
this day: who perſecuted this way to the death; 
binding both men and women, and delivering 
them into priſons : as alſo the high prieſt is my ; 

witneſs, and all the court of the elders; from 
whom alſo having received letters to the brethren, . 

I went to Damaſcus to bring thoſe that were there 

bound to Jeruſalem, that they might be puniſhed. 
And it came to paſs that as I was on,my journey, 
and was come nigh to Damaſcus about noon, on 
a ſudden a great Night ſhone about me from hea- 

ven; and I fell to the ground, and heard a voice 

| faying to me, Saul, Saul, why doſt thou per- 
ſecute me? But I anſwered, © Who art thou, 
Lord?“ And he ſaid unto me, I am jEs us the

what ſhall I do?” And the Lord ſaid unto me, 
« Ariſe, and go to Damaſcus, and"there it ſhall 
be told thee of all things, which are appointed 
for thee to do.” And as I could not ſee by rea- 
ſon of the glory of that light; being led by the 
hand of thoſe that were with me, I came to Da- 
maſcus. And one Anamias, a pious man ac- 
cording to the law, who had an honourable cha- 
rater among the Jews that dwelt © at Damaſcus,* 
coming to me, and ſtanding by me, ſaid to me, 
% Brother Saul, look up.” And in that very 
hour I looked up upon him. And he ſaid, The 
God of our fathers hath fore-ordained thee to 
know his will, and to ſee that righteous perſon, 
and to hear a voice from his mouth ; 83 
thou ſhalt be his witneſs to all men of thoſe 
things, which thou haſt ſeen and heard. And 
now why doſt thou delay? Ariſe, and be bap- 
thzed, and waſh away thy fins, invoking the name 
of the Lord.” And it came to paſs, that when 


the temple, I was in a trance; and I ſaw 

ſaying to me, Make haſte, and depart quick 
from Jeruſalem, for they will not receive thy tei- 
timony concerning me.” And I ſaid, ©* Lord, 
they know I was 1mpriſoning, and ſcourging in 
the ſynagogues them, that believed in thee ; 
and when the blood of Stephen thy martyr was 
ſhed, I alſo was ſtanding by, and conſenting to

his ſlaughter, and kept the garments of thoſe that 


ſlew him.” And he ſaid to me, Go thy way, 


for I will ſend thee far off to the Gentiles ——— 


And they heard him to this word, and then 
lifted up their voice, ſaying, © Away with this 
fellow 4 the earth, for it is not fit that he 

| f | ſhould

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ſhould live.” And as they were crying out, and 
were rending their garments, and caſting duſt 
into the air, the tribune commanded that he 
| ſhould be brought into the caſtle, and ordered 

that he ſhould be put to the | wager * by ſcourg- 
ing, that he might know for what cauſe they 


raiſed ſuch an outcry againſt him. And as they 25 


were binding him with thongs, Paul ſaid to the 
centurion who ſtood by, ** Is it lawful for you 
to ſcourge a man, who 1s a Roman, and uncon- 
demned ?” And the centurion hearing © this,” 
went and told the tribune, ſaying, ** Conſider 
what you are about to do, for this man is a Ro- 


man.” And the tribune came, and ſaid to him, 


„ Tell me, art thou a Roman;?“ And he ſaid, 
© Yes.” And the tribune anſwered, ** I ob- 
tained this freedom with a confiderable ſum of 
money.” And Paul replied, ©* But I was free- 


born.” They therefore, who were about to have 


put him to the queſtion, immediately departed 
from him : and the tribune was afraid, when he 
knew that he was a Roman, and becauſe he had 
bound him +. 


And on the morrow deſiring to know certainly 30 


of what he was accuſed by the Jews, he looſed 
him from his bonds, and commanded the chief 
pneſts, and all their Sanhedrim to come together ; 
and bringing Paul down, he ſet him before them. 


And Paul looking attentively on the Sanhedrim, -+ « 


ſaid, Men and * brethren, I have even to 
this day converſed before God in all good con- 
ſcience——” And Ananias the high prieſt com- 
manded thoſe that ſtood by him, to ſmite him 
on the mouth. Then Paul ſaid to him, God 
15 about to ſmite thee, O thou whited wall! For 
ſitteſt thou to judge me according to the law, and 
yet in violation of the law commandeſt me to be 

| ſmitten ?” 


Or, examined by, &c, + Or, was afraid becauſe 
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ſmitten ?”” But they that ſtood by ſaid, © Doft 
5 thou revile the high prieſt of God?“ And Paul 
ſaid, ** Brethren, I was not aware that it was 
the high prieſt ; for it is written, Thou ſhalt 
not ſpeak evil of the ruler of thy people *.” 
Then Paul perceiving that the one part were Sad- 
ducees, and the other Phariſees, cried out in the 
Sanhedrim, Men © and * brethren, I am a Pha- 
riſee, the ſon of a Phariſee; for the hope t and 
reſurrection of the dead I am brought into judg- 
ment.” And on his ſpeaking this, there was a 
contention between the 1 and the Saddu- 
cees; and the multitude was divided. For the 
Sadducees ſay, there is no reſurrection, [neither 
angel ,] nor ſpirit; but the Phariſees confeſs 
both. And there was a great clamour ; and the 
Scribes who were on the fide of the Phariſees, 
aroſe and contended, ſaying, ** We find no evil 
in this man; but if a ſpirit; or an angel hath 
ſpoken to him, let us not fight againſt God.” 
10 And as a great diſturbance aroſe, the tribune' 
fearing leſt Paul ſhould be torn in pieces by them, 
commanded the ſoldiers to go down, and take 
him force from the midſt of them, and to 
bring him into the caſtle. 3 ith 


And in the following night the Lord ſtanding 
by him, ſaid. Be of good courage, Paul : for 
as thou haſt teſtified the things concerning me at 
Jeruſalem; ſo thou muſt alſo beat teſtimony at 
Rome.“ And when it was day, ſome of the 
„entering into a conſpiracy, bound them-. 
ves with a curſe, ſaying, that they would nei- 
ther eat nor drink till they had killed Paul. And 
they were more than forty, who had made this. 
agreement. And they came to the chief prieſts 
and elders, and ſaid, We have bound —

by a ſolemn anathema *, not to taſte any thing 
till we have ſlain Paul: now therefore do you15 
with the Sanhedrim ſignify to the tribune, that 
he bring him down to you to-morrow, as if you 
would more accurately diſcuſs what relates to 
him; and we are ready to kill him before he can 
come near you. But Paul's ſiſter's ſon hearing 
of the ambuſh, came, and entering into the 3 
tle, told Paul. And Paul calling one of the cen- 
turions to him, ſaid, Conduct this young man 
to the tribune, for he hath ſomething to tell him.“ 
He therefore took, and led him to the tribune, 
and ſaid, Paul the priſoner calling me to him, 
defired that I would bring unto thee this youn 
man, who hath ſomething to tell thee.” And 
the tribune taking him by the hand, and leading 
him into a retired place, enquired * of him,” 


© What is it that thou haſt to tell me?” And he 20 


ſaid, ** The Jews have agreed together to aſk 
thee, that thou wouldeſt bring down Paul to- 
morrow to the Sanhedrim, as 1f they would en- 

uire ſomething more accurately concerning him, 
But do not be prevailed upon by them ; for there 
are more than forty of them lie in an ambuſh for 
him, who have obliged themſelves by a curſe-nei- 
ther to eat nor drink till they have killed him ; 
and they are now ready, waiting an order from 
thee.” The tribune therefore diſmiſſed the young 
man with a charge, Be ſure *© thou tell no 
man, that thou haſt diſcovered theſe things to 
me.” And he called to him two of the centu- 
rions, and ſaid, Prepare two hundred ſoldiers 
to go to Cacſarea; and ſeventy horfemen, and 


two hundred ſpearmen by the third hour of the 


night +; and provide beaſts to ſet Paul upon, 
and conduct him in ſafety to Felix the gover- 
| nor.“

% Claudius Lyſias to his excellency Felix the- 
governor, *© ſendeth greeting. 

This man was ſeized by the Jews, and had 
like to have been ſlain by. them, when I came 
with a party of ſoldiers, and reſcued him: 
and I have learnt * fince ? that he is a Ro- 
man +. And defiring to know the crime of 
which they accuſed him, I brought him before 
the Sanhedrim: whom I found to be accuſed 
concerning queſtions of their law, but to have 
nothing —. upon him worthy of death, 
or of bonds. But when it was ſignified to me 


that an ambuſh would be laid for the man by 


the Jews, I immediately * ſent * him to thee, 
commanding his accuſers alſo to declare before 
thee what they have againſt him. Farewel.” 


The ſoldiers therefore as it was commanded 
them, taking up Paul, brought him by night ts 
Antipatris. And the next day they returned to 
the caſtle,. leaving the horſemen to go with him: 
who entering into Caeſarea, and delivering the 

epiſtle to the governor, preſented Paul alſo before 
ham 


And when the governor had read the let- 


ter, he aſked of what province he was: and be- 
35 ing informed that he was of Cilicia, I will 
hear thee, ſaid he, when thine accuſers are alſo 
come.” And he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod's Praetorium 1. 


b And after five days the high prieſt Ananias 
came down, with the elders, and à certain ora- 
tor * named Tertullus: and they made their ap-

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pearance before the governor againſt Paul. And 
ble being called; Tertullus began to accuſe him, 
ſaying, ** As we enjoy great peace by your 
means, and as * illuſtrious deeds are happily 
done to this nation by your prudent adminiſtra- 
tion; we accept it always, and in all places, 
moſt noble Felix, with all thankfulneſs. Never- 
theleſs that 1 may not trouble you farther, I be- 
ſeech you to hear us in a few words, with your 
* uſual ? candour : for we have found this man a; 
peſtilent fellow, and a mover of ſedition among 
all the Jews throughout the world, and a ring- 
leader of the ſect of the Nazarenes : who hath at- 
tempted alſo to profane the temple, and whom we 
apprehended, and would have judged according 
to our law; but Lyfias the tribune coming upon 
us with a great force, took ©* him * away out of 
dur hands, commanding his accuſers to come to 
you; by which means, you may yourſelf on ex- 
amination take cognizance of all theſe things, 
of which we accuſe him.” And — ſo 
gave their aſſent, ſaying, that things 
were ſo, 
Then Paul, after the governor had made a ſig- 10 
nal to him to ſpeak, anſwered, ** Knowing that 
thou, O Felix, haſt been for ſeveral years a judge 
to this nation, I anſwer for myſelf with the more 
chearfulneſs : ſince thou mayeſt know, that it ig 
no more than twelve days ſince I went up to wor- 
ſhip at Jeruſalem; and they neither 2 me 
diſputing with any man in the temple, nor mak- | 
ing any inſurrection among the people, either in 
ä gues, or in the city: nor can th 
produce any proof of the things, concerning which 
| now accuſe me. But this 1 confeſs unto 
thee, that after the way, which they call hereſy, 
ſo worſhip I the God of our fathers ; believi 
all things which are written in the law and in 
the prophets; having hope towards wr” 2 
*

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that,“ which they themſelves alſo expect, that 
there ſhall be a reſurrection of the dead, both of 
the juſt and of the unjuſt. And upon this ac- 
count, I exerciſe myſelf to have always an inof- 
fenſive conſcience towards God, and towards 
. men. Now after ſeveral years, I came to brin 
alms to my nation, and offerings : upon which 
ſome Afiatic Jews found me purified in the tem- 
ple, neither with multitude, nor with tumult : 
who _ to have been preſent before thee, and 
to accuſe © me if they had any thing againſt 
20 me: or let theſe themſelves ſay, if when 1 ſtood 
before the Sanhedrim, they found any crime in 
me; unleſs it be with relation to this one word, 
which 1 cried out when I ſtood among them, 
2 That — the reſurrection of the dead I am 
| ou this day.” 
52 — Felix heard theſe things, he put 
them off, ſaying, After I have been more ac- 
curately informed concerning this way, when 
Lyſias the tribune cometh down, I will take cog- 
nizance of the affair between you.” And he 
commanded the centurion to keep Paul, and let 
him have liberty, and to hinder none of his 
friends from aſſiſting © him,” or coming to him. 
And after ſome days Felix coming with Dru- 
ſilla his'wife, who was a Jewels, ſent for Paul, 
25 and heard him concerning faith in cursT. And 
as he reaſoned concerning righteouſneſs, and tem- 
| and judgment to come, Felix trembling, 
— Go thy way for this time, and I will 
take ſome future opportunity to call for thee.” 
And he hoped alſo that money would be given 
him by Paul, that he might ſet him at liberty; 
and therefore he ſent the more frequently fot him, 
and diſcourſed with him. Now after two years 
Were ended, Felix was ſucceeded by Portius Feſ- 
„tus; und Felix willing to ingratiate e Mneif wi 
che Jews,- left Paul ul pfiſoneer.. 
* + When 
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When Feſtus therefore was come into the pro- . 
vince, after three days he went up from Caeſa. 
rea to Jeruſalem, and the * jeſt, and the 
chief among the Jews appeared ore him againſt 
Paul, and intreated him, begging favour againſt 
Him, that he would ſend for Fim to jeruſalem; 
laying an ambuſh to kill him by the way. But 
Feſtus anſwered, that Paul ſhould be kept at 
Caeſarea, and that he himſelf would ſhortly ſet 
out for that place: therefore, ſaid he, lets 
thoſe of you, who are able, go down with me, 
and if there be any thing © criminal ? in this man, 
let them accuſe Kim.“ And having continued 
among them more than ten days, he went down 
to Caeſarea, and the next day ſitting down on 
the tribunal, he commanded Paul to be brought. 
And when he appeared, the Jews, who came 
down from Jeruſalem, ſtood round about, bring- * 
ing many heavy accuſations againſt Paul, which 
they were not able to prove; while he anſwered 
for himſelf, . Neither againſt the laws of the 
cen, nor againſt the temple, nor againſt Caeſar, 
ave I committed any offence at all. But Feſ- 
tus willing to ingratiate himſelf with the Jews, 
anſwered Paul, and ſaid, Wilt thou go up to 
Jeruſalem, and there be judged before me con- 
cerning theſe things?“ But Paul ſaid, I am 10 
ſtanding at Caeſar's tribunal, where I ought to 
be Judged : I have done no wrong to the Jews, 
as thou knoweſt perfectly well. For if indeed I 
have done wrong, or have committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refuſe not to die: but if there 
is nothing * in thoſe things of which theſe accuſe 
me, no man can give me up to gratify them! 
I appeal unto Caeſar.“ Then Feſtus having 
ſpoken with the council, anſwered, Haſt thou 
appealed unto Caeſar? - Unto: Caeſar thou ſhalt 
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And when ſome days were paſſed, king Aprip- 
pa and Berenice came to Caeſarea to pay their 
reſpects to Feſtus. And as they continued there 
many days, Feſtus laid before the king the caſe * 
of Paul, ſaying, ** There is a certain man left 
15 in bonds by Felix: concerning whom, when 1 
was at Jeruſalem, the chief prieſts, and the elders 
of the. Jews informed me, defiring judgment 
againſt him, To whom I anſwered, that it 1s 
not the cuſtom of the Romans to give up any man 
to deſtruction, till he that is accuſed, have the 
accuſers face to face, and be allowed an oppor- 
tunity of making his defence as to the crime laid 
to his charge. When therefore they were come 
hither, I without any delay ſat down upon the 
tribunal next day, and commanded the man to 
be brought forth. Againſt whom, when the ac- 
cuſers ſtood up, they brought no charge of ſuch 
things as I ſuppoſed ; but had certain queſlions 
againſt him relating to their own religion, and 
about one jEsVs, t was dead, whom Paul af- 
20 firmed to be alive. But as I was dubious of the 
queſtion relating to him +, I ſaid, that if he 
were willing he ſhould go to Jeruſalem, and there 
be judged of theſe things. But Paul appealing 
to be kept to the hearing of our auguſt em- 
ror, I commanded him to be kept till I could 
d him to Caeſar.” Then Agrippa ſaid unto 
: Feſtus, ** I alſo would willingly hear t the man 
myſelf.” And he ſaid, To-morrow thou ſhalt 

hear him.“ | 

The next day therefore, Agrippa and Berenice 
coming with great pomp, and entering into the 
place of audience, with the trzbunes and princi- 
pal men of the city; at the command of Feſtns 
aul was brought And Feſtus ſaid, «© O 
king Agrippa, and all ye, who are preſent with 
us, 
Or, buſineſs, + Or, doubted concerning ſuch 

fort of queſtions, 3 Or, would defire to hear, 
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us, ye ſee this man, concerning whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have pleaded with me, 
both at Jeruſalem, and here, crying out, that 
he ought not to live any longer. But I could not 25 
| — — him to have done any thing worthy of 
death; yet as he himſelf hath appealed to © our ? 
auguſt * emperor,” I have determined to ſend 
him. Concerning whom I have nothing certain 
to write to his majeſty : wherefore I have brought 
him out before you all,“ and eſpecially delle 
thee, O king Agrippa, that after examination 
taken, I may have ſomething to write: for it 
ſeems to me abſurd to ſend a priſoner, and not to 
ſignify alſo the crimes © alledged ? againſt him. 
Then Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, “It is per- 
mitted unto thee to ſpeak for thyſelf.” Then 
Paul ſtretching forth his hand, made his de- 
fence, | 
J eſteem myſelf happy, O king Agrippa, 
that I am this day to make my Tae Ms before 
thee, concerning all thoſe things of which 1 am 
accuſed by the Jews ; eſpecially as thou art ac- 
quainted with all the cuſtoms, and the queſtions 
among the Jews : wherefore I intreat thee that 
thou wilt hear me with patience. The manner 
of my life from my youth, which from the be- 
ginning was ſpent among my own nation at je- 
ruſalem, is known to all the Jews; who knew 5 
me * from the firſt (if they would teſtify) that 
according to the ſtricteſt ſe& of our religion I 
lived a Phariſee. And now I ſtand in judgment 
for the hope of that promiſe, which was made by 
God unto © our ?: fathers : to which * promiſe ? 
our twelve tribes hope to attain, ,,worſhippin 
continually night and day : concerning which 
hope, O king Agrippa, I am accuſed by the 
E. Jews. 
* Or, are acquainted with me. 
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Jews. — Why ſhould it be judged an incre- 
dible thing by you, that God ſhould raiſe the. 
dead? 1 indeed thought with myſelf, that I 
. ought to do many things contrary to the name 
{oof jxsus the Nazarene. Which accordingly I did 
in Jeruſalem ; and I ſhut <1 many of the ſaints 
in priſon, having received authority from the 
chief prieſt. And when ſome of them were 
| killed, I gave my vote againſt © them: and fre- 
quently puniſhing them 1n all the ſynagogues, I 
compelled them to blaſpheme: and being ex- 
ceedingly mad againſt them, I perſecuted * them 
even to foreign cities. With this view, as I was 
going to Damaſcus, with authority and commil- 
nion from the chief prieſts, at mid-day * while I 
was in the way, O king Agrippa, I ſaw a 
light from heaven, exceeding the ſplendor of the 
fun, ſhining about me, and thoſe who travelled 
with me. And when we were all fallen down 
to the earth, I heard a voice ſpeaking to me, 
and ſaying in the Hebrew language, Saul, 
Saul, why doſt thou perſecute me? it is' hard 
15 for thee to kick againſt the goads.” And I ſaid, 
% Who art thou, Lord?” And he ſaid, ©* I am 
IEsus, whom thou perſecuteſt. But ariſe, and 
ſtand upon thy feet, for to this purpoſe I have 
d unto thee, to ordain thee a miniſter, 

and a witneſs both of the things, which thou 
haſt-ſeen, and of thoſe in which I will appear 
unto thee : delivering thee from the people, and 
from the Gentiles, to whom I now ſend thee, 
to open their eyes, that they may turn from dark- 
neſs to light, and from the power of Satan unto 
God; that they may receive forgiveneſs of ſins, 
and an inheritance among them that are ſancti- 
fed through faith, which is in me +.” *

Or, what? Is it thought incredible. .T Os. 
Forgiveneſs of ſind 1 FAITH .,., and inheritance among 
faem, which ate ſanRified, B. 
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that time, O king Agrippa, I was not diſobe- 
dient to the heavenly viſion: but declared firſt 20 
to them at Damaſcus, and at Jeruſalem, - and 
through all the country of Judea, and then to 
the Gentiles, that they ſhould repent, and return 
to God, performing deeds worthy of repentance. 
On account of theſe things, the Jews ſeizing 
me in the temple, attempted to have killed © me 
with their own hands, Having therefore. ob- 
tained help from God, I continue until this day, 
teſtifying 3 to ſmall and great, ſaying nothin 
but what the prophets and Moſes having 3— 
ſhould be; that the Meſſiah having ſuffered, and 
being the firſt who roſe from the dead, ſhould 
K 3642 light to the people, and to the Gen- 
tiles.—“ | 
And as he was this making his defence, Feſ- 
tus ſaid with a loud voice, Paul thou art diſ- 
tracted : much ſtudy driveth thee to madneſs.” 
But he replied, ** I am not mad, moſt noble 2; 
Feſtus ; but utter the words of truth, and ſober- 
neſs. . For the king knoweth of theſe things, to 
whom alſo I ſpeak with freedom: for I am per- 
ſuaded none of theſe things are hidden from hum, 
ſince this is not © an affair tranſaQed, in a cor- 
ner. O king Agrippa, believeſt thou the pro- 
phets? I know that thou believeſt.” Then A- 
grippa ſaid unto Paul. Thou almoſt perſuadeſt 
me to become a chriſtian.” And Paul ſaid,. I 
would to God, that not only thou, but alſo all 
that hear me this day, were both almoſt, and al- 
together ſuch as I am, except theſe bonds.” And 30 
as he ſaid this, the king aroſe, and the governor, - 
and Berenice, and thoſe who ſate with them. 
And when they had retired, they ſpake one with 
another, ſaying, ** This man hath done nothing 
worthy of death, or of bonds.” And Agrippa 
ſaid to Feſtus, © This man might have been ſet 
at liberty, if he had not appealed unto Caeſar.” 
E 2 And 
Gr. Chrid, 
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And as it was determined that we * ſhould ſail 
Into Italy, they delivered Paul, and ſome other 
priſoners, to a centurion of the Auguſtan cohort, 
whoſe name was Julius. And going on board a 
ſhip of Adramyttis +, we weighed anchor, in- 
eending to ſail by the coaſts of Aſia 1; Ariſtar- 
chus a Macedonian of Theſſalonica being with 
us. And the next © day we reached Sidon: and 
Julius treating Paul with great humanity, per- 
mitted him to go to his friends, and to enjoy the 
benefit of their care. And weighing anchor from 
thence, we ſailed under Cyprus, becauſe the 
5 winds were -contrary. And failing through the 
ſea over-againſt Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came 
to Myra, * a city Yof Lycia. And there the cen- 
rurion finding a ſhip of Alexandria bound for 
Italy, put us on board it. And when we had 
failed lowly for ſeveral days, and were hardly 
t over-againſt Cnidus, the wind not permittin 

us, we failed under Crete, over-againſt Saß 
mone || : and paſſing it with difficulty, we came 
to a certain place called The Fair Havens, in 
the neighbourhood of which was the city of La- 
ſea. And, as much time was ſpent, and failing 
was now hazardous becauſe the faſt & was al- 
zoready over, Paul exhorted © them, ſaying unto 
them, © Sirs, I perceive this voyage will be at- 
tended with injury, and great damage, not only 
to the lading, and the ſhip, but alſo to our lives.“ 
But. the centurion paid greater regard to the pi- 
lot, and the maſter of the veſſel, than to thoſe 
things which were ſpoken by Paul. And as the 
haven was not-commodious to winter in, the

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greater part adviſed to ſet ſail from thence, if 
they might poſlibly reach to Phaenice to winter 
there; which is ? a haven of Crete, looking to 
the ſouth-weſt, and north-weſt. And as the ſouth 
wind blew gently, ſuppoſing they were ſecure of 
* their ? purpoſe, they weighed anchor, and failed 
on cloſe to Crete, But not long after, there 
aroſe againſt her“ a tempeſtuous wind, which is 
called Euroclydon +. And as the ſhip was vio- 15 
lently hurried away, and was not able to bear 
up againſt the wind, we gave © her? up, and 
were driven. And. running under a certain 
iſland called Clauda, we were hardly able to get 
maſters of the boat : which when they had hoiſted 
up, they uſed helps, under-girding the ſhip; and 
fearing leſt they ſhould fall upon the quickſands, 
they firuck ſail, and ſo were driven. And as 
we were exceedingly toſſed by the ſtorm, the next 
* day they lightned the ſhip : and the third ? day? 
we caſt out with our own Lands the tackling of 
the ſhip. Now as neither ſun nor ſtars appeared 20 
for ſeveral days, and no ſmall tempeſt preſſed 
upon us,“ all remainder of hope that we might 
be delivered, was taken away. And when there 
was great want of food, then Paul ſtanding in 
the midſt of them, ſaid, ** Sirs, you ought to 
have hearkened to me, and not to ee 
from Crete, and ſo? have gained this injury 
and loſs. Nevertheleſs even now I exhort you 
to be of good courage ; for there ſhall be no loſs 
of any life among you; but only of the ſhip. 
For there appeared to me this night an angel of 
the God, whoſe 1 am, and whom I —_— ſaying, 
„ Fear not, Paul; thou muſt be preſented be- 
fore Caeſar ; and behold, God hath given thee 
all of them that fail with tnee.” Wherefore take 25” 
courage, Sirs, for I truſt in God, that it ſhall 
L 3 as.

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. be ſo, according to the manner in which it hath 
; been ſpoken to me. But we muſt be caſt upon a 
certain iſland. And when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were toſſed up and down in 
the Adriatic ſea, the mariners ſuſpeted about 
midnight, that they drew near to ſome land : 
and ſounding they found it * twenty fathoms ; 
and having gone a little way from thence, and 
ſounding again, they found it * fifteen fathoms. 
'And fearing leſt they ſhould fall upon ſome rocky 
ſhore, they caſt four anchors out of the ſtern, 
goand wiſhed that the day would break. But 
when the the mariners endeavoured to flee out 
of the ſhip, and had let down the boat into the 
ſea, under pretence that they were about to carry 
out anchors from the ſhip-head, Paul ſaid to the 
centurion, and the ſoldiers, ** Unleſs theſe * con- 
tinue in the ſhip, ye cannot be ſaved +.” Then 
the ſoldiers cut f the cords of the boat, and let 
it fall off. And while the day was coming on, 
Paul exhorted them all to take © ſome food, 
| faying, © To-day you are looking for the four- 
teenth day 1, and continue faſting, having taken 
þ nothing . Therefore I exhort you to take ſome ? 
food, fince this is proper for your ſafety : for 
not a hair ſhall fall from the head of any of you.“ 
35 And when he had ſpoken thus, and had took bread, 
he gave thanks to God before them all, and 
having broken it, he began to eat. And be- 
ang all encouraged, they alſo took ſome food. 
And we were in the ſhip two hundred and 1

fix ſouls in all. And being ſatisfied with food, 
they lightened the ſhip ; and caſt out the corn 
into the ſea. And when it was day, they did 
not know the land ; but they perceived a certain 
creek, having a ſhore *, into which they were 
minded, if Rey were able, to have thruft the 
ſhip. And when they had weighed their anchors, 40 
they committed. © the ſhip ? to the ſea, at the ſame 
time looſing the rudder bands , and hoiſting up 
the main-{ail to the wind, they made for the 
ſhore f. But falling on a place where two ſeas 
met, they ran the ſhip aground ; -and the fore 
part ſtuck faſt, and remained immoveable, while 
the hinder part was broken by the force of the 
waves. And the counſel of the ſoldiers was, that 
they ſhould kill the priſoners, leſt any one ſhould 
ſwim away, and eſcape. But the centurion be- 
ing deſirous to ſave Paul, hindered them from 
© their * purpoſe, and commanded thoſe that could 
ſwim, to throw * themſelves ? out firſt into the ſea, 
and get away to land : and the remainder ſome 
upon planks, and others upon ſome of * the 
things of the ſhip. And fo it came to paſs that 
they all got ſafe to land. | 


And being got ſafe © to land,” they then knew ++ |, 
that the iſland was called Melita |, And the 
barbarians treated us with uncommon humanity ; 
for having kindled a fire they brought us all to 
© it,* becauſe of the preſent rain, and becauſe of 
the cold. Now as Paul was gathering up a bun- 
dle of ſticks, and laying them upon the fire, a 
viper coming out of thesheat, faſtened upon his 
hand. And as ſoon as the barbarians ſaw the

faſtened before, when they let the veſſel drive: but were 
now looſened, in order to ſteer her into the creek, 1 Or, 
hoiſting up the foreſail, were carried by the wind to the 
ſhore, B. At preſent Malta, 
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fierce animal hanging on his hand, they ſaid one 
to another. This man is certainly a murderer, 
whom divine vengeance hath not permitted to 
g live, though he be ſaved from the ſea. But he 
ſhaking off the fierce animal into the fire, ſuffered 
no evil. However they expected that he ſhould have 
ſwollen, or ſuddenly have fallen down dead: and 
having waited a conſiderable time, and ſeeing no 
miſchief befal him, changing their minds, they 
ſaid, he was a God. And in the neighbourhood 
of that place, there was the eſtate of the Chief * 
of the iſland, whoſe name was Publius; who. 
having received us into his houſe, entertained us 
in a courteous manner for three days. And ſo 
it was, that the father of Publius being ſeized 
with a fever and bloody flux, was confined to his 
bed : to whom Paul going in, and having prayed, 
laid his hands on -him, and healed him. Now 
therefore when this miracle * was wrought, the 
reſt alio, who had diſorders in the iſland, came 
10 and were healed. Who alſo honoured us with 
t honours, and when we departed put on 
board ſuch things as were neceſſary. And after 
three months we departed in a ſhip of Alexandria, 
that had wintered in the iſland, whoſe ſign was 
Caſtor and Pollux +. And being arrived at Sy- 
racuſe, we continued there three days. From 
, thence we coaſted round, and came over-againſt 
Rhegium. And after one day the ſouth wind 
ariſing, we came in two days to Puteoli: where 
we found brethren, and were intreated to ſtay 
with them ſeven days: and ſo we went for Rome. 
15 And from thence the brethren having heard of

far as Appii Forum; and © others to the Three 
Taverns : whom when Paul ſaw, he thanked 
God, and took courage. 


And when we came to Rome, the centurion 
delivered the priſoners to the captain * of the 
band : but Paul was permitted to dwell apart in 
an houſe of his own, with a ſoldier that guarded 
him. And it came to paſs that after thre- days, 
Paul called together thoſe that were the chief of 
the Jews. And when they were come together, 
he ſaid unto them, Men and ' brethren, 
though F have done nothing contrary to the peo- 
ple, or to our paternal cuſtyms, yet was J de- 
livered a prifoner from Jeruſalem into the hands 
of the Romans; who having examined me, were 
willing to have ſet *qne ? at liberry, as there was no 
cauſe of death in me, But when the Jews op- 
poſed it,“ I was obliged to appeal to Caeſar ; 
«yet ? not as having any thing of which to ac- 
cuſe my own nation, For this reaſon, therefore, 20 
Tentreated that I might ſee and ſpeak with © you: 
for © it is' on account of the hope of Iſrael, © that 
I am bound with this chain.“ And they ſaid to 
him, We have neither received letters from 
Judea concerning thee ; nor hath any of the bre- 
ttiren that hath come hither, related, or faid any 
evil concerning thee. But we deſire to hear from 
thee what thou thinkeſt ; for as concerning this 
ſet, it is known to us, that 1t is every where 
ſpoken againſt.” And havipg appointed him a 
day, many came to him at his lodging; to whom 
he expounded +, teſtifying the kingdom of 
God, and perſuading them of the things that re- - 
late to jeEsvs, both from the law of Moſes and 
the prophets, from morning till evening. And- 
ſome were perſuaded by the things which were 


E 5 ſpoken; 


2 or, Praefect of the Praetoriar band. + Various © 
paſſages of the ſcriptures, -- 7 | 
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25 ſpoken ; and ſome believed not. And diſagree- 
ing with each other, they brake up the aſſembly ; 

Paul faying this one word, ** Surely well did the 
Holy Spirit ſpeak by Iſaiah the prophet to our 
fathers, when he faith, * Go to this people, and 
«© ſay, Hearing ye ſhall hear, and ſhall not un- 
« derſtand ; and ſeeing ye ſhall ſee, and ſhall 
<< not perceive : for the heart of this people is 
«© become groſs ; and with their ears they hear 
« heavily ; and they have drawn their eyes to- 
«« gether; leſt they ſhould ſee with their eyes, 
« and hear with their? ears, and underſtand with 
«« © their heart, and ſhould be converted, and I 
«© ſhould heal them *.” Therefore be it known 
unto you, that the falyation of God is ſent to the 
Gentiles, and they will hear it.” And when 
he had ſaid theſe things, the Jews departed, 
having great debates among themſelves. 


30 But Paul continued two whole years in his 
own hired houſe, and received all that came to 
him ; preaching the kingdom of God, and teach- 
ing thoſe things, which relate to the Lord jesvs 
Chriſt, with all freedom of ſpeech, © and“ 
without any reſtraint +. 


Isa. vi. 9, 10. + From the Roman magiſti atow 
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AUL, a ſervant of jzsvs Chriſt, called &. 

* to be an apoſtle, ſeparated to the goſpel 
of God, which before was promiſed by bis 
apoſtles in the holy ſcriptures, relating to his ſon 
JEsUs Chriſt our Lord, who was born of the 
ſeed of David according to the fleſh, © but * de- 
terminately marked out as the ſon of God with 
power, according to the ſpirit of holineſs, in the 
reſurrection from the dead: by whom we have 
received grace and an apoſtolical miffion, that 
out of regard to his name, all nations might be 
brought to the obedience of faith: among whom 
are ye alſo the called of jzsvs Chriſt : To all 
in Rome, who are beloved of God, called and 
holy, grace to you, and peace from God our fa- 
ther, and the Lord jesvs Chriſt. 


Is the firſt place I thank my God through ir- 
sus Chriſt for you all, that your faith is cele- 
brated through the whole world. For God, 
whom I ſerve with my ſpirit in the goſpel of his 
ſon, is my witneſs, how inceſſantly 2 men- 


tion of you: always intreating in my prayers to 10 
come unto you, if by any means now at length 
J may have a preſperous journey by the will of 

E 6 God.. 


. though I have hitherto been 


= 
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God. For I deſire greatly to ſee you, that I may 
impart to you ſome ſpiritual gift, that you may 
be eftabliſhed * : that is, © I defire * while I am 
among you, that? we may be comforted toge- 
ther by the mutual faith both of you and me. 
And I would not have you ignorant, brethren, 
that I have often been propoſing to come to you, 
3 that I 
might have ſome fruit among you alſo, even as 
among the reſt of the Gentiles. * For* I am a 
debtor both to the Greeks and the barbarians, 
both to the learned and the ignorant : therefore 
according to my weak abilities, I am ready + to 
preach the goſpel to you alſo that are at Rome. 
For I am not aſhamed of the goſpel of Chrift : 
for it is the power of God for ſalvation, to every 
one that beheveth ; to the Jew firſt, and alſo to 
the Greek. For in it the righteouſneſs of God 
by faith f is revealed to our faith: as it is 
written, The juſt ſhall live by faith ||.” For 
the wrath of God is revealed from heaven againſt 
all impiety and unrighteouſneſs of men, who re- 
r truth in unrighteouſneſs. For what is 
to be known of God is manifeſt among them, for 


20God hath ſhewed © it * to them. For thoſe things 


of him which are inviſible, are from the creation 
of the world (being duly attended to) clearly 
ſeen by the things which are made, even his cter- 
nal power and divinity; ſo that they are without 
excuſe : becauſe knowing God, they have not 
lorified © him as God, neither were thankful ; 
t they became vain in their reaſonings, and 
their unintelligent heart was involved in darkneſs. 
Profeſſing themſelves to be ſages, they became 
fools : and they changed the glory of the incor-

by Ia the faith, and fortified againſt temptation, + Or, 
defirous, t i. e. the manner of becoming righteous, 
which God hath appointed in the goſpel, to be by faith.

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ruptible God into the repreſenting image of cor- 
ruptible man, and birds, and 7 Ana”. tar ani- 
mals, and reptiles. God therefore delivered them 
up to uncleanneſs, in © gratifying * the luſts of 
their own hearts, to diſhonour their bodies among 
themſelves. Who changed the truth of God in- 25 
to a lie, and worſhipped and ſerved the creature 
to the neglect of the Creator, who is bleſſed for 
ever. Amen. Therefore God abandoned them 
to the moſt infamous paſſions; for their women 
changed the natural uſe * to that which is 
againſt nature. And likewiſe their males, leav- 
ing the natural uſe of the female, have been in- 
flamed with defires towards each other, males 
with males perpretating that which is moſt ſhame-. 
ful, and receiving in themſelves the juſt recom- 
2 of their error. And as they were not ſo- 
icitous to retain God in their * knowledge, God 
delivered them over to an undiſcerning mind, to 
do things moſt inexpedient : full of all injuſtice, 
lewdags, miſchief, covetouſneſs, mahgnity ; 
filled with envy, murder, contention, fraud, in- 
veteracy of evil habits ; whiſpering, backbiting,.30 
haters of God, violent, proud, bqaſters, inven- 
tors of evil things, diſobedient to parents, with- 
out underſtanding, implacable, without natural 
affection, breaking treaties, unmerciful : who, 
though they knew the righteous judgments of 
God, that they who do ſuch things are worthy of 
death, not only do theſe things, but agree toge- 
ther with thoſe that do them.

Therefore thou art inexcuſable, O man, who--3# 
ſoever thou art, that judgeſt : for wherein thou 
judgeſt another, thou condemneſt thyſelf ; for 
thou, who judgeſt, doſt the ſame things. For 

we know that the judgment of God 1s accordin 
to truth againſt thoſe who do ſuch things. A 
reaſoneſt thou thus, O man, who judgeſt * 
| t 
#* Of the other ſex, 
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that do ſuch things, while thou doeſt them thy- 
ſelf, that thou ſhouldeſt eſcape the judgment of 
God ? Or doſt thou deſpiſe the riches of his gen- 
tleneſs, and ' forbearance, and long-ſuffering ; 
not knowing that the gentleneſs of God leadeth 
thee to repentance ? but by this hardneſs and 
impenitence of thy heart, art treaſuring up to 
thyſelf wrath in the day of wrath, and revelation: 
of the righteous judgment of God ; Who will re- 
eompenſe every man according to his works: to 
thoſe that by a patient courſe of well doing, ſeek 
for glory, and honour, and immortality, eternal 
life : but to the children of contention,. who are 
diſobedient to the truth, but obedient to unrigh- 


. teouſneſs, © he will render indignation and

wrath, tribulation and anguiſh upon every ſoul 
of man who worketh evil; to the Jew firſt, and 
to the Greek. But glory, honour, and peace 
* ſhall be to every one, who worketh good; 
firſt to the Jew, and then to the Greek. For 
there is no acceptance of perſons with God. For 
as many as have finned without the law, ſhall 
without the law periſh. And as many as have. 
finned under the law, ſhall be judged by the 
law ; (for not the hearers of the law © are” juſt 
before God, but the doers of the law ſhall be juſ- 
tified. For when the Gentiles, who have not 


the law, do by nature the duties required by che

law, theſe having not the law are à law unto 
themſelves : who ſhew the work of the law writ- - 
ten upon their hearts; their conſciences joining 


to bear witneſs, and their mutual reaſonings | 


among themſelves accuſing or defending) in that 
day when God ſhall judge the ſecrets of men by 


JEsvs Chriſt, according to my goſpel. 
Behold, thou beareſt the name 4 a Jew, and 


thou repoſeſt thyſelf on the law, and thou glorieſt 


in God, and knoweſt his will, and diſcerneſt 
things that differ, being inſtructed out OO 
Spud Ws: 
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law, and art confident that thou thyſelf art a 
28 of the blind, a light to them that are in 
arkneſs, an inſtructor of the ignorant, a teacher 20 
of babes, having a form of the knowledge and 
truth, which is in the law. Thou therefore that 
teacheſt another, teacheſt thou not thyſelf? Thou 
that preacheſt a man ſhould not ſteal, doſt thou 
ſteal ? Thou that forbideſt a man to commit adul- 
tery, doſt thou commit adultery? Thou that doſt 
abominate idols, doſt thou commit ſacrilege ? 
Thou that glorieſt in the law, doſt thou by the 
tranſgreſſion of the law diſhonour God? For 
the name of God is by your means blaſphemed- 
„among the Gentiles,” as it is written. For 25 
circumciſion 15 indeed profitable, if a man k 
the law: but if thou be a tranſgreſſor of the law, 
thy circumciſion is become uneircumeiſion. And 
therefore if the uncircumciſion obſerve the righ- 
teous determinations of the law, ſhall not his 
uncircumciſion be imputed as circumciſion * Yea 
the uncircumcifion that is by nature, accompliſh= 
ing the law, ſhall judge thee, who by the letter 
and circumciſion art a tranſgreſſor of the law. 
For he is not a Jew, who is ſo in outward ſhew, 
neither is that circumciſion, which 1s ap I'S 
in the fleſh. But he is' a lei, who is one in the 
hidden part; and circumciſion 1s that ? of the 
heart, in the ſpirit, not in the letter, whoſe praiſe 
* 1s * not of men, but of God. FEE 
+ What then is the advantage of the Jew, r. 
or what the profit of circumciſion ? Much every 
way: chiefly in that they have been intruſted 
with the oracles of God. And what if ſome be- 
lieved not? Shall their unbelief diſannul the faith 
of God? God forbid. Let God be true, though 
every man be a liar; as it is written, That 
* thou mightieſt be juſtified in thy words, and 
| * «« mighteſt 
® 2 Sam, xii. 14. Iſa. Iii. 5, Ezek. xxxvi. ag, 
1 i, e. an uncircumciſed perſon, + An objeQion, 
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% 'mighteſt overcome, when thou art called to 
g5'** judgment *.” But, if our unrighteouſneſs re- 
commend the righteouſneſs of God, what ſhall 
we ſay? Is God unrighteous, who inflicteth 
wrath ? I ſpeak as a man f. God forbid : how 
then ſhould God judge the world ? For if the 
truth of God hath abounded to his own glory by 
means of my lie, why am I called into judgment 
as a ſinner? © And why may 1 not ſay, (as we 
are calumniated, and ſome affirm, that we main« 
tain,) let us do evil, that good may come ? 
Whoſe *1|| condemnation is juſt. 

What then? have we © Jews the advantage? 
Not at all; fer we have before proved that Jews 


t0and Gentiles are all under fin; as it is written, 


„(There is none righteous, no not one; there 
«« 1s none, that underftandeth ; there is none, 
© that ſeeketh after God. They are all declined ; 
they are altogether become uſeleſs; there is 
none that practiſeth good, not ſo much as 
„ one f. Their throat is an open ſepulchre ; 
© with their tongues they have uſed deceit; the 
«« venom of aſps is' under their lips ||: Whoſe 
15.“ mouth is full of curſing and bitterneſs. Their 

feet are ſwift to ſhed blood 4. Ruin and 
«« miſery * are in their ways. And the way of 
« of peace they have not known **. The fear of 
+ God is not before their eyes “.“ Now we 
know that what the law ſaith, it ſaith to thoſe, 
that were under the law: ſo that every mouth 
muſt be ſtopped, and the whole world ſtand con- 


20vifed before God. Therefore no fleſh ſhall' be 


juſtified before him by works of the law. For by 
the law is the knowledge of fin. 

But the righteouſneſs of God without the law 

is now manifeſt, being atteſted by the law w_

them that believe; for there is no difference: 
tor all have ſinned, and come ſhort of the glory 
of God; and are juſtiſied freely by his grace by 
virtue of that redemption which is in Chriſt je- 
sus: whom God hath propoſed as a propitiation 25 
by faith in his blood“, for a demonſtration of his 
righteouſneſs in the remiſſion of fins which are 
paſt, according to tle forbearance of God; for 
a demonſtration of his righteouſneſs in this pre- 
ſent time; that he might be juſt, and the juſtifier 
of him who is of the faith of jzsvs. Where then 
is' boaſting? It is excluded. By what law? 
© By the law of works? No: but by the law 
of faith. We therefore are come to a conelu- 
fion +, that a man 1s juſtified by faith without 
the works of the law. Is God ? the God of the 
Jews only, and not alſo of the Gentiles ? Surely 
of the Gentiles too: ſo that * it 1s ” one God, that 30 
will juftify the circumciſion by faith, and uncir- 
cumciſion through faith. Do we ſet aſide the 
— by faith? God forbid: nay, we eſtabliſh the

What then ſhall we ſay that Abraham our fa- M 
ther according to the fleſh hath found ? For if 
Abraham were juſtified by works, he hath ſome- 
thing in which he may glory: but yet © he hath”? 
not in the fight of God. For what ſaith the ſcrip- 
ture? Abraham believed God, and it was im- 
„ puted to him for righteouſneſs 1.“ Now to 
him, who worketh, the reward is not charged to 
account, as of grace, but of debt. But to him, 5 
who worketh not, but believeth on him who 
juſti fieth the ungodly, his faith is imputed to him 


| for 
Or, whom God hath ſet forth as the mercy-ſeat, through 
faith in his blood, B, + Of this part of our ar- 


gument, 1 Gem, xv. 6. 
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for righteouſneſs. And this is as David de- 
ſcribeth the bleſſedneſs of the man to whom God 
imputeth righteouſneſs without works +. ** Bleſſed 
« are they whoſe iniquities are pardoned, and 
« whoſe fins are covered: bleſſed * is ? the man to 
«© whom the Lord imputeth no ſin f.“ Now this 
bleſſedneſs, © doth it come upon the circumci- 
fron only,“ or alſo on the uncircumciſion ? For 
* when * we ſay that faith was imputed to Abra- 

30 ham for righteouſneſs ; how was it thus imputed ? 

When he was in circumciſion, ' or in uncircum- 
cifion ? Truly not in circumciſion, but in un- 
circumciſion. And he received the ſign of cir- 
cumciſion, the ſeal of the righteouſneſs of faith, 
which © he had” in uncircumciſion : that ſo he might 
be the father of all thoſe who believe in uncir- 

cumciſion, that righteouſneſs may alſo be imputed 
unto them : and the father of the lain to 
thoſe who were not only of circumciſion, but 
walk in the foot- ſteps of that faith of our father 
Abraham, which he had? in uncircumciſion. For 
the promiſe to Abraham and his ſeed, that he 
ſnould be heir of the world, was not by the law, 
but by the righteouſneſs of faith. Now if they 
who are of the law, are * heirs, faith is made 

"T5 uſeleſs, and the promiſe abrogated. For the law 
worketh wrath : for where there is no law, there 
is no tranſgreſſion. Therefore it is of faith, 
that it might be of grace, that the promiſe 
might be ſecure to all the ſeed; not only to that 
which was of the law, but to that which is of 
the faith of Abraham, who is the father of us 
all (as it is written, I have made thee a fa- 
«« ther of many nations '“) like God *, in whom 
he believed, as reanimating thoſe who are dead, 
and calling things that are not as thoſe _—_ > 
+ Or, as David deſcribeth, without © mentioning works, 
the bleſſedneſs, &c.. B. f Pal. xxxii,2,2. |} Gen, 
xvii, 16. * Who is the father of all good men, 
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© Who againſt hope, believed with hope, that he 
ſhould be a father of many nations, according to 
that which was ſpoken, ** So ſhall thy ſeed be *.” 
And not being Rebie in faith, he conſidered not 
his own body now dead, being about an hundred 
years old ; nor the deadneſs of Sarah's womb. 
He objected not to the promiſe of God through 20 
unbelief, but was ſtrengthened by faith, giving K 
glory to God : and was perſuaded that what he , 
ad promiſed, he was able to perform. And 
therefore it was imputed to him for righteouſneſs. 
Neither was it written with regard to-him only, 
that it was imputed to him ; but for our ſakes, 
to whom it ſhall alſo be imputed, if we believe 
in him, who raiſed jzsvs our Lord from the L 
dead; who was delivered for our offences, and 25 
raiſed again for our juſtification. 


Therefore being juſtified by faith, we have , , 
po with God through our Lord jzsvs Chriſt ; 

y whom we have been introduced by means of 
faith into that grace, in which we ſtand, and 
boaſt in hope of the glory of God. And not 
only ſo, but we alſo glory in © our ? tribulations, 
knowing that tribulation worketh patience, and 

atience experience, and experience hope, and 5 

ope doth not ſhame us,“ becauſe the love of 
God 1s peured into our hearts by his Holy Spi- 
rit, which is given unto us. For when we were 
yet weak, Chrift ſeaſonably died in the ſtead of 

the ungodly. Now ſcarcely would one die in 
the ſtead of a righteous + man ; if perhaps in 
the ſtead of a good f man one would even dare 
to die. But God hath recommended his love to- 


wards us, that when we were yet ſinners, he 


Gen. xv. 5. + Or juſt, who gives every one 1 
what is ſtrictly due by law. or benevolent, who 1 
voluntarily abounds in generous actions, which no law can if 
compel him to, ; | 
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died in our ſtead. Therefore much more being 
now juſtified by his blood, we ſhall be ſaved from 


rowrath by him. For if when we were enemies, 


we were reccnciled to God by the death of his 
fon, how much more being reconciled, ſhall we 
be ſaved by his life. 

And not only fo,” but we boaſt in God through 
IEsus Chriſt our Lord, by whom we have now 
received the reconciliation. Therefore as by one 
man fin entered into the world, and. death by 
ſin; and“ ſo death paſſed upon all men, unto 
which + all have ſinned. For until the law t, fin 
was in the world : but fin is not imputed, where 
there is no law, Nevertheleſs death reigned from' 
Adam to Moſes even over thoſe ||, who had not 
finned according to the likeneſs of the tranſ- 
greſſion of Adam, who was the figure of him who 


15 was to come, Yet the free gift is' not as the 


offence. For if by the offence of one many died, 
much more hath the grace of God, and the gift 


- © which is granted ” by grace in one man jESUs 


Chriſt, abounded to many. And the gift is 
not as by one that ſinned: for the ſentence of one 
* offence paſſed ? to condemnation ; but the gift 
© is effectualꝰ to juſtification from many offences. 


Moreover if by one man's offence death reigned 


by one, they who receive the abundance of grace, 


and of the gift of righteouſneſs, ſhall. much more 


reign in life by offe, even js us Chriſt. There- 
fore as © the conſequence * of one offence * ex- 


tended to all men, to condemnation ; ſo alſo 


the conſequence ? of one act of righteouſneſs 
extended to all men to juftification of life. 
For as by the diſobedience of one man many were 
conſtituted ſinners, ſo by the obedience of one 


zo many ſhall be conſtituted righteous. But the law 


made a little entrance, that the offence might 

. abound: 
Ad ſeems redundant, B. T i. e. death. 
t As well as after it. || Sc, infants, &. | 
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Abaund. Yet where fin abounded, grace hath 
ſuperabounded : that as fin had reigned in death, 
ſo grace might reign to eternal life through righ- 
teouſneſs by js us Chriſt our Lord. 


What ſhall we ſay then? Let us continue in -K. 
ſin that grace may abound ? God forbid ! we 
who are Kad to ſin, how ſhall we yet live in it? 
What, know ye not, that as many of us as have 
been baptized into 3zsvs Chriſt, have been bap- 
tized into his death? Therefore we are buried 
with him in baptiſm into his death; that as 
Chriſt was raiſed from the dead by the glory of 
the Father, ſo we allo ſhould walk in newneſs of 
life. For if we are made to grow together in the 5 
likeneſs of his death, ſo alſo ſhall we be in the 
likeneſs * of © his ' reſurrection: as we know 
this, that our old man hath been crucified toge- 
ther * with Chriſt,” that ſo the body of ſin might 
be enervated, that we might no longer be in bon- 
dage to ſin. For he that is dead, is ſet at liberty 
from fin. And we believe, that if we be dead with 
Chrift, we ſhall alſo live with him: as we know 
that Chriſt being raiſed from the dead, dieth no 
more; death no more reigneth over him. For 10 
whereas he died, he died once for all for ſin; 
and as he liveth, he liveth to God: fo do ye 
alſo reckon yourſelves to be dead unto fin, and 
alive to God in Chriſt ES US our Lord, There- 
fore let not fin reign in your mortal bodies; to 
obey it in its licentious deſires : neither preſent 
your members to ſin, * as * inſtruments of un- 
righteouſneſs ; but preſent yourſelves to God 
alive from the dead, and your members to God, 
as inſtruments of righteouſneſs ; for fin ſhall not 
have dominion over you, as you are not under 
the law, but under prace. | 
What then? hat we fin becauſe we are not 1 5 
under the law, but under grace? God for- 
bid! Know ye not, that to whomſoever ye pre- 


* 
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ſent yourſelves * as * ſervants to obey, his ſer- 
vants you are whom you obey ; either of ſin to 
death, or of obedience to righteouſneſs? But 
thanks be to God, that whereas vou were the 
ſervants of fin, ye have obeyed from the heart the 
model of doctrine into which ye were delivered “. 
And being made free from ſin, ye are become 
the ſervants of righteouſneſs. I ſpeak as a man, 
becauſe of the weakneſs of your fleſh. As ye 
have preſented your members ſervants to unclean- 
neſs, and to iniquity into iniquity ; ſo now preſent 
your members ſervants of righteouſneſs to holineſs. 
20 For when ye were ſervants of fin, ye were free 
from righteouſneſs. What fruit Kane did 
you then derive from thoſe things of which you 
are now aſhamed ? For the end of thoſe things 
is' death. But now being ſet free from fin, 
and engaged to God as his ſervants, you have 
your fruit unto holineſs, and the end eternal life. 
For death is the wages of fin : but eternal life 
© is” the gift of God in Chriſt Es us our Lord. 
* But know ye not, brethren, (for I am ſpeaking 
to thoſe, that are acquainted with the law) that 
the law ruleth over a man ſo long as it liveth ?

Therefore if ſhe become 
the property of another whilſt her huſband liveth, 
ſhe carnieth the name of an adultreſs ; but if her 
huſband be dead, then ſhe is ſet at liberty from 
the law, ſo as to be no more an adultreſs, though 
ſhe become the property of another. Thus ye 
alſo, my brethren, are dead to the law by the 
body of Chriſt, that ye might be married to ano- 
ther, that is to him, who was raiſed from the 
dead, that we might bring forth fruit unto God. 
5 For when we were in the fleſh, ſinful paſſions 35

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the law were active in our members; ſo as to 
bring forth fruit to death. But now we are ſet at 
liberty from the law (that in which we are held be- 
ing dead) ſo as to ſerve God in the newneſs of 
9 ſpirit, and not in the oldneſs of the letter.

But ſin taking occaſion from the 
commandment, wrought powerfully in me all 
manner of concupiſcence : becauſe without the 
law of God fin © was dead.

For fin 
taking occaſion by the commandment, deceived 
me, and thereby it flew me. So that the law * is

Wretched man, that 
I am! who ſhall reſcue me from the body of this 
25 death? * I thank God through jesvs Chriſt our 
Lord. So then, whereas I myſelf with my ſpi- 
rit ſerve the law of God, though with my fleſh 


| 4x the law of fin : there is now no condemnation 


to thoſe in Chriſt jesus, who walk not after the 
fleſh, but after the ſpirit. For .the law of the 
ſpirit of life in Chriſt jesvs hath ſet me at 2 
rom the law of fin and death. For God hat! 
done what it was impoſſible for the law to do, 
in that it was weak through the fleſh : © he * by 
ſending his own ſon in the likeneſs of ſinful fleſh, 
and to be a ſacrifice for ſin, hath condemned fin 
in the fleſh : that the righteouſneſs of the law 
may be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the 
fleſh, but after the ſpirit. 
5 For they, who are after the fleſh, do mind the 
things of the fleſh ; but they, who are after the 
ſpirit, © do mind the things of the ſpirit. Now 
e minding of the fleſh © is death, whereas the 
minding the ſpirit * is' life and peace: becauſe 
the carnal mind is * enmity to God. For it is 
not ſubject to the law of God, neither indeed can 
it be ſo.” So, that they who are in the fleſh, 
cannot pleaſe God. But you are not in the 
fleſh, but in the ſpirit, if the ſpirit of God 


dwelleth in you. And if any man have not the 
10 ſpirit of Chriſt, he is none of his. And if Chriſt 
de in you, the body is indeed dead * 
| 0 
Some copies read, * The grace of God through, &c," 
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of fin z yet the ſpirit is life becauſe of righ- 
teouſneſs. And if the Spirit of him, that raiſed 
up JEsvUs from the dead, dwell in you, he that 
raiſed up Chriſt from the dead, will alſo quicken 

ur mortal bodies by that Spirit, which dwelleth 8 
5 you. Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not unto the fleſh, that we ſhould live after the 
fleſh. For if ye live after the fleſh, ye ſhall die: 
but if ye, through the Spirit, do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye ſhall live. For as many as 
are led by the Spirit of God, they are the ſons of 
God, For ye have not received the ſpirit of bon- 15 
dage again unto fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, by which we cry, Abba, 
father.” For the Spirit himſelf beareth witneſs 
with our ſpirit, that we are the children of God. 
And if children, then heirs ; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs of Chrift || : provided that we ſuffer 
with him,“ that we may alſo be glorified to- 
gether. * 

And I find upon computation, that the ſuffer- 
ings of the preſent time are ?* not worthy of 
any account,” when ſet againſt that glory, that 
ſhall be revealed to us. For the earneſt expecta- 
tion of the creation is waiting for the revelation 
of the ſons of God : (for the creation was made 20 
ſubje& to vanity, not willingly, but by him *, 
who ſubjected it) in hope that the creation ſhall 
be ſet free from the bondage of corruption, into 
the glorious hberty of the ſons of God.

Let every ſoul be in ſubjection to the ſuperior 
authorities. For there is no authority but from 
God. The authorities, that exiſt, are diſpoſed 
by God. He therefore, who ſetteth himſelf againſt 
the authority, withſtandeth the diſpoſition of 
God: and they who withſtand, ſhall: receive to 
themſelves condemnation. For rulers are not a 
terror to good works, but to evil. Wouldeſt 
thou not therefore be afraid of the authority, do 
that which is good, and thou ſhalt have praiſe.

Render therefore to 
all their due: to whom tribute is due, render“ 
tribute: to whom caitom; cuſtom: to whom re- 
verence, reverence : to whom honour, honour. 
Owe nothing to any +, but to love one another: 
for he that loveth another. hath fulfilled the law.

For 
none of us liveth to himſelf; and none of 
us ? dieth to himſelf. But if we live, we live 
to the Lord; or if we die, we die unto the 
Lord : ſo that whether we live, or die, we 
are the Lord's, For to this purpoſe Chriſt both 
died, and roſe again, and continueth alive, that 
he might be Lord both of the dead, and of the 
living.

I know, and am perſuaded by the Lord 
zEsUs Chriſt, that nothing |} is * unclean of 
itſelf; unleſs * it be ? to him that accounteth any 
thing to be unclean; and to him it is unclean. * 
But if thy brother be grieved by thy ? meat, 15 
thou no longer walkeſt according to love; Do not 
deſtroy him by thy meat, for whom Chriſt died. 
Let not then your good be ſlandered. For the 
kingdom of God conſiſteth not in meat and drink, 
but in righteouſneſs, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghoſt. And he that in theſe things ſerveth 
Chriſt, © is' acceptable to God, and approved 
by men. Let us therefore purſue the things 
which tend to peace, and mutual edification. Do 20 
not for the ſake of meat deſtroy & the work of 
God. Indeed all things “ are”? pure; yet © that 
is * evil to a man, that he eateth with offence. 
It is' good neither to eat fleſh, nor to drink 
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wine,

AUL called * to be ? an apoſtle of js vs Chriſt ,, 

by the will of God, and Soſthenes a brother, 
to the church of God which is in Corinth, ſanc- 
tified in Chriſt jesvs, called as ſaints, and to 
all that in every place invoke the name of the 
Lord jz$svs Chriſt, their Lord? and ours: may 
yu and peace be with you from God our 
ather, and from js us Chriſt our Lord. 

T always give thanks to my God on your ac- 
count, for the grace of God given unto you in 
Chriſt jxæs us; that in all things ye are enriched 5 
in him in all utterance, and in' all knowledge; 

as the teſtimony of Chriſt was confirmed among 
you. So that you are deficient in no gift, wait- 
ing for the manifeſtation of our Lord jesvs 
Chriſt: who will confirm you to the end; © fo 
that ye may be blameleſs in the day of our 
Lord jesus Chriſt. For God * is faithful, by 
whom you were called into the communion of 
his ſon jesvs Chriſt. | 

I now beſeech you, brethren, by the name of 10 
our Lord jesvs Chriſt, that ye all ſpeak the ſame 
thing, and that there may be no Hils among 
you ; but that ye be all knit together in the 
ſame mind, and in the ſame ſentiment: becauſe 

it 
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it hath been certified to me, my brethren, con- 
cerning you, by thoſe of Chloe's family, that 
there are contentions among you. Now this I 
ſay, that every one of you ſaith, I am for Paul, 
and I for Apollos, and I for Cephas *, and I for 
Chriſt, Is Chriſt divided ? Was Paul crucified 
for you ? Or were you baptized into the name of 
Paul? I thank God I baptized none of you, ex- 
15 cept Criſpus and Gaius: leſt any ſhould fay, that 
I had baptized into my own name. I baptized 
alſo the family of Stephanus 3 and I know not 
whether I baptized any other. 

For Chriſt did not ſend me to baptize, but to 
preach the wag) * and that * not with wiſdom 
of words, leit the croſs of Chriſt ſhould have been 
rendered vain. For the doctrine of the croſs is 
indeed folly to them that are periſhing ; but to 
us who are ſaved, it is the power of For 
it is written, „I will deftroy the wiſdom of the 
* wiſe, and aboliſh the ſagacity of the pru- 


20*© dent +.” Where is the wiſe? Where the 


ſcribe? Where the diſputer of this world ? Hath 
not God made the wiſdom of this world fooliſh ? 
For fince in the wiſdom of God, the world by 
wiſdom knew not God, it pleaſed God by the 
folly of preaching to ſave thoſe that believe. 
For whereas the Jews demand a ſign, and the 
Greeks ſeek wiſdom ; we nevertheleſs preach 
Chriſt crucified ; to the Jews indeed a ftumbling- 
black, and fooliſhneſs to the Greeks :; but to thoſe 
who are called, both Jews and Greeks, Chriſt 
25 the of God, and the wiſdom of God. Be- 
couls the folly of God t is wiſer than men; and 
the weakneſs of God ſtronger than men. For be-

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hold your calling *, brethren, * there are not 
many wiſe according to the fleſh, not many 
mighty, not many noble. But God hath choſen 
the foolifh things of this world, that he may ſhame 
the wiſe: and the weak things of the world hath 
God choſen, that he may ſhame its mighty things: 
and ignoble things of the world hath God choſen, 
and things fet at nought, and things which are 
not , that he may aboliſh things that are 1: that 
no fleſh might boaſt in his preſence, For of him 30 
ye are in Chriſt jzsvs, who is made of God unto 
us wiſdom, and righteouſneſs, and ſanctification, 
and redemption || : that, as it is written, He 
that boaſteth, let him boaſt in the Lord 5.“ 
And, brethren, I, when I came among you, . 
came not with the pomp of language, or wiſdom, © * 
declaring to you the teſtimony of God: for I de- 
termined I would know nothing among you, but 
Ixs us Chriſt, even that crucified © perſon. And 
I was with you in weakneſs, and 1n fear, and in 
much trembling. And my ſpeech, and my 
preaching * was ? not in the perſuaſive diſcourſes 
of human wiſdom, but in the demonſtration of 
the ſpirit, and of power; that your faith ſhouldg 
not depend on the wiſdom of men, but on the 
power of God. 

Nevertheleſs we ſpeak wiſdom among thoſe, 
who are perfect: but not the wiſdom of this 
world, nor of the rulers of this world; who ne- 
vertheleſs ſhall be brought down. But we ſpeak 
the wiſdom of God in a myſtery, which 4 was 
hidden, which God fram eternal ages pre-deter- 

mined for our glory, whach none of the as

the things of God, but the Spirit of God. Now 
the ſpirit, which we have received, 1s not that 
of the world, but that Spirit, which is from God ; 
that we might know the things, which are freely 


giren us by God: which we alſo ſpeak, not in 


words dictated by human wiſdom, but in thoſe 
dictated by the Holy Spirit; explaining ſuch ſpi- 
ritual things by ſpiritual © words.” But the ani- 
mal man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God : for they are fooliſhneſs to him, neither 
can he know them, ' for they are ſpiritually diſ- 


15 cerned. But the fpiritual man diſcerneth all 


things, while he himſelf is diſcerned by no man. 


For who hath known the mind of the Lord, who 


hath inſtructed him ? But we have the mind of

u as ſpiritual, but as carnal, as babes in Chriſt +. 
fed you with milk, and not ſtrong meat : be- 
cauſe ye were not able © to bear it; nor are ye 
yet able, for ye are carnal : for while © there is 
emulation, and contention, and faction among 
you, are you not carnal ? and do ye not walk as 
men ? For when one ſaith, I am for Paul, and 
another, I for Apollos, are ye not carnal ?

Nor 
do I judge myſelf, for I am not conſcious to my- - 
ſelf of any thing, yet I am not hereby juſtißed : 
5 but he that judgeth me is the Lord t. Therefore 
judge nothing before the time, until the Lord 
ſhall come, who ſhall. bring to- light the hidden 
things of darkneſs, and manifeſt the counſels of 
the hearts. And then ſhall every one have praiſe 
from God. 

Theſe things, brethren, I have by a figure 
transferred to myſelf, and to Apollos for your 
fakes, that you may learn in us, not to entertain 
too high an opinion of yourſelves above what 1s 
written, that you may not be puffed up for one ||, 
againſt another. For who maketh thee to differ 
from another ?* And what haſt thou, which thou 
didſt not receive? But if thou haſt received * it,” 
why doſt thou boaſt, as if thou hadſt not received 
it?“ Now you are full; now you are rich; you 
have reigned as kings without us: and I wiſh 
you. did reign, that we might alſo reign with 
you. For I think God hath exhibited us, the

And ye are 
puffed up; and ſhould ye not rather have la- 
mented, that he who hath committed this fact, 
mould be taken away from you ? But, I abſent 
indeed in body, but preſent in ſpirit, have, as if 
I were preſent, judged him, who hath committed 
this enormity ; that ye being gathered together 
in the name of our Lord jesvs Chriſt, and my 
ſpirit with the power of our Lord jesus Chrift, 
a — deliver ſuch an one to Satan *, in order to the 
deſtruction of the fleſh, that the ſpirit may be 
ſaved in the day of the Lord jzsus. Your boaſt- 
ing is not good: do you not know that a little 
leaven leaveneth the whole maſs? Therefore 
purge out the old leaven, that ye may be a new

Dare any of you, having any matter of 3 
plaint * againſt another, refer it to the unjuſt“, 
and not to the ſaints?

And if the world is 
to be judged by you, are ye unworthy of deter- 
mining the moſt inconſiderable matters? Know 
ye not that we ſhall judge angels? And are ye 
not © worthy to judge the affairs, which relate 
to this life? If . ye have controverſies re- 
lating to the affairs of this life, do ye ſet thoſe to 
determine them, who are of no eſteem at all in 
the church? I ſpeak this to your ſhame. What 5 
is there not one intelligent perſon among you, 
who may be able to determine the cauſe of a bro- 
ther? But one brother hath a ſuit againſt another, 
and this before infidels. Therefore even this is 
altogether a fault among you, that ye have con- 
teſts with each other. Why do ye not rather en- 
dure wrong? Why do ye not rather ſuffer your- 
ſelves to be defrauded ? But you do wrong, and 
defraud even * your brethren. What! do ye 
not indeed know, that the unjuſt ſhall not inhe- 
rit the kingdom of God ? Be not deceived, nei- 
ther fornicators, nor idolaters, nor effeminate per- 


ſons, nor ſodomites, nor thieves, nor covetous, 10 


nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor rapacious per- 
ſons ſhall inherit the kingdom of God. And ſuch 
were ſome of you: but ye are waſhed, but ye 
are ſanctiſied, but ye are juſtified in the name of 
the Lord jtsus, and by the Spirit of our God.

Now as to the reſt I k, not the Lord: if 
any brother hath an unbelieving wife, and ſhe 
conſent to dwell with him, let him not diſmiſs 
her. And if any wife have an anbelieving huſ- 
band, and he confent to dwell with her, let her 
not diſmiſs him. For the unbelieving hufband 
is ſanctiſied to the wife, and the unbelieving wife 
is ſanctiſied to the huſband : otherwiſe your chil- 
dren were unclean, but now are they holy.

I for my part run not, 
as one who is to paſs undiſtinguiſhed ; I fight not, 
as one that beateth the air; but I mortify my 
body, and bring it into ſervitude, left after having

No 
temptation hath yet taken you, but ſuch as is 
common to man. And God is faithful, who 
will not leave you to be tempted above your 
ability, but: will with the temptation, provide 
you alſo a way of eſcape, that you may be able 
to bear it.

But while I am giving you ? theſe inftruc- 
tions, I do not praiſe © you that you come to- 
ther, not for the better, but for the worſe. 
or firſt t, when ye come together in the church, 
I hear that there are ſchiſms among you, and I 
do in ſome reſpect believe it. For there muſt be 
even hereſies among you, that they who are ap- 
20 — may be made manifeſt among you. There- 
; re when you come together into one place ||, it 
is not eating the Lord's ſupper : for every one in 
eating, taketh before the other his own ſupper, 
and 55 one is hungry, another drinketh to exceſs. 
What! have ye not houſes to eat, and to drink 
in? Or do you deſpiſe the church of God, and 
ſhame thoſe, that have not 5? What ſhall I ſay 
to you ? Shall I praiſe you in this reſpect? I 
ſe you not 4. For I received from the Lord, 
that which alſo delivered to you: that the Lord 
Jesus Chriſt, the © ſame night in which he was 
betrayed, took bread ; and having given thanks, 
he brake it, and ſaid, Take, eat, this is my 
body, which is broken for you: this do in com- 
25. memoration of me.” In like manner alſo © he 
took the cup after he had ſupped, ſaying, ** This

come. So that whoſoever ſhall eat this bread, or 
drink *© this cup of the Lord unworthily, ſhall 
be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. 
Therefore let a man examine himſelf, and ſo let 
him eat of the bread, and drink of the cup: for 
he that eateth and drinketh in an unworthy man- 
ner, eateth and drinketh judgment + to himſelf, 
not diſtinguiſhing the Lord's body. Upon this.30 
account many of you are weak, and ſick, and 
ſome are fallen aſleep *. For if we would judge- 
ourſelves, we ſhould not be judged: but when we 
are judged, we are corrected of the Lord, that we 
may not be condemned with the world. There- 
fore, my brethren, when ye come together to eat,. 
wait one for another. And if any one be hungry, 
let him eat at his own houſe, that you may not 
come together to condemnation. As for the other 
particulars, I will regulate them when I come. 


Now concerning ſpiritual * gifts,” brethren, Iu 
would not have you ignorant. You know that; 
ye were heathens, carried after dumb idols, juſt 
as you were led. Therefore I give you to know,, 
that no one ſpeaking by the Spirit of. God, calleth. 
JESUS. ACC : and no one can ſay, that je-- 
SUS © is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghoſt. 
| Now there are diverſities of gifts, but the ſame: 
ſpirit. And there are diverſities of adminiftra-5 
tions, and the ſame Lord. And there are diver- 
ſities of operations, yet it is the ſame God, who. 
worketh all in all. But to every one 1s given a. 
manifeſtation of the Spirit, as is moſt profitable.

But the 
one and the ſame Spirit worketh all theſe, divid- 
ing anto every one ſeverally as he thinketh fit.

Chriſt. For by one Spirit we are all baptized 
into one body, whether Jews or Greeks, whether 
flaves or freemen : and we ate all made to drink 
into one Spirit“.

If the foot ſhould ſuy, Be- 
cauſe I am not the hand, I am not of the body: 
is it for this not of the body? And if the ear 
ſhould ſay, Becauſe I am not the eye, I am 
not of the body: is it for this not of the body?

For if the dead are not 
raiſed, neither is Chriſt raiſed : and if Chriſt be 
not raiſed, your faith is' vain: ye are till in 
your ſins. Then alſo they, who ſleep in Chriſt, 
are periſhed. If in this life only we have pe 
in Ghris, we were of all men the moſt pitiable. 
20 But now Chriſt is indeed riſen from the dead, 
and become the firſt fruits of them that ſlept. For 
as death came by man, ſo likewiſe by man 
* cometh ? the reſurrection of the dead. For as 
in Adam all are dead, fo in Chriſt all ſhall alſo 
be made alive. But every one in his own order : 
Chriſt the firſt-fruits, and they who are Chriſt's, 
afterwards at his coming. Then ſhall ? the 
end © be, when he ſhall deliver up the kingdom 
to God, even the father; when he ſhall have 
aboliſhed all P and all authority, and 
25 power.

Be 
not deceived, GOOD MANNERS ARE DEBAUCH- 
ED BY TALK PROFANE f. Awake [as becometh 
righteous men] and fin not I, for ſome are igno- 
rant of God: I ſay this to your ſhame. 


But ſome one will © perhaps ſay, * How are 3; 


the dead raiſed up, and with what kind“ of 
body do they come? Thou thoughtleſs creature, 
that ſeed, which thou ſoweſt, is not quickened 
except it die 5. And © as for * that which thou 
ſoweſt, thou ſoweſt not the body, which ſhall be, 
but bare grain, perhaps of wheat, or of any other

JEsvs Chriſt, the father of mercies, and the God 
of all conſolation ; who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able to comfort thoſe 
who are in any tribulation, by the comfort where- 
by we ourſelves are comforted of God. Becauſe ; 
as the ſufferings of Chriſt abound with reſpe& to 
us, ſo our conſolation by Chriſt doth abound. 
For whether we be afflicted, * it is' in ſubſer- 
vience to your conſolation, and ſalvation, which 
is effectually wrought out by the patient enduring 
of the ſame ſufferings, which we alſo undergo : 
or whether we be comforted, * it is' for your 
conſolation and ſalvation. And our hope con- 
cerning you is' ſtedfaſt *, knowing that as ye

In ſeveral good MSS, it is “ ſufferings, which we alſo 
undergo z. and our hope concerning you is ſtedfaſt.“ Or, 
whether we be comforted, it is for your conſolation and ſal- 
vation; knowing, Ke. 
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are partakers of the ſufferings, ſo alſo of the con- 
ſolation. For we would not have you, brethren, 
ignorant concerning our affliction, which befel 
us in Aſia, that we were exceedingly preſſed be- 
yond our power; ſo that we deſpaired of being 
able even to live. And we ourſelves received the 
ſentence of death in ourſelves “, that we migkt 
not truſt in ourſelves, but in God, who raiſeth 
| 10the dead: who reſcued us from ſo great a death, 
and doth reſcue : in whom we truſt, that he will 
ſtill reſcue : you workipg together 1 in prayer for 
us, that ſo the favour obtained for us by many, 
may be acknowledged by the thankſgiving of 
many on our account, For this is our rejoicing, 
the teſtimony of our conſcience, that in ſimplicity 
and godly ſincerity, not with carnal wiſdom, but 
by the grace of God, we have had our converſation 
in the world, and more eſpecially towards you. 
For we write no other things to you, but what 
ye know and acknowledge; ; and I hope that 4- 
will acknowledge them“ even unto the end: 
indeed ye have acknowledged us in part, . we 
are your boaſting, as ye alſo are ours in the 
15 day of the Lord zesvs. And in this confidence 
I was before defirous of coming to you, that ye 
might have had a ſecond benefit : and to paſs by 
you into Macedonia, and to come to you again 
from Macedonia, and be brought forward by you 
in my journey towards Judea-. Now when Lin- 
tended this, did I uſe levity? Or the things, 
which I purpoſe, do I purpoſe according to the 
fleſh, ſo that there ſhould be _ me yea, yea, 
and nay, .nay +? As God is faithful, our 
word to you hath not been yea 50 nay f. For | 
1e5us Chriſt the ſon of God. who was preached 4 
| by 
* j, e. we looked upon ourſclves as dead men. + Such 
an uncertainty and inconſiſtency of conduct, that none 


could depend cn nme. 1 Chriſt and his gofpel were Nor 
ꝛanconſiſtent and contradictory. 
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by us amongſt you, that is by me, and Silvanus 
and Timothy, was not yea and nay, but in him 
all' was yea. For all the promiſes of God“ are 20 
in him yea, and in him amen, to the glory of God 
by us. For he, who alſo ettablithed us together 
With you in Chriſt, and hath anointed us * is“ 
God; who hath alſo ſealed us, and given“ us' the 
earneſt of the Spirit in our hearts. But I call 
God for a a. on my ſoul, that to ſpare you 1 
came not as yet to Corinth. Not becauſe we 
have any dominion over your faith, but we are 
helpers of your joy: for by faith ye have ſtood *. 

+ But I determined this with myſelf, that I 
would not come to you again in grief, For if I 
grieve you, who ſhould then rejoice me, unleſs 
it be he who is grieved by me? And have writ- 
ten thus to you, that J may not when | come, 
have grief on account of thoſe, for whom 1 ought 
to rejoice, having this perſuaſion concerning you 
all, that my joy is © the joy * of you all. For 
with much affliction and a anguiſh of heart, I wrote 
to you with many tears; not that ye might be 
grieved, but that ye might x no: that overBowing 
love which I bear to you. And if any hath oc-5 
caſioned grief, he hath only grieved me in part , 
that I may not overburden you all ||. Suficient 

to ſuch an one is ' this rebuke, that he hath 
ſuſfered' by many. So that on the contrary you 
ſhould rather forgive and comfort him,“ left 
ſuch a one ſhould be ſwallowed up with an excess 
of ſorrow, Therefore I beſeech you to confirm 
the aſſurance of your * love to him. For to 
this purpoſe I have written, that I might have 
expertence of you, whether ve would be obedient 
in all things. To whom you forgive any thing, 10

number who have grieved: this I ſay, that, &c, Nor 
fix an unjuſt charge on the whole body, 
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I alfo * forgive it;“ and if I forgive any thing, 
to whomſoever it may be, it is for your ſakes 
in the perſon of Chriſt ; leſt Satan ſhould get an 
advantage over us: for we are not ignorant of 
his devices. 

When I came unto Troas in © the ſervice of the 
goſpel of Chriſt, and there was a door opened to 
me in the Lord, I had no reſt in my ſpirit, be- 
cauſe I did not find my brother Titus: but taking 
my leave of them, I vent into. Macedonia. But 
thanks * be rendered * to the God, who always 
cauſeth us to triumph in Chriſt, and manifeſteth 
by us in every place the odour of his knowledge. 
For we are to God a ſweet odour of Chriſt “, 
with reſpe& to them who are ſaved, and to them 
who periſh, To the latter indeed “ we are an 
odour of death to death ; but to the other * we 
are an odour of life to life, And who * 1s ? ſuf. 
ficient for theſe things + ? For we are not as many, 
who adulterate the word of God: but as of 
ſincerity, but as of God, in the preſence of God 
we {peak in Chriſt f. Do we again begin to re- 
commend ourieives fi you?” Or do we nerd, 
as ſome do, recommendatory letters to you, 
or recommendatory letters* from you? You are 
our epiſtle written upon our || hearts, known and 
read by all men.” * Ye are” manifeſt as the epiſ- 
tle of Chriſt miniſtered by us, written not with 
ink, but by the Spirit of the living God; not in 


tables of ftone, but in the fleſhy tables of the

heart. Such confidence have we towards God 
by Chriſt. Not that we are ſufficient of ourſelves 
to reckon upon any thing as from ourſelves, for 
our ſuficiency is from God, Who alſo _ |

Doddridge has © your hcarts:* but there ſcems to be no

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made us able miniſters of the new covenant, not 
of the letter, but of the ſpirit ; for the letter 
killeth, but the ſpirit giveth life. 

For if the miniſtration of death contained ?

Having 
therefore this hope, we uſe great liberty of ad- 
dreſs; and * are not as Moſes, © who put a veil 
upon his face, that the children of Iſrael could not 
directly look to the end of that ||, which was to be 
aboliſhed. But their underſtandings are blinded, 
for until this day the ſame veil continues unre- 
moved during the reading of the Old Teſtament $;

-+-rit. Therefore having been inſtructed with ſach 
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a miniſtration, as we have obtained mercy * of 
God,” we faint not: but we have renounced the 
hidden things of ſhame ; not walking in crafti- 
neſs, nor Jeceirfully corrupting the word of 
God ; but by the manifeftation of the truth, re- 
commencing ourſelves to every man's conſcience 
in the fight of God. But if our goſpel be under 
a veil too, it 1s-veiled to rhoſe that are periſhing : 


among whom are they * whoſe unbelieving minds 
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LO 


the god of this world“ hath blinded, leſt the luſ- 
tre of the glorious goſpel of Chrift, who is the 
image of God, ſhould beam forth upon them. 
For we preach not ourſelves +, but Chriſt jesvs 
the Lord; and ourſelves your ſervants for the 
ſake of jsus. For God who commanded the 
light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath ſhined into 
our hearts, to impart the luſtre of the know- 

ledge of God's glory in the face of jzzsus Chriſt, 
But we have this treaſure in earthen veſſels , 
that the excellence of the power may be of God, 
and not of us. We are in every reſpect afflict- 
ed, but not utterly over-preiſed ; brought into 
dubious circumſtances, but not in deſpair ; 
perſecuted, but nt forſaken; thrown down, 
et not deſtroyed ; always bearing about in the 
dy the dying of the Lord jzsvs, that the life 
alſo of zEsus may be manifeſted in {| our body. 
For we who live, are continually delivered over 
to death for the ſake of jESUS, that the life alſo 
of jesus may be manifeſted in our mortal fleſh, 
ſo that death worketh in us, but life in you. 
We having the ſame ſpirit of faith according to 
what 1s written, ©* I have believed, and —_— 
© fore 


i. e. Satan, called by the Jews Samarr, * the god 
who blinds. + Make not ourſelves, our own in- 
tereſt, &c. the end of our preaching. 1 Frail, infirm, 
mortal inſtruments, In the preſervation of our 
body. | 
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&« fore have I ſpoken “; we alſo believe, and 
therefore ſpeak : knowing that he who raiſed up | 
the Lord Es us, will alſo raiſe up by jzsvs, and 
will preſent © us? with you. For all things are *15 
for your ſakes, that the overflowing grace might 
abound by the thankſgiving of many to the glory 
of God. 
On this account we faint not, but if our outer 
man periſheth, yet the inner is daily renewed. 
For this momentary lightneſs of our affliction is 
working out for us a 4 more exceeding * and * 
eternal weight of glory; while we are not aim- 
ing at the things which are viſible, but at thoſe 
which are inviſible: for the things, which are 
viſible, © are * temporary; but thoſe, which are 
inviſible, * are eternal. For we know, if our-3x- 
earthly houſe of this * tabernacle were diſſolved, 
we have a building of God, an houſe not made. 
with hands, eternal in the heavens. And in this 
we groan earneſtly, deſiring to be cloathed upon 
with our houſe, which 1s from heaven ; ſince be- 
ing ſo cloathed upon we ſhall not be found 
naked +. Moreover we who are in this taber- 
nacle do groan being burdened : nevertheleſs we 
would not be uncloathed, but cloathed upon; - 
that what is mortal may be ſwallowed up by life. 
Now he who hath wrought us to this very thing 5 
is? God, who hath alſo given us the earneſt of his 
Spirit. Therefore we are always courageous, 
knowing that while we are ſojourning in the body, 
we arc in a ſtate of exile from the Lord : (for we 
walk by faith, not by fight :) we are courageous, 
I ſay,” and think with complacency, of being 
rather abſent from the body, and preſent with the 
Lord. Therefore we make it the height of our 
ambition, that whether preſent, or abſent t, we 
W048 may, 
* Pſal, cxvi. 10, + Expoſed to any evil or in- 


cenvenience :* how much ſoever we may be ftript here, 
] From the body, 
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tomay be well pleaſing to him. For we muſt all 
be manifeſt before the tribunal of Chriſt, that 
every one may receive according to what he hath 
done in the- body, whether — or evil. F 
Knowing therefore the terror of the Lord, we 
uade men ; and“ we are made manifeſt to 
God ; I hope alſo we are manifeſt to your con- 
ſciences. For we do not recommend ourſelves 
again unto you, but we are giving you occaſion 
of boaſting on our account, that ye may have 
ſomething to anſwer * thoſe, who glory in ap- 
pearance, and not in heart. For if we be tranſ- 
ported beyond ourſelves, * it is' to God: or if 
we be ſober, it is for your ſakes. For the love 
of Chriſt beareth us away; while we thus judge, 
that if one died for all, then were all dead +. 
15 And he died for all, that they who hve, ſhould 
not henceforth live to themſelves, but to him 
who died for them, and roſe again. So that we 
from this time know not any man after the fleſh f: 
and if we have known Chriſt after the fleſh ||, 
henceforth we know © him no more F&. So that 
if any man be in Chriſt © there is' a new crea- 
tion. Old things are paſſed away, behold all 
things are become new. And all things are of 
God, who hath reconciled us to himſelf by jesvs 
Chriſt, and hath committed to us the miniſtry of 
reconciliation ; namely that God was in Chriſt 
reconciling the world unto himſelf ; not imput- 
ing to them their offences : and hath committed 
20 unto us the word of reconciliation. Therefore 
we are embaſſadors for Chriſt, ſo that God 1s in- 
treating you by us: we beſcech © you in 
| Chriſt's 
And by that means we are manifeſted to God as his 
fervants, B. + If all men had been in a ſtate of 
condemnation and death, there would have been no need of 
Cbrig's dying for them.

much patience, in afflictions, in neceſſities, in

fore, beloved, ſuch promiſes, let us purify our- 
ſelves from all pollution of the fleſh and of the 
ſpirit, perfecting holineſs in the fear of God. 
Receive us; we have injured no man, we 
have corrupted no man, we have defrauded no 
man. I ſpeak not this? to condemn * you;' for 
I have told you before, that ye are in our hearts 
to live and to die with © you.“ Great is' my 
freedom of ſpeech to you, great my boaſting con- 
cerning you, I am filled with conſolation, I ex- 
5 ceedingly abound in joy in all our affliction. For 
when we came into Macedonia, our fleſh had no 
reſt, but we were afflited in every place; with- 
out © were fightings, within fears. But God, who 
is the comforter of thoſe who are brought low, 
comforted us by the coming of Titus. And not 
merely by his coming, but with the conſolation 
with which he was comforted by you, when he 
told us of your earneſt deſire, your grief, your 
zeal for me; ſo that I rejoiced much Pe Be- 
cauſe if I grieved you in the epiſtle, I do not re- 


ent, however anxious I might before have been, 

For I fnd, that this epiſtle, however, for a little 

while grieved you. Now I rejoice, not that ye 

| were 

Lev. xxvi. 12. + -Ifa, Iii. 21, t 2 Sam. 
vii. 8, 14. Jer, Xxxi. B. 
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were grieved, but that ye grieved to repentance 
for ye were grieved with a regard to God. So 
that ye were not in any degree endamaged by us. 
For grief which regardeth God, worketh repen- 10 
tance to ſalvation never to be repented of ; where- 
as the ſorrow of the world worketh death. For 
behold, this ſame thing, your being grieved out 
of reſpect to God, what diligence it wrought in 
you; yea, what apology ; yea, what in- 
dignation; yea, what fear; yea, what? ear- 
neſt deſire; yea, what zeal; yea, what re- 
venge *! Upon the whole you have ene 
yourſelves to be pure in this matter. Therefore 
if I have written any thing ? to you, it was 
not on his account, who had done,. or his who 
had received the injury, but for the ſake of ma- 
nifeſting our diligence for you before God, and 
unto you. Therefore we were comforted in your 
conſolation, and we rejoiced more exceedingly 
in the joy of Titus, becauſe his ſpirit was re- 
freſhed by you all. So that if I had boaſted any 
thing of you to him, I was not aſhamed ; but as 
wie have always ſpoken in the truth to you, ſo 
alſo our boaſting * concerning you ? to Titus hath 
been verified : ſo that his tendereſt affections are 15 
engaged towards you exceedingly, whenever he 
recollecteth the obedience of you all: © and ? how 
you received him with fear and trembling. I 
rejoice therefore that in every reſpect I have con- 
fidence in you. | 


Now we, brethren, inform you of the grace tt 
of God beſtowed upon the churches in Macedo- 
nia, how in a great trial of affliction, their over- 
flowing joy, and depth of their poverty hath 
Ks, bs to the riches of their liberality +. 2

* Againſt yourſelves for thoſe things, which you could 
not but condemn, + Poor as they are, they have 
dene wonders for the relief of their yet poorer brethren. 
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that T teſtify, that to © their * power, yea and be- 
yond © their power, they have been willing 
of themſelves ; intreating us with much importu- 
nity, that we would receive the gift, and take 
5 2 * of the miniſtration of the ſaints. And 
© this they did,“ not as we hoped, but they firſt 
gave themſelves to the Lord, and to us by the 
will of God, Inſomuch that we deſired Titus, 
that as he had begun, ſo he would alſo compleat 
this grace among you. Therefore, as ye abound 

in every gift, in faith, in utterance, and in 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and in your 
love to us; © we exhort you * that ye abound 
alſo in this grace. I ſpeak not by way of 
command, but that I may prove by the diligence 

: of others , the ſincerity of your love. For you 
| know the grace of our Lord jzsvs Chriſt, that 
though he was rich, yet for your ſakes he became 

poor, that you through his poverty might become 

zorich. And herein I give my advice; for this 

is expedient for you, as you have begun, not 

only to do ſomething, but to exert yourſelves a 

ago. Now therefore compleat your under- 

taking, that according to the readineſs to deter- 

mine, there © may alſo © be the accompliſhment 

in proportion to what you have. For if there be 

firlt a readineſs of mind, according to what a man 

hath, *© he is aceepted,. and not according to 

what he hath not. I ſay this not that - Iu 
ſhould be a reſt to others, and affliction to you f:

But I return ? thanks to God, who gave that 
diligent care for you in the heart of Titus.

And we have ſent with him that bro- 
ther +, whoſe praiſe in the goſpel * is in all the 
churches : (and not only ſo, but he was alſo 
ordained by the churches to be our fellow travel- 
ler, with this grace which is adminiſtred by us 
for the glory of the ſame Lord, and * the decla- 


ration of * your ready mind :) avoiding this, that 20: 


any one ſhould blame us in this abundance ad- 
miniſtred by us : providing things honeſt, not 
only before the Lord, but alſo before men. And 
we have ſent with them our brother ft, whom we 
have often proved in many affairs to be diligent, 
but now much more diligent on account of the 
great confidence I have in you. If © there be 
any queſtion * concerning Titus, he is my 
partner and fellow labourer with reſpect to you: 
or concerning our brethren, * they are the meſ- 
ſengers of the churches, © and the glory of 
Chriſt. Shew therefore to them, even in the 
fight of the churches, the demonſtration of your 
love and of our boaſting over you. | 
Now concerning the miniſtration to the ſaints, +- 
it is ſuperfluous that I ſhould write to you.. For 
I Reg <p row your readineſs, which I boaſt con- 
cerning you to the Macedomans, that Achaia 
hath been prepared a year ago, and your. zeal 
hath quickened many. Nevertheleſs I have ſent 
the brethren, left our boaſting of you on- this. 
head, that as I ſaid Fe were prepared, ſhould. 


be made vain : left if the Macedonians happen 
to come with me, and find you unprepared, we

+ Suppoſed to be St. Luke. I. Apollos. 
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may be aſhamed, not to ſay you alſo, in this con- 
5 fident boaſting. Therefore I thought it neceſſary 
to exhort the brethren, that they ſhould' come 
to you before *, and ſhould firſt compleat your 
bounty, which hath been ſpoken of before ; that 
it may be ready, as bounty, and not like extor- 
tion. And as to this, he who ſoweth ſparingly, 
ſhall reap alſo ſparingly; and he who ſoweth 
bountifully, ſhall reap alſo.bountifully : every 
man as he chuſeth in his own heart, not as from 
grief or neceſſity; for God loveth a chearful 
giver. And God is able to make all grace to 
abound towards you ; that having always all ſuf- 
ficiency in all things, ye may abound to every 
work : as it is written, „Ile hath diſ- 
*« perſed, he hath given to the poor, his righte- 
10“ ouſneſs endureth for ever f.“ And may he, 
whd ſupplieth ſeed to the ſower, and bread for 
food, ſupply and multiply your ſowing, and in- 
creaſe the productions of your righteouſneſs : be- 
ing in every thing inriched to all fimplicity ; 
which worketh by our means thankſgivings to- 
wards God. For the miniſtration of this ſervice 
doth not only ſupply the neceſſities of the ſaints, 
but aboundeth through the thankſgivings of many 
to God: who by the experience of this miniſtra- * 
tion are glorifying God on account of that ſub- 
jection to the goſpel of Chriſt, which you profeſs, 
and the ſimplicity of your communication to- 
wards them, and towards all: and in their prayers 
for you, who long after you on account of the 
exceeding grace of God which is' in you. 
15 Thanks 4 to God ſor his unutterable gift. 


| Now I Paul myſelf intreat you by the meekneſs 
and gentleneſs of Chriſt, who am when pre- 
ſent humble among you, but being abſent, am 
bold towards you: however, I beſeech you that 
I

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I may not when I am preſent, be bold with that 
confidence on which I think to preſume with re- 
ſpect to ſome, who account of us as walking in 
the fleſh. For though we walk in the fleſh, we 
do not war according to the fleſh : for the wea- 
pons of our warfare are not carnal, though 
mighty through God to the demoliſhing fortifi- 
cations, caſting down reaſonings, and every high 
thing which exalteth itſelf againſt the knowledge 
of God, and to bring every thought into capti- 
vity to the obedience of Chriſt : and having it 
in readineſs to avenge all diſobedience, now your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

Do you look at the outward appearance of 
things ? If any man be confident in himſelf that 
he is Chriſt's, let him again bethink himſelf of 
this, that as he is' Chriſt's, ſo we alſo * are? 
Chriſt's. For if I ſhould boaſt ſomething yet 
more concerning our authority, (which the Lord 
hath given us for edification, and not for your 
deſtruction) I ſhould not be aſhamed : that I may 
not ſeem as if I would terrify you with epiſtles. 
His epiſtles, ſay they, are ? indeed weighty 10 
an@ftrong, but © his bodily preſence * is weak, 
and his * ſpeech deſpicable.” Let ſuch an one 
reckon upon this, that ſuch as we are in word 
by letters, when abſent, ſuch * ſhall we be ? alſo 
when preſent, in action; for we preſume not to 
number, or to compare ourſelves with ſome who 
recommend themſelves. But they meaſuring 
themſelves by themſelves, and comparing them- 
ſelves with themſelves, are not wiſe. But we 
glory not beyond © our * bounds, but accordin 
to the meaſure of the rule which God hath diſtri- 
buted to us, a meaſure to come even unto you. 
For we do not extend ourſelves exceſſively, as not 
coming to you ; for we are come even unto you 
in the goſpel of Chriſt * : not boaſting unmea- 15 

a ſurably 
* In the regular courſe of our preaching, 
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ſurably in the labours of others; but having 
hope, * that * when your faith is increaſed, we 
ſhall according to our rule be magnified by you 
ſo as to abound to preach the 2 in © the re- 
gions beyond you, and not to boaſt in ano- 
ther man's rule, in things made ready to our 
[ hand. But he that boaſteth, let him boaſt in the 
Lord : for not he, that commendeth himſelf, is 
approved, but whom the Lord commendeth. 

A. I wiſh you would bear with a little of my 
folly “; and indeed bear with me: for I am jea- 
lous over you with a godly jealouſy, that I may 
preſent © you as a chaſte virgin to Chriſt z for 
I have eſpouſed you to one huſband, For I fear 
leſt by any means, as the ſerpent deceived Eve 
by his ſubtilty, ſo your minds ſhould be corrupted” 
from ſimplicity towards Chriſt, For if he, that 
cometh, preach another JES Us, whom we 
have not preached ; or, if ye receive another 
Spirit, which ye have not received ; or another 
goſpel, which ye have not accepted, ye might 

5 well bear with him.“ For I reckon that I did 

not in any reſpect fall ſhort of the greateſt of the 
apoſtles, For if I am unſkilful in ſpeech, fle- 
vertheleſs © I am not ſo in knowledge. But in 
every reſpect we have been manifeſt to you in all 
things. Have I committed an offence in hum- 
bling myſelf that you may be exalted, in that 1 
have preached the goſpel of God to you at free 
coſt ? I have robbed other churches, taking wages 
© of them for waiting upon you. And when I 
was in want, while preſent, I was chargeable to 
no man: for what was deficient to me, the bre- 
thren who came from Macedonia ſupplied ; and 
in all things I have kept, and will 4-08 myſelf 


10 from being burdenfome to you. As the truth of 
Chriſt is in me, this boaſt ſhall not be violated 
with reſpect to me in the regions of Achaia. 
Why? 

That beaſting, which I know to be fooliſh, 
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Why? becauſe I love you not? God knoweth . 
But what I do, I will do, that I may cut off oc- 
caſion from them who deſire occaſion, that in 
the thing of which they boaſt, they may be 
found even as we, For ſuch © are falſe apoſtles, 
deceitful workers, transforming themſelves into 
apoſtles of Chriſt. And © it is no wonder; for 
Satan himſelf is transformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore it is' no great thing, if his +15 
miniſters alſo be transformed as miniſters of righ- 
teouſneſs ; whoſe end ſhall be according to their 
works, Again I fay, let no. man think me 
fooliſh 1. But if otherwiſe, as fooliſh however 
receive || me, that I may boaſt ſome ſmall matter, 
What I ſpeak, I ſpeak not after the Lord, but 
as it were fooliſhly in this confidence of r 
Seeing many boaſt according to the fleſh, I al 

will boaſt, And you may well bear with fooliſh 
people, ſince you * yourſelves ? are wiſe 5. For 20 
you bear it, if a man enſlave you ; if he devour 
«you ;? if he ſeize * on your poſſeſſions ;? if he 
exalt himſelf; if he ſmite you on the face, Do I 
paar this by way of diſhonour J, as if we our- 
elves were weak ** ? Surely in whatever any one 
elſe may be confident, I ſpeak it indeed in 
folly, 1 alſo am confident, Are they Hebrews ? 
So am I. Are they Iſraelites? So am I, 
Are they of the ſeed of Abraham? So“ am . 
Are they miniſters of Chriſt ? I ſpeak fooliſhly 5, 
T* am* more: more abundant in labours, exceed- 
ing © them ? in ſtripes, more abundant in impri- 
ſonments, often in deaths : of the Jews I have

There is neither Jew nor 
Greek ; there is neither bond or free; there 1s 
neither male nor female : for ye are all one in 
Chriſt jesvs. And if ye © be Chriſt's, then 
are ye the ſeed of Abraham, ang heirs in virtue 
of the promiſe, 

* Now I fay, * that ſo long as the heir is a 
child, he differeth nothing from a ſervant, though 
he. be Lord of all: but is under governors and 
orion, till the time appointed of the father, 

likewiſe we, when we were children, were in 
bondage under worldly elements : but when the 

- fulneſs of the time was come God ſent forth his 
5 Son made of a woman, made under the law, that 
he might redeem them who were under the law, 
that we might receive the adoption of ſons +. 
And becauſe ye are ſons, God hath ſent forth the 
Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba 
father.” So that thou art no longer a ſervant, 
but a ſon; and if a ſon, then an heir of God, 
through Chriſt. But then indeed, when ye knew 
not God, ye were in bondage to thoſe which by 
nature are no gods. But now after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and poor elements, to 
which e defire again to be in bondage a-new ? 
10 Ye obſerve days, and months, and times, and 
years. I am afraid of you leſt I have beſtowed 


upon you labour in vain. 

Brethren, 
Or this may refer to what went before: « What 1 
mean is, as long, &c.“ B. + Or, God ſent forth 


his Son made of a woman (made under the law, to redeem 
them that are under the law) that we might receive the 
2 of ſons. B. t Or, Do ye keep days ? 
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Brethren, I beſeech you, be as I am: forl 
was as ye are: ye have not injured me at 
all. But ye know that I preached the goſpel 
among you at firſt in the infirmity of the fleſh * : 
and my temptation, that was in my fleſh, you 
did not deſpiſe ; or reject me with ſcorn: but 
received me as an angel of God, yea ? as Chriſt 
JESUS. What was then vour felicity ? for I bear 
you witneſs, that if © it had been poſſible you 
would have plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. Aml therefore become your 
enemy, becauſe I tell you the truth? They + 
zealouſly aſſect you, but not well; yea they 
would ſhut us out, that ye may zealouſly affect 
them. But it is' good to be zcalouſly affected 
always in that which is good: and not only when 
Jam preſent with you.

But as we have been approved 
by God to be intruſted with the goſpel, ſo we 
ſpeak not as pleaſing men, but God, who tneth 

our hearts. Neither did we at any time deal in 5 
flattering words, as ye * well * know, nor uſe a 
retence of covetouſneſs; God is witneſs, 
or did we ſeek glory of men, neither of you, 
nor of others, thou bins might have been bur- 
denſome as the apoſtles of 'Chriſt, But we were 
gentle in the midſt of you, even as a nurſe f. 
cheriſheth her own children. So we being ten- 
derly affectionate towards you, took pleaſure to 
impart to you, not only the goſpel of God, but 
even our own ſouls t, Peet e ye were dear unto 
us.

he is an infant. But ſtrong food belongeth to 
full-grown men, who by habit have their ? ſenſes 
exerciſed to diſtinguiſh both good and evil. 


Diſmiſſing therefore diſcourſe on the“ princi- 4+ 


ples © of the doctrine of Chriſt, let us be carried 
on to perfection; not laying again the founda- 
tion + of repentance from dead works, and of 
faith in God: the doctrine of baptiſms, and of 
the impoſition of hands, and of the reſurrection 
of the dead, and of eternal judgment. And this 
we will do, if God permit. For it is impoſ- 
fible with regard to thoſe, who have been once 
enlightened, and have taſted of the heavenly 

ift, and have been made partakers of the Holy 


hoſt, and have taſted the good word of God, 5 


and the powers of the world to come; if they fall 
away, again to renew them to repentance : ſince 
they crucify to themſelves the Son of God again, 
and make an open example of him.“ For the 
earth that drinketh in the rain, which often 
cometh upon it, and produceth mop fit for 
them by whom it is cultivated, partaketh of the 


divine blefling : but that which bringeth forth. 


thorns and briars, is rejected and near to a curſe, 

whoſe end ſhali be * burning. But we are per-

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ſuaded better things of you, beloved, even things 
that accompany ſalvation, though we thus ſpeak. 
io For God is“ not unrighteous to forget your 
work and labour of love, which you have mani- 
felted to his name, having miniſtred and mini- 
ſtring to the ſaints, And we wiſh that every one 
of you may ſhew the ſame diligence to“ the full 
aſſurance of hope, unto the end : that you may not 
be ſluggiſh but imitators of thoſe, who through faith 
and long-ſuftering do now inherit the promiſes. 
For when God made the promiſe to Abraham, 
ſceing he had no greater“ a perſon * to ſwear by, 
he ſwore by himſelf; ſaying, ** Blefling I will 
„ bleſs thee, and multiplying I will multiply 
15“ thee 1.“ And thus having waited long, he 
odtained the promiſe. For men truly ſwear by a 
being greater g; and an cath for confirmation 
is“ to them an end of all contention. On which 
account God being willing in the moſt abundant 
manner to manifeſt to the i of the promiſe the 
immutability of his counſel, interpoſed with an 
oath : that by two immutable things |}, in which 
it is impoſſible for God to lie, we might have 
ſtrong conſolation, who have fled for refuge to 
lay hold on the hope laid before us : which we 
have as an anchor of the ſoul both ſecure and ſted- 
p faft, and entering into the place within the vail : 
- 20 Whither jtsus the fore-runner is entered for us, 
who is made an high-prieſt for ever, accord- 
ing to the order of Melchiſedec. 


* For this Melchiſedec 5, king of Salem, prieſt 
of the moſt high Cod (who met Abraham, when 
returning from the ſlaughter of the kings, and 
bleſſed him; to whom alſo Abraham divided he 
tenth of all) firſt, being interpreted, dis, Kang

16, 
1 Than themſclees. 0 Sc. his word and oath, 


o, fer this perſon {ſc, Chriſt] is Melchiſedec, B. 
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of Righteouſneſs, and then King of Salem, that 
is King of Peace: without father without mo- 
ther, without pedigree, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life“; but being made like 
to the Son of God, remaineth a prieſt for ever. 
Now you ſee how great a man this * was,“ to 
whom even the patriarch Abraham gave the tenth 
of the ſpoils : And that truly they of the deſcen- 5 
dants of Levi, who receive the prieſthood, have 
according to the law a commandment to tythe the 
people, that is, their brethren, though coming 
out of the loins of Abraham : but he, whoſe pe- 
digree 1s not reckoned from them, took tythes of 
Abraham, and bleſſed him who had the pro- 
miſes. But without all contradiction, the infe- 
rior is bleſſed of the ſuperior. And here + men 
who die receive tythes: but there he © receiveth 
them,” of whom it is teſtified that he liveth. And, 
as one may ſay, by Abraham even Levi, who re- 


ceived tythes, was tythed. For he was yet in 10 


the loins of © his father, when Melchiſedec met 
him. Now if perfection had been by the Leviti- 
cal prieſthood (for under it the people received 
the law) what further need © was there that ano- 
ther prieſt ſhould ariſe according to the order of 
Melchiſedec, and not be reckoned according to 
the order-of Aaron ? For the- prieſthood being 
changed, there muſt of neceſſity alſo be achange of 
the law, For the perſon of whom theſe things are 
ſpoken, belonged. to another tribe, of whom no 
one appertained to the altar. For! it is' plain. 
that our Lord ſprung from Judah, of which tribe 
Moſes ſpake nothing relating to the prieſthood. * 


And it is yet more abundantly manifeſt, that there 15 : 


ariſeth another prieſt according to the ſimilitude 
of Melchiſedec ; who is made not according to the 
law of the carnal commandment, but according; 
M 5 to 

None of this being mentioned of him in ſcripture. - 
t Under the inſtitution of Moſes, 1 The Jewiſh altar, 
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to the power of an endleſs life. For he teſtifieth, 
Thou art a prieſt for ever according to the 
« order of Melchiſedec.” 

Therefore there is an abolition of the former 
commandment, becauſe of its weakneſs and un- 
rofitableneſs : for the law made nothing perfect; 
ut the introduction of a better hope, 15 which 

Ze we draw near to God, did.“ And inaſmuch as 
he was? not conſtituted' without an oath ; (for 
they * indeed are become prieſts without an oath, 
but he with an oath, by him who ſaid unto him, 
„The Lord hath ſworn, and he will not repent, 
Thou art ? a prieſt for ever according to the 

order of Melchiſedec,”) by ſo much jesvus is 
the ſurety of a better covenant. And there were 
many prieſts, becauſe they were hindred by death 
from continuing f. But he, becauſe he abideth 
for ever, hath a prieſthood that never paſſeth over 
25 to another. From whence alſo he is able to ſave 
to the uttermoſt thoſe who approach to God by 
him, always living to intercede for them. For 
ſuch a high-prieſt ſuited us, who was holy, 
harmleſs, unpolluted, ſeparate from finners, and 
made higher than the heavens; who had not 
daily neceſſity, as thoſe high-pneſts, firſt to pre- 
ſent ſacrifices for his own fins, and then for thoſe 
of the people: for this he did once for all, in 
offering himſelf. For the law conftituteth men 
high-prieſts, who have infirmities ; but the word 
of the oath, which * reacheth * beyond the law, 

© conftituteth * the Son conſecrated for ever. 


3 Now the chief article of the things which have 
been ſpoken, is this ;* we have ſuch a high- 
prieſt, who hath now fat down at the right-hand 
of the majeſtic throne in the heavens ; a miniſter 
of holy things, and of the true tabernacle, which

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not man but the Lord hath pitched. For every 
high-prieſt is conſtituted to offer gifts and ſacri- 
fices ; therefore it was ? neceſſary that this man 
alſo ſhould have ſomething to preſent. But if he 
were on earth, he could not have been a prieſt, 
as there are prieſts, who offer gifts according to 
the law: who perform divine ſervice to the 5 
example and ſhadow of celeſtial things: as Moſes 
was Charged by the oracle, when he was about to 
finiſh the tabernacle: For ſee, ſaith he, that 
thou make all things according to the model 
„ ſhewn thee upon the mountain *.” But he 
hath now nobler ſervices alloted to him, inaſ- 
much as he 1s the mediator cven of a better co- 
venant, which was eftabliſhed upon better pro- 
miſes. For if that firſt * covenant ? had been 
faultleſs, there would have been no place ſought 
for a ſecond : for finding fault with them +, he 
faith, © Behold the days come, faith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with the 
 * houſe of Iſrael, and with the houſe of Judah : * 
* not according to the covenant, which I made 
with their fathers in the day when I took them 
„ by the hand to lead them Gut cf the land of 
„Egypt: becauſe they continued not in my co- 
++ venant, and I diſregarded them, ſaith the © 
Lord. For this © is the covenant that I wall re a 
*« make with the houſe of Iſrael after thoſe days ,. 
* faith the Lord; I will give my laws to their 
* foul, and I will inſcribe them upon their hearts 
« and I will be unto them for a God, and they 
* ſhall be to me for a people: and they ſhall no 
more teach every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, ſaying, Know the wo for 
„they ſhall all know me, from the leaſt of them, 
„ even. to the greateſt of them. For I will be 
* merciful to their uurighteous deeds, and their

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«« fins and their iniquities I will remember no 
« more. When he ſaith, © a NEW cove- 
4% nant,” he hath made the firſt o.p : now that 
which 1s antiquated, and fallen into old age, is 
ready to diſappear, 


he firſt tabernacle + therefore had ordinances 
of divine ſervice, and a worldly ſanctuary. For 
the firſt f tabernacle was prepared, in which 
« was the candleſtick, and the table, and the 
ſetting on the Joaves, which 1s called the Holy 
Place. And beyond the ſecond vail, the taber- 
nacle, which was called the Holy of Holies, 
having the golden cenſer, and the ark of the co- 
venant covered over on every fide with gold, in 
which! was the golden pot, containing the man- 
na, and the rod of Aaron that bloſſomed, and 
the tables of the covenant: and over it the che- 
rubs of glory ||, ſhadowing the mercy-ſeat : con- 
cerning which 5 there is not now room ? to ſpeak 
particularly. And theſe things being thus ad- 
juſted, the prieſts went continually into the firſt 
tabernacle, performing * their ? ſervices. But 
into the ſecond only the high-prieſt © went * once 
à year, not without blood, which he offered for 
himſelf, and for ? the fins of ignorance com- 
mitted by the people. The Holy Spirit ſignify- 
ing this, that the way into the Hoheſt + was not 
yet made manifeſt while the firſt tabernacle had 
its continuance, Which is a figure referring to 
the preſent time: in which gifts and ſacrifices 
are © ſtill * offered, which are not able to make 
the perſon who performeth the ſervice perfect 
10 with reſpect to the conſcience ; * but ccnfifted ? 
*

“ fer, xxxi. 31—34. 4; + Or, © That firſt, [c, 
covenant] had therefore.

the time of the reformation. But Chriſt being 
become a high-prieſt of good things to come, in 
a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made

with hands, that is, not of this creation; neither 


by the blood of goats, and of calves, but by his 
own blood, hath entered once for all into the 
Holy Place “, having obtained * for us eternal 
redemption. For if the blood of bulls, and of 
goats, and the aſhes of the heifer ſprinkled on 
the unclean, ſanctifieth to the cleanſing of the 
fleſh : how much more ſhall the blood of Chrift, 
who by the eternal Spirit offered himſelf ſpotleſs 
to God, cleanſe your conſcience from dead works, 
that you may ſerve the living God? 

And he is in this reſpe& the mediator of a new 
covenant, that death being undergone for the re- 
demption of tranſgreſſions againſt the former co- 
verant, they who are called, might receive the 
promiſe of an eternal inheritance, For where a 
covenant is,“ it neceſſarily importeth the death 
of that by which the covenant is confirmed: for 
a covenant * is confirmed over the dead, ſo that 
it doth not avail while he by whom it is con- 
firmed, liveth. Whence + neither was the firſt 
* covenant ? originally tranſacted without blood. 
For when every command was ſpoken accordin 
to the law, by Moſes, to all the people; taking 
the blood of calves, and goats, with water and 
ſcarlet woot and hyſſop, he fprinkled the book

itſelf and all the people, ſaying, This © is 20 


the blood of the covenant, which God hath com- 
manded with reſpect to you.” And the taber- 
nacle, and all the veſſels of ſervice he alſo 
ſprinkled with blood. And almoſt all things 
were under the law purified by blood: And 
| without 
* Ahove, ſc, in heaven, + On which prin- 
ciple, 


__ 
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wichout ſhedding of blood there was no forgive- 
neſs. It was ? therefore neceſſary that the copies 
of things in the heavens ſhould be purified b 

theſe ; but the celeſtial things themſelves with 
more excellent ſacrifices than theſe, For Chriſt 
1s not entered into holy places made with hands, 
* which were the figures of the true; but into 
heaven itſelf, now to appear in the preſence of 


25 God for us. Not that he ſhould offer himſelf 


frequently, as the high-prieſt entered into the 
— holy place yearly with the blood of others; 
for then it would have been neceſſary for him often 
to have ſuffered from the foundation of the world. 
But now once for all at the concluſion of the ages, 
he hath been made manifeſt for the aboliſhing of 
ſin by the facrifice of himſelf. And as it is a 
inted to men once to die, and after that the 
judgment: ſo Chriſt 2 once been offered, 
to bear the fins of many, ſhall the ſecond time 
ap without fin “ to thoſe who have waited for 
him to f ſalvation. 


* For the law having a ſhadow of future good 


things, not the very 1mage of the things © them- 
ſelves, could by no means by thoſe facrifices 
which they always offer yearly, perfe& thoſe who 
come unto © them.” Otherwiſe they weuld have 
ceaſed to be offered : becauſe they who had per- 
formed that fervice being once purified, would 
have had no more conſciouſneſs of fins. But in 
them © there is a yearly commemoration of fins. 
For it 1s 1 ble that the blood of bulls and of 


5 goats ſhould take away fins. Therefore when + 


making his entrance into the world, he ſaith, 


-«« Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt not * ac- 


„ cept,” but a body thou haſt provided me: In 

« whole burnt-offerings, and fin-offerings thou

* Without that humiliating form in which heatoned for fins 
3 Compleat their, + The Meſnah, as deſcribed by David, 
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“ hadſt no complacency : then I ſaid, Behold, 
I come (in the volume of the book * it is writ- 
ten of me) to do thy will, O God 4.” Having 
ſaid above, As for ſacrifice and offering, burnt- 
offerings or ſacrifices for fin, thou didit not de- 
fire © them,” or take pleaſure * in them,“ which 
were offered under the law; Then he ſaid, Be- 
hold I come to do thy will, O God.“ He taketh 
away the firſt t, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond ||.

A 
indeed every prieſt ſtandeth daily miniſtering, and 
offering the ſame ſacrifices often, which can ne- 
ver take away ſins : But He having offered one 
ſacrifice for fins, hath for ever 4 ſat down at the 
right-hand of God; for the reſt, waiting till his 
enemies ſhall be made the foot-ſtool of his feet. 
For by one offering he hath ** for ever perfected 
them that are ſanctified. : 
For even the Holy Ghoſt teſtifieth to us 15 
(after having before ſaid, © This © 15 ” the cove- 
« nant, which I will make with thent after thoſe 
days, faith the Lord; I will give my laws.“ 
% on their hearts; I will alſo inſcribe them upon 
« their minds:”) „4“ And their fins and 
& their tranſgreſſions I will never remember any. 
„ more.” But where there is' remiflion of 
theſe, there is no more ſacrifice for fin. 
Therefore, brethren, having liberty to enter in- 
to the holy places by the blood of 3zzsvs ; © hay-20 
ing that * new and living way, which he hath 
conſecrated for us, through the vail, that is, his 
flicſh ; and © having ' a great prieſt over the houſe

ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, and our bodies 
waſhed with pure water. Let us hold faſt the 
rofefſion of our hope without wavering ; for 
be * is ? faithful who hath promiſed : and let us 
conſider each other to provoke to love, and to 


- works, not deſerting the aſſembling our- 


elves together, as the manner of ſome * is,” but 
exhorting one another,” and ſo much the rather, 
as ye ſee the day approaching. 

For if we fin wilfully after having received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth yet no 
more ſacrifice for ſin, but a certain fearful ex- 
pectation of the judgment“, and fiery indigna- 
tion, which is ready to devour the adverſaries. 
Any one who ſet at nought the law of Moſes, 
died without mercy on * the evidence of two or 
three witneſſes : Of how much ſeverer puniſh- 
ment do ye ſuppoſe he ſhall be counted worthy, 
who hath trampled upon the Son of God, and 
hath counteg the blood of the covenant by which 
he was ſanctified, a common + thing, and offered 


zo contemptuous injury to the Spirit of Grace? For 


we know him that hath ſaid, ** Vengeance * be- 
« Jongeth * to me; I will render recompence, 
« ſaith the Lord t:“ And again, The Lord 
« will judge his people l.“ It is ? dreadful to 
fall into the W of the living God. But call 
to remembrance the former days, in which hav- 
ing been enlightened, you endured a great con- 
tell of ſufferings ; partly, as ye were made a pub- 
lic ſpectacle both by reproaches and afflictions; 
and partly, as ye were made partakers with thoſe 
who were ſo treated. For ye ſympathized with 
me in my bonds; and ye took the plunder of 


your with joy; knowing in yourſelves that

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ou have a better and an enduring ſubſtance in 
the heavens. Therefore caſt not away that con- 35 
fidence of yours, which hath great recompence of 
reward, For ye have need of patience, that 
having done the will of God, ye may receive the 
promiſe, For yet a very little time, and he that 
cometh, will come; and will not delay. But 
* the juſt ſhall hve by faith f. Vet if he draw 
back, my ſoul ſhall have no complacency in 
him. But we are not of them, that draw back 
to deſtruction, but of them that believe to the 
ſalvation of the ſoul. 


Now faith is the confident expectation of things -t# 
hoped for, the conviction of things not ſeen. For 
by it the elders obtained an honourable ? teſti- 
mony. By faith we underſtand that the worlds 
were adjuſted by the word of God, as the things 
which are ſeen, were not made of things which 
do appear. By faith Abel offered to God a 
pfoueer ſacrifice than Cain ; by means of which 

e obtained a teſtimony that he was righteous, 
God bearing witneſs to his gifts ; and by it he 
being dead, yet ſpeaketh. By faith Enoch was 5 
tranſlated, that he ſhould not ſee death; and he 
was not found, becauſe God had tranſlated him: 
For before his tranſlation he obtained witneſs that 
he pleaſed God. But without faith * it js“ im- 
poſſible to pleaſe © him ;* for he who approacheth 
to God, muſt believe that he exiſteth, and that 
he is the rewarder of them that diligently ſeek 
him. By faith Noah being admoniſhed by a di- 
vine oracle concerning things which were not yet 
ſcen, being impreſſed with fear, prepared an ark 
for the ſalvation. of his houſe ; by which he con- 
demned the world, aud became heir of the righ- 
teouſneſs which is by faith. By faith Abraham, 
being called to go out to a place which he ſhould 

| afterwards 


® In the mean time, + Hab. ii. 3. 
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aſterwards receive for an inheritance, obeyed, 
and went out, though he knew not whither he 
was going. By faith he ſojourned in the land of 
promiſe, as in * a ſtrange country, dwelling in 
tents with Iſaac and jacob, heirs with him of the 
ioſame promiſe. For he expected a city, which 
: hath foundations, of which God is the builder 
and former. By faith Sarai herſelf received 
ſtrength for the conception of ſeed, and brought 
forth a child beyond the time of age, becauſe 
ſhe accounted him who had promiſed, to be faith- 
ful. Therefore there ſprang even from one, and 
he in this reſpect dead, * a poſterity ? in multi- 
tude as the ſtars of the heaven, and as the ſand 
upon the ſea-ſhore innumerable. All theſe died 
in faith, not having received the promiſes, but 
having ſeen them 1 off, and having been per- 
ſuaded of them, and embraced them, and 
having confeſſed that they were ſtrangers and ſo- 
journers on earth. For they who ſay ſuch things 
15 plainly expreſs that they ſeek a country. And 
if indeed they had been mindful of that * from 
which they came out, they might have had an 
opportunity of returning. Now therefore they 
were deſirous of a better, that is, a heavenly 
country: therefore God is not aſhamed to be 
called their God, becauſe he had prepared them 

a City. 

BY faith Abraham, when he was tried, offered 
Iſaac ;. yea, he that had received the promiſes, 
offered his only begotten ſon ; e ee whom 
it was ſaĩd, In Iſaac ſhall thy ſeed be called f: 
reaſoning t that God was able even to raiſe © him ? 
from the dead, from whence he received him even 

20in a figure ||. By faith Iſaac bleſſed Jacob and 
Eſau concerning things to come. By faith Ja- 
72 3 cob,

himſelf. } Being typical of the methed God would 
take for the ſalvation of men.

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cob, when dying, bleſſed each of the ſons of lo- 
ſeph; and worſhipped * upon the top of his ſtaff. 
"= faith Joſeph dying, mentioned the departure 
of the children of Iſrael; and gave a charge con- 
cerning his bones. By faith Moſes, when born 
was hidden three months by his parents, becauſe 
they ſaw he was a graceful child ; and they 
feared not the commandment of the king. By 
faith Moſes, when he was grown up, refuſed to 
be called the fon of Pharaoh's daughter, chuſing 25 
rather to partake with the 3 of God in their 
affliction, than to enjoy the temporary pleaſures 
of ſin; eſteeming the reproach of Chriſt + greater 
riches, than the treaſures in Egypt: for he di- 
rected his regards to the recompence of reward. 
By faith he left Egypt, not fearing the wrath of 
the king; for he was ſtrengthned as ſeeing him 
who is inviſible, By faith he celebrated the paſſ- 
over, and the pouring forth of the blood ; that 
he who deſtroyed the firſt-born might not touch 
them. By faith they paſſed over the Red Sea as 
on dry land: which the Egyptians making an 
attempt to do, were drowned. By faith the walls 30 
of Jericho fell down, having been ſurrounded 
ſeven days. By faith Rahab the harlot did not 
periſh with the infidels ; having received the ſpies 
in peace. of 

And what ſhall I ſay farther? For the time 
would fail me to diſcourſe concerning Gideon, 
and Barak, and Samſon, and Jephtha, and David, 
and Samuel, and the prophets : who by faith 
ſubdued kingdoms, wrought righteouſneſs, ob- 
tained promiſes, ſtopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, eſcaped the edge 
of the ſword ; they were ſtrengthened in weak- 
neſs, becanie valiant in battle, repelled the —

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of the aliens. Women received their dead * chil- 
dren ? by a reſurreQtion ; and others were tor- 
tured, not accepting deliverance, that they might 
obtain a better reſurrection. And others received 
the trial of mockings and ſcourgings ; yea alſo 
of bonds and impriſonment. Ihey were ſtoned, 
ſawn aſunder, tempted, ſlain with the ſword : 
they wandered about in ſheep-ſkins, * and * in 
goat-ſkins, being deſtitute, afflicted, tormented ; 
of whom the world was not worthy : they wan- 
dered in deſarts, and in mountains, and in dens 
and holes of the earth. And all theſe by faith. 
having obtained a good. report, did not receive 
the promiſe : God having provided ſomething 
better for us, that they without us might not be 
made perfect. 


Being therefore encompaſſed with ſo great a 
cloud of witneſſes, let us lay aſide every weight, 
and the fin, which in-preſent circumſtances hath 
the greateſt advantage againſt us, and * run with 
patience the race which is ſet before us : fixing 
our eyes upon JESUs, the leader and finiiher of 


_ * our faith; who for the joy that was ſet before

him, endured the croſs, deſpiſing the ſhame, and 
is ſet down at the right-hand of the throne of 
God.

For © it is' a good thing that 
the heart be eſtabliſhed in grace, not in meats, by 
which they, who have been converſant *1n them 
have not profited. We have an altar, from off 10 
which they have no authority to eat, who attend 
ſervice in the tabernacle.
